hen coaches and adminis- 
trators finally stopped pop- 
ping champagne corks at 


schools like South Carolina, Temple and 
Virginia Tech last winter, they may have ob- 
served a moment of silence in honor of their 
less-fortunate brethren who hadn't surfed to 
football security on the wave of conference 
realignments. Perhaps they bowed their 
heads, closed their eyes, and remembered 
the castaways of the college football world 
Chances are the solemnity didn't la 
too long. In a reversal of good, old-fash- 
ioned American rugged individualism, many 
former independents spent the last year 
grabbing for the security of conference affili- 
ation. When “Dependence Day’ finally came, 
they whooped it up. 
“This was a big win for us,” said Temple 
assistant athletic director Milt Richards about 
the school’s membership in the newly-formed 
Big East football league. “It's nice to belong to 
something. Do you want to be an orphan or be 
a family member?” 
The roll call at the gridiron orphanage 
may be a little shorter these days, but it still 
can be heard: East Carolina ... Louisville ... 
Akron ... Southern Mississippi ... Northern 
Illinois ... Memphis State ... Tulsa. The list is 
hardly a TV programmer's dream. 
Once part of that proud fraternity of 
“independents,” those and others like them 
have become misfits. Something about them 
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just wasn't quite good enough for this 
league or that conference, and as a result, 
they face an uncertain future of scheduling 
nightmares, television anonymity and seri- 
ous budget problems. 

“We're not discouraged that we're still 
an independent, but we're not satisfied ei- 
ther,” says Dave Hart, athletic director at East 
Carolina, a member of the Colonial League 
for all sports but football. “The disadvan- 
tages outweigh the advantages.” 

The early 1990s will be remembered as 
atime when independents bowed to economic 
pressures and sought the safe haven of affilia~ 
tion. Forced to squeeze extra income from “rev- 
enue-producing sports” like football and men's 
basketball in order to field wrestling, soccer 
and gymnastics teams, schools sought guaran- 
teed paydays in conferences.

, SWC schools remain attrac- 
tive targets for expanding conferences — as 
evidenced by last year's rumors that Texas 
and Texas A&M might join the PAC-10 or 
he Big Eight, or even the NFL. 

Despite its expansion, the SEC didn't 
make itself that much more attractive to a de- 
ics-hungry television executive. It did 

its overall football and basketball 

, by creating two six-team divisions, 
a made-for-TV conference football 
ip. But the markets that surround 
Arkansas and South Carolina contain about 
1.5% of the nation’s TV sets, 
hardly giant inducements to net- 
work or cable advertisers when 
compared to the Big East's huge 
metropolitan markets. 

“| think the new rivalries 
will generate season ticket in- 
erest and a donor basis 
throughout the conference,” 
ennessee athletic director 
Doug Dickey says. “Arkansas 
will help sell tickets at LSU, 
ississippi and Mississippi 
State, and South Carolina will 
be very popular in Georgia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky,” 

At last look, most SEC 
schools haven't had much trou- 
ble filling their stadiums in the 
ast few years, regardless of 
whom they have played. And in- 
creased competition for the 
eague title and the subsequent 
Sugar Bowl berth has created a 
melange of 5-3 league records 
that confuses fans and drains 
interest. The SEC is in danger of 
following the Big Ten’s descent 
into an annual mishmash of 
mediocrity brought on by parity. 

Last year's four-way melee between 
Auburn, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Tennessee may have thrilled southern fol- 
lowers, but it bored the rest of the country. 
Adding two more teams to that mess could 
be catastrophic. And multiplying the chaos 
by two divisions could lead to even more 
apathy. After all, what does a second-place 
finish in the SEC Eastern Division mean to 
someone from Oregon? 

Penn State comes to the Big Ten trad- 
ing its storied tradition for security in the 
rest of its varsity sports. But things are al- 
ready topsy-turvy in the rust belt football 
world, and the addition of another perennial 
top-20 team will make things even messier. 

Jacoby reiterates: “You're not going 
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to get on TV if you don’t have outstanding 
records. If you beat everybody up, and two 
teams come into a game 4-4, will it get on 
TV? I'm not sure.” 

Of course, Penn State brings with it the 
country’s largest living alumni following, and 
the entire state of Pennsylvania is enamored of 
the Lions, so market share may outweigh star 
quality in the minds of TV executives. 

But even the television folks don't know 
all the effects of the shakeout. ABC was able to 
wrest the CFA package away from CBS for the 
upcoming season, but its executives are sweat- 
ing out the FTC investigation into the CFA tele- 
vision monopoly, which could spring everyone

loose. Even if the CFA contract stays intact for 
the time being, it runs out in 1995, and chaos 
could ensue as each conference fights for its 
own TV deal. 

“| think the CFA deal will stay in place 
until 1995, but after that, who knows what 
will happen?” says Loren Matthews, senior 
vice president of programming at ESPN. 

“We are ready to react to what happens. We 
can't influence it.” 
Delaney adds: “I think the television sit- 
uation will be even more fragmented after 1995. 
At one time, you had one bargaining agent, the 
NCAA. Then you had two, the CFA and the 
PAC-10/Big Ten. Now you've got three (adding 
Notre Dame). | don’t know what's next.” 

The next big step could be the forma- 
tion of a national championship playoff. Last 


year's wacky season, which ended with 
Georgia Tech and Colorado splitting the 
number one spot, may have boosted de- 
mand for a definitive means of choosing a 
champion. Several off-field factors may 
mean even more. 

The NFL's ever-expanding season is 
shrinking the available stadiums and televi- 
sion dates for bowl games, and the receding 
economy is forcing corporations to pull out 
from post-season sponsorships. Both could 
spell the end of many bowls. 

And though football and baskel 
erally operate miles apart, last year’s $ 
contract for the NCAA tournament had 

- some coaches, ADs and presi 
salivating. The cash payoff on 
our, or even two-team footbal 
would be staggering. 

“More and more I'm spend- 
ing time around the high-integrity, 
experienced coach who says, 'l used 
0 be against it, but now it's not so 
bad,’” Vermeil says. “And no matter 
how professional an educator is and 
what his intentions are, it comes 
down to money. 

“Some high-integrity people 
are going to end up doing things 
hey wouldn't do normally because 
hey need the money.” 

And you can be sure that 
money will continue to motivate the 
decisions of presidents and athletic 
administrators throughout the next 
decade. While no one was willing to 
predict the future, experts around 
the country believe that the realign- 
ing is not over. 

The PAC-10 and Big Eight re- 
mained untouched by the first wave of 
changes, and they may look to ex- 
pand in order to stay safe. A Big 
Eight-SWC merger would be a logi- 
cal next step from their current scheduling 
agreement, particularly if Nebraska bolts for 
the Big Ten or Texas and Texas A&M are lured 
elsewhere, Brigham Young and Colorado 
would fit nicely into an expanded PAC-12, and 
Louisville's resurgent football program and 
tradition of basketball success could someday 
land it in the SEC. 

“| think we could see some more 
movement,” Francesa says. “I don’t think it 
will be as drastic as what we've seen, but 
there will be some more consolidation, with 
a bigger conference picking up a choice 
school to help in tradition and TV.”

Now the college football world 
has Ty and David. Or David and Ty. 

Either way, these senior quarterbacks 
have changed the way we look at passing 
fancies. Or fancy passing. 

With Ty Detmer of Brigham Young 
University and David Klingler of the 
University of Houston, you don't measure 
passing yardage. You measure passing 
mileage. 

Last year, Detmer set or tied 47 NCAA 
records. Klingler set or tied 33. 

They come from the two schools that 
produced the last two Heisman 
Trophy winners, both of them 
quarterbacks. 

Klingler followed Andre 
Ware's Heisman act at 
Houston, placing a distant fifth 
in the 1990 voting. Detmer is 
following his own Heisman 
show, having won the 1990 
award with 1,482 votes. 

In second place, 305 
points behind, was The Rocket, 
receiver/returner/afterburner 
Raghib Ismail of Notre Dame. 
With Ismail having run off to 
the pros, the names of Detmer 
and Klingler must be on the 
ips of most Heisman-voting 
tongues. 

Don't be shocked if 
Detmer joins the dubious short 
ist of Heisman winners who 
did not repeat as seniors. 
As one expert but neu- 
tral observer, sophomore quar- 
erback Cale Gundy of 
Oklahoma, said: 
“Don't get me wrong, Ty's a great 
player and a great guy. He deserved it. But | 
hink there were lots of other quarterbacks 
who could have done what he did. To me, 
lingler’s the real deal." 
What makes it fun is that both Detmer 
and Klingler are a good deal off the field as 
well as on. There are no bad guys here. They 
are a couple of easy-going Texans who don't 
ake themselves or all the hubbub around 
hem too seriously, at least not publicly. 
Heisman winner Detmer is not dread- 
ing the I-told-you-so reaction sure to follow 
his first subpar game this season. 
“No, sir.” he drawled. “I've already 
had that experience the night after | won it.” 
He threw four interceptions in a hum- 
bling 59-28 loss at Hawaii. 
“I'm used to everything,” Detmer said. 
“I'm just looking forward to this season.” 
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Detmer had another rude time in a 
65-14 loss to Texas A&M in the Holiday 
Bowl. He left in the second quarter after suf- 
fering separations of each shoulder. 

Klingler scrambled nimbly around the 
question of Detmer’s late-season stumbles. 

“| saw Ty twice on TV, last year 
against Miami and A&M," Klingler said. “I 
know how he feels, playing A&M and that 
defense. They get there in a hurry, and they 
have a bad attitude when they show up. It's 
not much fun.” 

The football world is fairly familiar 
with Detmer. Heisman winners spawn 
sports-page biographies.

His story is hardening into folklore: 

How Detmer checked out BYU, in- 
stead of vice versa, on a summer visit with 
his father. 

How the scrawny youngster decided 
on the spot that BYU was for him, and that 
he didn't need to see another school. 

How BYU coach LaVell Edwards was 
taken aback by seeing a PeeWee Herman 
clone where he expected John Elway. 

How Ty Detmer, quarterback, can't 
throw a decent spiral. 

How Ty Detmer, college student, can't 
seem to quit playing practical jokes on his 
teammates. 

To Detmer, rereading his life story is 
like having to watch the same cable movie 
again and again and again. 

“That part of it can get a little bit old,” 
Detmer said. 

Some parts of the script, such as the 


Merry Prankster image, are outdated. 

“I never give too farfetched of an an- 
swer (in interviews),” Detmer said. “And ac- 
tually, last year | didn’t have too much of a 
chance (to play tricks). It was too hectic. 
With all the things, school and football, I'd 
get home and get too tired.” 

Detmer is the first of several record- 
setting BYU quarterbacks to bag the 
Heisman. That BYU pedigree is impressive: 
Gifford Nielsen, Marc Wilson, Jim 
McMahon, Steve Young and Robbie Bosco. 
Only McMahon hit it big in the 
National Football League. At 6-foot-1 and 
maybe 175 pounds, and with a modest arm, 
Detmer is hardly the NFL 
prototype. 

“Ive heard it before, 
and I'll hear it again,” Detmer 
said. “| know I'm not Jim 
McMahon. I’m not Steve 
Young. | was a little too 
stumpy for most colleges. 

“Hopefully, somebody 
| will see something in me, 

and hopefully somebody will 
like what they see. All | want 
a isachance. If! don’t make it, 
fine. I'm just going to make 
something happen. Or try to.” 
Detmer is more con- 
cerned with the business at 
hand, and it’s not repeating 
as Heisman winner. He wants 
to win the national champi- 
nship that eluded BYU last 
ason. 
In that quest, it's pos- 
= sible that Detmer could have 
a better year with worse 
statistics, 

“We'll have a young team,” he said, 
“but we've got a lot of talent. And we've got a 
good offensive line coming up. But | know | 
can't complete every pass and not throw in- 
terceptions. People look at numbers. We 
may run the ball a little more this year and 
throw less. And if we throw less, I've gotta 
be twice as sharp on the passes we do 
throw.” 


Detmer also uses the editorial “we” 
when referring to the Heisman: 

“felt like we deserved it last year. | 
said that before, and | haven't changed my 
mind. People ask if we can top last year, but 
you can't. How can you?” 

The expectations might be over- 
whelming, if not for Bosco. Now a BYU as- 
sistant coach, he is also Detmer's mentor 
and friend. 

“We are close,” Detmer said. “He's 
been a great example. He's been through it 
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all and seen it all. The one thing he wants 
me to keep concentrating on is to have a 
good year. 

“Robbie told me that every year here 
when a quarterback has a good year, the 
next year he doesn't play as well. | don’t 
know why that is.” 

Detmer does know that he is already 
the exception to the rule. 

“My sophomore year, we had a great year,” 
he said. “But last year, we did even better.” 

If Detmer is looking to have a good 
year, Klingler is going him one better. 

“| thought I'd start outa little better 
last year,” said Klingler, a question mark to 
some observers as Ware's successor. 
“Those things take a little time, | guess, but 
I'd like to start out throwing seven or eight 
touchdown passes a game. 

“Last year, | was the most comfort- 
able the last two games. | threw for 18 
touchdowns and two interceptions. | was 
just going through the reads. No nerves. It 
was just like practice. 

“If | can start off there, being that re- 
laxed .... You know, there was a lot of pres- 
sure last year, following Andre Ware and 
keeping the undefeated streak going.” 

The Houston Cougars were ineligible 
to play on TV or in a bowl because of NCAA 
sanctions from Bill Yeomans’ regime. 

Like Detmer, Klingler was more ob- 
sessed with going unbeaten and winning the 
National title than in winning the Heisman. 

“The Heisman is more of a team 
award than any of the other ones, especially 
at quarterback,” Klingler said. “It's different if 
you're a punt returner, like Rocket. He had 
so much natural ability, he could just make 
things happen. 

“But, for a quarterback, you've got to 
have the defense get the ball back for you, 
the line has to block, and the receivers have 
to catch the ball.” 

Klingler is sensitive to charges that 
Coach John Jenkins ran up the score on hap- 
less victims to attract attention — and votes 
— in the rankings and Heisman balloting. 

“People who say that don’t under- 
stand what's going on with the offense,” 
Klingler said. “When Oklahoma was beating 
teams 65-0 a few years ago, they didn’t 
abandon their wishbone attack. But that's 
like us running the ball every play or just 
downing it.” 

Granted. But Klingler virtually went the 
distance in an 84-21 demolition of defenseless 
Eastern Washington, a Division I-AA team. 
Klingler hit 48 of 76 passes for 461 yards, one 
interception and a record 11 touchdowns. 
Houston's No.1 offense and defense played 
until halfway through the final quarter. Wasn't 
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that just a tad excessive? 

“People gave us a hard time about 
throwing 11 touchdown passes,” Klingler 
said. “But that goes back to the offensive 
line. They blocked so well, | had all day to 
throw. “It was obvious that we had great 
speed, and they were just a little school. 
They had some great players, but we could 
have gone deep every play. If we wanted to 
run it up, we could have had 11 touchdowns 
in the first quarter. 

“| thought Coach Jenkins did a great 
job. He ran much more screens and draws 
in that game than we usually do. It was like a 
wishbone team just running up the middle 
and breaking a long run. 

“And we didn't have a backup quar- 
terback. | was the only scholarship quarter- 
back eligible to play. We had a guy who 
transferred and had to sit out a year, and we 
had two redshirt freshmen. “What if we put 
in our second-string line and they got me 
hurt? We wouldn't have had a quarterback 
the rest of the season.” 

In case of emergency, a freshman QB 
could have shed his redshirt. But Klingler 
didn’t want that, for personal reasons. 

“My brother, Jimmy, is one of them,” 
said the 6-3, 205-pound Klingler. ‘This sys- 
tem’s too complex. It takes time. And that's why 
| wanted to stick around one more year and 
keep the pressure off them for another year.” 

The fear of injury did not prevent him 
from saying no to the NFL until his eligibili- 
ty is up. 
“In football,” Klingler said, “if you 
stay with it long enough, you're gonna get 
some zippers, some scars.” 

He is more alarmed at comparisons 
with his kid brother. 

“He's 6-4, 225 and we get accused of 
being twins,” David Klingler said. “That kind 
of scares me.” 

In some quarters, the thinking is that 
the waterboy could be plugged into the 
Houston offense — or the BYU offense — 


against Eastern Washington or anybody else 
and still produce dazzling numbers. 

With all due modesty, Klingler 
doesn't buy it. It takes the right fellow to 
drive this radical philosophy. Like Detmer, 
Klingler did not immediately impress out- 
siders as a passing machine. 

Klingler, who grew up in Houston, 
said, “I could always throw the ball, but | 
was a running back and wide receiver up 
until the eighth grade.” 

Then, in high school he played ina 
wishbone attack. “I was out there basically 
to block,” he said. 

The coach who made a high school 
blocker out of Klingler must be related to the 
basketball coach who cut Michael Jordan as 
a 10th grader. 

That anecdote may support skeptics 
who think anybody could pass Houston's of- 
fense into the record books. 

But, as Klingler put it, “It's not like 
you just line up and expect to move the ball. 
If everybody COULD do it, everybody 
WOULD be doing it. You've got to have the 
talent. We've got four receivers who run 100 
Meters in sub-10.2 seconds. 

“And you just can't expect a quarter- 
back to just come in and throw the ball every 
day like we do. During the season, | throw 
about 250 to 300 passes per day in practice. 
You have to work up to it. It's all repetition. 
That's why those guys at BYU and Miami are 
so good at it. But you definitely have to 
come into it with some athletic ability.” 

BYU and Miami have better reputa- 
tions than Houston as quarterback factories. 
That's partly because Jenkins is just getting 
his program cranked up. And it’s also be- 
cause the NCAA probation has kept Houston 
off the tube and out of the bowls, the two big 
vehicles for recognition. 

“It's no big deal, to tell you the truth,” 
Klingler said. “It wasn't bad to end your sea- 
son and go home and sit on the couch and 
watch the other guys play. And there have 
been teams on bowl probation for 60 years 
— with no sanctions by the NCAA.” 

Houston is not likely to be one of those 
downtrodden teams. And Klingler may get an early 
season televised boost from the same opponent 
that helped launch Detmer: Miami. 

Itwas Detmer's stirring play in BYU's 
upset of the Hurricanes that hurled him into 
the Heisman lead. 

After opening the previous week at 
home against Louisiana Tech, Houston plays at 
the Orange Bowl on Sept 12. Maybe Miami can 
do for Klingler what it did for Detmer. 

In one sense, both Ty and David expect to 
pass away this season. Come Heisman time, they 
figure to be very much alive.

EXPECTED TO GO FIRST 
UNDERCLASSMEN COULD PLAY MAJOR FACTOR

n Feb. 1 of last year, 62 days 

after David Klingler threw his 

final pass of the 1990 season 
against Arizona State in a game in Japan, he 
made the transformation from “widely-ad- 
mired quarterback” to “the prize.” 

Feb. 1 was the deadline for college 
underclassmen to declare their intentions to 
enter the regular phase of the 1991 National 
Football League draft. 

Klingler, whom some pro scouts ex- 
pected would leave school to chase NFL 
money, declined the riches. He made clear 
his intent to return to the University of 
Houston for another season of quarterback- 
ing the Cougars in Coach John Jenkins’ 
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high-powered offense. 

That decision makes him the odds-on 
favorite to become the No. 1 pick in the next 
draft. In fact, he might've been the top pick 
in the 1991 draft, considering the quarter- 
back-poor New England Patriots possessed 
the premium selection. 

At the very least, Klingler would've 
been an early, first-round pick. Now, given 
the opportunity to polish his skills in just 
his second season as a college starter, he 
should command more admiration and, 
subsequently, considerably more money. 

Klingler isn't the only underclassman 
who made a wise decision to use existing 
college eligibility. Undoubtedly, safety Ken 


Swilling of Georgia Tech would've been se- 
lected in the first round. But Swilling played 
the last half of the season with an injured 
ankle, and his bargaining leverage wouldn't 
have been as strong as it might have been. 
Now, if Swilling is at his best after 
another brilliant season for the Yellow 
Jackets, he could improve his draft position 
appreciably, to say nothing of his contract. 
At the top of his game, Swilling reminds pro 
scouts of Ken Easley, the brilliant UCLA 
safety who went on to star for the Seattle 
Seahawks. 
Two others who thought about turn- 
ing pro, then reconsidered and opted to re- 
turn, are linebackers Robert Jones of East 
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Carolina and Levon Kirkland of Clemson. If 
the draft were tomorrow, Klingler, Swilling, 
Jones and Kirkland all might go within the 
first seven picks. 
he top seven might also include two 
other underclassmen: Carl Pickens, 
Tennessee's all-around marvel; and Bob 
Whitfield, the Stanford tackle who should be 
the best offensive lineman in college football 
this fall. 
he seventh man on our hypothetical 
list is Notre Dame tight end Derek Brown, 
whom some compare to Kellen Winslow, the 
ex-San Diego All-Pro. 
Drafting underclassmen is now part 
of the NFL way of life, whether the teams do 
it reluctantly or not. Witness Rocket Ismail 
of Notre Dame; running backs Curvin 
Richards of Pitt, Chuck Webb of Tennessee, 
Jon Vaughn of Michigan, and Randy 
Baldwin of Mississippi; as well as Clemson 
cornerback Dexter Davis; Auburn guard Ed 
King; Virginia receiver Herman Moore; and 
Clemson kicker Chris Gardocki, who will all 
be missed from the 1991 All-America team. 

That's why, for the first time, under- 
classmen are included on these lists of pro 
prospects. 

The alarming aspect is that younger 


players, those who were eligible to play two 
more years of college football, entered this 
year's draft. Quarterback Todd Marinovich 
left Southern California after a stormy 
sophomore season; and running back 
Chuck Webb, whose sophomore season was 
stopped by a knee injury, elected to turn pro 
anyway. 

More alarming was that Robert Smith 
of Ohio State, the best freshman running 
back in college football last season, talked 
of leaving the Buckeyes for the NFL. Smith 
thought better of it before the deadline. 

Smith can be expected to watch 
Webb's fortunes in the NFL to provide a 
gauge for his immediate future. Likewise, 
Pickens’ interest will center around the rook- 
ie year of Ismail, since they have similar tal- 
ents. 

Marinovich may be watched closest 
of all. The consensus among both college 
and pro football people is that the tightly- 
programmed lefty made an unwise decision 
in entering the NFL draft. 

“He isn’t close to being ready, me- 
chanically or psychologically,” said an AFC 
personnel director. Jeff George made it big 
when the Indianapolis Colts traded up to 
make him the first pick in the last draft. But 


George brought exceptional weapons to the 
NFL: a strong arm and Dan Marino-like re- 
lease of the ball. 

Running back Jon Vaughn, who left 
Michigan after his sophomore year, is a sim- 
ilar case. After a great start last season, he 
was eclipsed by Wolverine freshman Ricky 
Powers. 

“Vaughn could have impressed us a 
lot more by staying in school and fighting to 
win back his position,” said a scout for an 
NFC team. 

Sometimes, even when an under- 
classman succeeds in the NFL, it still isn’t 
an economic triumph. Take Barry Foster, the 
Arkansas fullback who entered the draft a 
year early in 1990. In the last third of the 
season, Foster beat out Tim Worley, the 
Pittsburgh Steelers’ leading ground gainer 
the previous season. The Steelers now look 
upon Foster as possibly their back of the fu- 
ture. 


Yet Foster may never make out as 
well financially as he might have had he 
elected to use his final season of eligibility. 
The Steelers didn't draft him until the fifth 
round. Even though he ended up a starter, 
Foster may never make up the economic 
ground which separates a premium pick

Nevertheless, the pros use running 
back talent quickly. It's an ugly fact of foot- 
ball life that running backs don't last long, 
four years on the average. That's the reason 
we may see top underclassmen such as 
Amp Lee of Florida State, Tico Duckett of 
Michigan State, and Glyn Milburn of 
Stanford leave school early. 

There's also a constant demand for 
pass rushers in the pros, meaning kids such 
as Keith Hamilton of Pitt and Alonzo 
Spellman of Ohio State could turn pro pre- 
maturely. However, Hamilton might be wise 
to keep an eye on the career of Marc 


Spindler, another Pittsburgh defensive line 
star who left with eligibility remaining. 
Spindler was forecast as a sure first-round 
pick but was selected by Detroit in the third 
round, and his rookie year was a disappoint- 
ment. 


Disappointment isn't rare. 

For every immediate hit such as 
George, there are surprising fizzles, such as 
Andre Ware. The 1989 Heisman Trophy win- 
ner opted for an early pro career. Detroit 
made him its first-round pick, which was 
inviting since the Lions were committed to 
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the run-and-shoot offense. The quarterback 
job was Ware's to win. He couldn't win it. 

Klingler might've returned to school 
on Ware's unhappy experience. Certainly he 
benefited from Ware's decision to pass up 
his senior season. 

On the other hand, Rob Carpenter, the 
former Syracuse wide receiver, had good ex- 
amples in former teammates Rob Moore and 
Tim Kane. Moore entered the NFL via the 
summer supplemental draft. The Jets used a 
first-round choice to take the All-American 
wide receiver, and he made the NFL's All- 
Rookie team. Kane left early the season be- 
fore and last year became a heavy contribu- 
tor as a Seattle pass receiver. 

Beyond Pickens, this year's group of 
senior wide receivers is impressive. Michael 
Smith led the Big Eight with 70 catches as a 
sophomore in 1989, and last year he helped 
K-State improve from one victory to five. 
Louisiana State's Todd Kinchen, slowed by a 
knee injury last season, reminds some of 
Steve Largent. Courtney Hawkins is a 
Michigan State receiver in the tradition of 
Andre Rison and Mark Ingram. 

The offensive line is another deep 
area. The pros like monster-sized Greg 
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Skrepenak of Michigan, John Turnpaugh of 
Baylor, and Ed Blake of Auburn.

Michigan was 9-3 in 1990, earning a 


Quarterback Elvis Grbac seconded 

that emotion. 
“| think anything less than a Rose 

Bowl or a national championship next year 
would be a BIG disappointment,” he said. 

The Wolverines haven't won a nation- 
al championship since Harry Truman was 
president and Fritz Crisler was their coach. 


And, oddly enough, they haven't won 
the Heisman Trophy since Tom Harmon did 
so in 1940, Howard and Powers may have 
something to say about that. 

Howard caught 63 passes for 1,025 
yards and 11 touchdowns (Michigan statistics 
include postseason play) and was second in 
he nation with 29.6 yards per kickoff return. 

“Desmond is in the class with some 
other wide receivers in the country, and you 
know who I'm talking about,” said Moeller, 
referring to Raghib “Rocket” Ismail of Notre 
Dame after the Gator Bowl. 

Howard was a highlight film in that 
game, catching six passes for 167 yards and 
wo touchdowns. He pulls away from de- 
lenders on post patterns and frustrates them 
with acrobatic catches on fade routes. 

And “Magic” — he got that nickname 
as a basketball point guard at Cleveland St. 
Joseph — has a way of turning up on 
Celebrity Row. He's met with Mike Tyson and 


sports sociologist Dr. Harry Edwards, and 
caught Michael Jackson's “Billie Jean” hat at a 
concert at The Palace of Auburn Hills. 

He's also prone to put the names of 
his heroes on his wrist tape. They would be 
his father, James (J.D.) Howard, Martin 
Luther King and Nelson Mandela. 
Powers isn't as flashy as Howard off 
the field but can be another eye-popper on 
it. He rushed for more than 100 yards in 
each of the last four games, and when Jon 
Vaughn (1,364 yards) was healthy, he was 
no less than his equal. 

Powers started in the Gator Bowl and had 
a freshman school-record 748 yards in 1990. 

Vaughn entered the NFL draft despite 
having two years of eligibility remaining, 
opening the door for incoming freshman 
Tyrone Wheatley to back up Powers. 

Q: How good is Wheatley? 

A: His nickname is “Superman.” 

The defense is led by Anderson, who 
has made 294 tackles in three years and was 
first-team All-Big Ten last year. 

“Erick Anderson is the complete 
package,” Michigan defensive coordinator 
Lloyd Carr said. “He has the best instincts 
— being consistently accurate and not get- 
ting fooled — and is such a tough, compet- 
itive athlete. 

“My expectations of him are so high, 
and so it is not easy for him to meet them. But 
he's up to the challenge. | would be disappoint- 
ed if he were not All-America next year.” 

High expectations abound in Ann Arbor. 

This is a showcase team with a solid 
returning quarterback, Grbac, and no glaring 
weakness. Replacing three starters in the 
secondary would leave most coaches fret- 
ting, but that isn't the case here. 

Carr remembers what happened the 
last time Michigan had three new starters in 
the secondary. Hurricanes quarterback Steve

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PRESSURE ON CooPER’s BUCKEYES To IMPROVE

ose hard-to-please, easy-to- 
anger Ohio State fans who wish 
head coach John Cooper were a 
lot more like Woody Hayes may finally get 
their wish this fall. 

It has been 13 years since Hayes kept 
his legion of supporters in suspense over the 
Buckeyes’ starting quarterback, delaying the 
decision until he dramatically sent freshman 
Art Schlichter and senior Rod Gerald onto the 
field together for the 1978 season-opener 
against Penn State (Schlichter at quarterback, 
Gerald at split end). 

Now Cooper may be ready to copy that 
move by holding off on an announcement of 
the heir to Greg Frey's three-year hold on the 
starting quarterback job until OSU opens its 
season Sept. 7 with Arizona in Ohio Stadium. 

“We're going to let that run its course,” 
Cooper said of the quarterback competition 
between senior Kent Graham, junior Kirk 
Herbstreit and freshman Joe Pickens. “We are 
going to go with the guy who can help us win 
football games, period. If that’s a senior, fine. 
If it's a junior, fine. If it's a freshman, fine.” 

None of the three candidates to replace 
Frey took control during spring drills. 

“From the bottom of my heart,” quar- 
terback coach Ron Hudson said, “the Gospel 
truth is that all three are in the midst of it.” 

Graham, who transferred from Notre 
Dame two years ago, was the backup last sea- 
son. He completed 15 of 26 passes for 195 
yards and three touchdowns. 

Graham twice replaced an ineffective 
Frey in the midst of a game. Problem was, 
Graham's performance in both games was in- 
effectual enough to prompt Frey's reinsertion. 

At Boston College, Graham took the 
Buckeyes on a third-quarter scoring march, 
but then threw an interception the Eagles re-

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turned for a touchdown to momentarily get 
back in the game. 

In the Liberty Bowl against Air Force, 
Graham again got the call in the third quarter 
and guided Ohio State to its only touchdown. 
Curiously, he was removed in favor of an inef- 
fective Frey down the stretch. 

Graham's problem in the past has been 


recognizing secondary coverages. He also has 
an alarming willingness to throw into cover- 
age, believing that the strength of his right 
arm can overcome whatever problems are 
posed by a cornerback or safety. 

“Kent just can't make some of the mis- 
takes he made last year,” Hudson said. 

Herbstreit was Frey's backup two years 
ago when Graham sat out as a transfer. 
Herbstreit completed 4 of 9 passes for 44 
yards in 1989, but the only pass he threw last 
year came off a botched field goal attempt, 
and that pass was intercepted. 

Twice last season, OSU coaches 
switched Herbstreit from quarterback to safety, 
believing Graham, Pickens and incoming re- 
cruits possessed more of the tools necessary 
to run the offense than Herbstreit. 

He has battled a good-run, bad-pass 
label since signing as Cooper's first recruit in 
1988. Herbstreit's father, Jim, played halfback 
at Ohio State in the late 1950s. 
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“Ive never felt like the rap against my 
throwing was fair,” Herbstreit said. “We ran 
the option in high school, so people automati- 
cally think | don't know anything about the 
passing game. And that's just not true.” 

No one makes the same claim about 
Pickens, whose 5,140 passing yards and 40 
touchdown passes helped lead Cleveland St. 
Ignatius to the mythical national high school 
championship two years ago. 

Pickens redshirted last year and is be- 
lieved to be the quarterback of Ohio State's fu- 
ture. The question is, does Cooper deem him 
ready right now? 

“Its asking a lot for a redshirt to come in 
and start, but | don't think its impossible,” 
Cooper said. “I particularly don't think it's im- 
possible for Jce Pickens, because of the excel- 
lent high school program he came from. He's a 
very intelligent football player, so it's not out of 
the realm of possibility that he could be a viable 
candidate for the starting position.” 

Where Pickens suffers in comparison 
to Graham and Herbstreit is experience, al- 
though Hudson downplays the edge his older 
quarterbacks have in that regard. 

“Kent has played some, but how 
much?” Hudson said. “To say that he’s experi- 
enced, or that Kirk is experienced, is really 
stretching it. They're experienced in the 
spring, but | don't attribute that to either one of 
them being ready to play. Joe is really in the 
same realm that they are.” 

Pickens is counting on the switch in 
Offensive coordinators from Jim Colletto, now 
the head coach at Purdue, to Elliot Uzelac 
working in his favor. 

“Kent and Kirk definitely have an edge 
on me because they've played in some games, 
but it's not as big an edge as it could be be- 
cause we've switched all our terminology from 
last year,” Pickens said. “That kind of evens 
things out, so | don’t think I'm that far behind.” 

So those are the candidates. Now it is 
left to Cooper, Hudson and Uzelac to pick the

and fifth-place finish in the Big Ten last season. 
“Going into your fourth year, people generally ex- 
pect you to have a belter team than you did your 
first two or three years. | think we will be better.” 
Anything would be better than the off- 
season Cooper endured following a shocking 
23-11 loss to Air Force in the Liberty Bowl, a 
game in which oddsmakers favored Ohio 
State by 17 points. 

Five assistant coaches left the OSU 
staff for other jobs in the wake of rumors that 
Cooper's resignation was imminent. 

Colletto took over at Purdue and took 
running back coach Bobby Turner with him as 
the Boilermakers’ offensive coordinator. He 
also grabbed a pair of graduate assistants 
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from Coopers staff. 

Linebacker coach Gary Blackney, one 
of three holdovers from Earle Bruce's staff, left 
to become the head coach at Bowling Green.

Snow led Ohio State in rushing and scoring as a sophomore and junior, 
before sitting out last season to rehabilitate his hip. “All of us may lose 
our jobs if Carlos stays healthy,” fullback Scottie Graham said. “Carlos 
Snow is a great running back, and he has never played an entire 
season healthy.” 


Freshman Preston Harrison dropped out of the quarterback 
competition before it began, switching to outside linebacker in the 
spring. “I just don’t have my heart set on being a quarterback anymore,” 
said Harrison, 6-4, 230. “I guess | stayed at quarterback last year 
because everybody wanted me to. There was all this talk when | was 
recruited about me being one of the few black quarterbacks ever at 
Ohio State. But even then, | knew | was going to play some other 
position.”

Ohio State paid Cooper a $9,200 bonus for coaching the Buckeyes to 
a fifth-place finish in the Big Ten and a 23-11 loss to Air Force in the 
Liberty Bowl. The one-month salary bonus is written into Cooper's 
contract, which pays him $100,400 annually. By comparison, OSU paid 
basketball coach Randy Ayers an $8,000 salary bonus for coaching 
the Buckeyes to their first Big Ten title since 1971 and the Sweet 
Sixteen of the NCAA Tournament. Ayers makes $93,120 annually. 


Senior tight end Jeff Ellis might get more offers from weight-loss firms 
than he does the NFL. Ellis lost 35 pounds over the winter and finished 
spring drills at 245 pounds, the same weight he carried as a sophomore 
when his 40 catches led the team. Ellis ballooned to 280 pounds last 
season after a winter spent rehabilitating a knee injury suffered early 
in the 1989 season. He is not the only Buckeye to push away from the 
table earlier. Quarterbacks Joe Pickens and Kent Graham lost 18 and 
15 pounds, respectively.

That's because linebacker Steve Tovar, 
the team’s leading tackler with 125, heads a 
solid cast of veterans who return. 

“He's already good, but he's working to 
get a lot better,” defensive coordinator Bill 
Young said of Tovar, a first-team All-Big Ten 
pick last year by the league's coaches, “I think 
the sky's the limit for that kid.” 

Tovar fits in nicely with a tradition of 
outstanding inside linebackers at Ohio State. A 
player at that position has led the team in tack- 
les every season since the school started keep- 
ing the statistic in 1971, and Tovar’s perfor- 
mance last season did nothing to diminish 
comparisons to the players who came before 
him like Tom Cousineau, Marcus Marek, Chris 
Spielman and Pepper Johnson. 

“| think it's the confidence we have in 
one another that's going to make this defense 
different from the ones we've had my first two 
years,” Tovar said. “We've got a lot of wild 
guys out there now who really love to play de- 
fense.” 

Cooper, whose offense had to mask the 
team’s defensive weakness the past two years, 
agrees with his talented linebacker. 

“| see more talent and better talent, and 
| see bigger, stronger, faster football players 
than we've had on that side of the ball the last 
two years,” Cooper said of his defense. “You 
win games by playing great defense. We ex- 
pect to have a good defensive football team.” 

Linebackers John Kacherski and Andy 
Gurd would fortify OSU up front should they shake 
injury problems. 

Kacherski tore knee ligaments in the 
second quarter of last year's opener with Texas 
Tech and missed the remainder of the season. 
Once that injury healed, he had surgery to re- 
move bone chips in his elbow, and therefore 
could not participate in contact drills during 
the spring. 

Gurd started as a freshman, but has since 
undergone three shoulder surgeries that have 
severely limited his time. A strong performance in 
the Liberty Bow! raised his hopes of regaining a 
starting job beside Tovar on the inside. 

i Junior noseguard Greg Smith proved 
#| the pass-rusher Ohio State thought it had in 
defensive end Alonzo Spellman. Smith’s seven 
H sacks ranked third in the Big Ten, while 
Spellman endured a disappointing 1991, get- 
ting to the quarterback only twice.

Smith slated strong and never let up, 
tushing for 1,126 yards and becoming a link 
in Ohio State's tailback chain. He was con- 
stantly compared to Archie Griffin. But 
Griffin, now an assistant athletic director for 
the Buckeyes, says Smith reminds him of 
0.J. Simpson. 

Powers or Smith is a can't-lose 
choice. There are many who believe 
both can win the Heisman Trophy, 
and the comparisons that began 
when they emerged as high school 
All-Americans in northeast Ohio 
could rage on into the NFL. 

Powers (6-feet, 205 pounds) 
tushed for 2,014 yards and 19 
touchdowns as a senior at Akron 
Buchtel. He totaled 5,605 yards and 
69 touchdowns in his career,. 

Smith (6-2, 195) rushed for 
2,322 yards and 35 touchdowns as a se- 
nior at Euclid High. For his career, he had 
5,280 yards and 71 touchdowns. 

They were the top tailback 
prospects in the Midwest, and per- 
haps the nation. “Scarlet & Gray," a 
Columbus magazine dedicated to 
Ohio State athletics, had a cover 
photo planned with them and two 
other Ohio high schools stars, Joe 
Pickens and Preston Harrison. 

What happened after the 
photo session emphasized the clear 
boundaries of the Michigan-Ohio 
State rivalry. 

“| could not believe they cut = 
me out of the picture when it ap- 
peared on the magazine,” Powers 
said. “They sent me a copy of the issue with 
a note: ‘Sorry we did not use your picture. 
Guess you know why.’ It was strange, but 
after awhile, it was just funny.” 

“Scarlet & Gray" editor Jerry Lima 
said, “Ricky felt we cut him out of the pic- 
ture, but we actually took different combina- 
tions of the four players and used the one 
Ricky was not in. We did that because we 
did not feel he was coming to Ohio State.” 

The others all became Buckeyes. 

Smith does not revel in the publicity 
that comes with success and fame but was 
glad he attended that photo session. 

“It was nice for me to meet Ricky, and 
we had a nice time,” Smith said. “We re- 
spect each other and told jokes. The person 
who was sitting out each shot had to act a 
fool and make the others laugh, and Ricky 
was the funniest.” 

Smith and Powers exchanged phone 
numbers at that time. 
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“I called Robert to see if we could visit 
USC together,” Powers said. “But they pulled a 
trick and had him first and me next.” 

And got neither. 

Picking Ohio State and Michigan as- 
sured that the rivalry would continue, They 
never played on opposite sides in high school 
but were still pitted against one another. 

“People try to make us out as big, 
heated rivals,” Smith said. “And both of us

Their horizons are unlimited because 
they demand perfection.

Both players concentrate so intently that 
they block out their surroundings and run on 
instinct. They described the sensations of a big 
play: “I have a sixth-sense that allows me to feel 
my way through a play,” Smith said. “My last 
gear kicks in, and I'm off. | almost do it uncon- 
sciously. After | make a bad read, the coaches 
will say, ‘What did you see” “I can't tell them, 
and so | just make something up. I'm probably 
concentrating so much that it becomes subcon- 
scious.” 

Said Powers: “I tune out the crowd 
and don’t hear anything. | just go right or left 
and don't feel anything until it's over. Then, | 
don't believe it.” 

Off the field, they hear their names at- 
tached to Heisman possibilities in 1992 or 
1993. And this year isn't out of the question 
with Notre Dame's Rocket Ismail out of the 
tunning, having turned pro. 

“L would love to win the Heisman,” 
Powers said. “But ...” he took a deep breath 
and smiled, “... if it happens, it happens.” 

Said Smith: “You hear that, but our 
team winning is a bigger goal.

RICKY POWERS: 

Bo Schembechler sat in his office at 
Tiger Stadium discussing the upcoming 
football season. The president of a baseball 
Club was itching for a whistle to blow, and 
eager to see just how good this tailback 
from Akron was. 

“You know who's going to play?” 
Schembechler asked. “RICKY POWERS. 
Now, don’t write that. But this kid ... gosh, 
he's something.” 

Powers chuckled when the anecdote 
involving the former Wolverines coach was 
relayed. He was recruited by Schembechler 
but never played for him. Still, the coach 
kept tabs. 

“That's funny,” Powers said. “I ran 
into Bo after the season and he said, ‘You're 
Not that good yet, got it?’ | knew what he was 
saying; he didn’t want to see my head get 
blown up. But | know that can happen, and 
I'm keeping on my toes.” 
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Powers is unassuming and quiet. 
Nobody describes him as cocky, and yet he 
was worried about the preconceived notions 
people foster about high school hotshots. 

“[ knew | had to prove myself because 
| came in with so much hype,” said Powers, 
who was rated the top player in the nation by 
the Dallas Morning News and the best in the 
Midwest by the Detroit Free Press. “I felt | 
had to prove myself to our line, but they 
never made me feel that way. It's a team 
thing here at Michigan.” 

Their approval came quickly. 

“You could tell he was special in one 
day,” said All-American offensive guard 
Dean Dingman. “He didn’t come in with the 
big ego or thinking he was bad. He took 
coaching and acted more mature.” 

Powers, who is aptly named, keeps 
his legs churning once defenders grab hold, 
gaining extra yards on second effort. 

“Ricky runs so tough,” Michigan 
coach Gary Moeller said. “He turns a loss 
into five yards; he turns 10 into 20. And 
Ricky is fast, too. He can do it all.” 

Powers watched Vaughn break off 
201 and 288 yards against Notre Dame and 
UCLA, respectively. Powers carried only 31 
times in the first six games. It wasn’t until an 
ankle injury slowed Vaughn that Powers got 
his chance to shine. 

“My mom and dad sent me cards,” he 
said. “They wrote in them: ‘Don't give up!’ 
And | didn’t. But, man, | wondered if it wasn’t 
going to be a long year. 

“| went through a lot and it was 
killing me. Now | don't feel like anyone can 
take this away from me. But | know I'll be 
pushed. Jesse Johnson and Dennis 
Washington are coming on.” 

Then there's Tyrone Wheatley, the 
freshman All-American from Dearborn 
Heights (Michigan) Robichaud. His goal this 


year is to start at Michigan. 

Linebackers aren't the only ones with 
their sights set on Powers. 

ROBERT SMITH: 

Smith feels more relaxed in front of a 
group of Cub Scouts than at a Buckeye pep rally. 

“What satisfaction do | get out of foot- 
ball?” Smith said, repeating the question. 
“What | did today: getting an audience. | gave a 
speech to some Cub Scouts. | told them to 
stay on the right track and keep focused. | told 
them to set goals and have dreams, and not to 
let jealousy get in the way. 

“Athletes in a spotlight can really be a 
bad thing. My mom says | think too much, but 
there are times | sit in the tocker room and 
wonder: Why am | doing this? What is the sig- 
nificance? But then a parent tells me her son 
looks up to me, and it puts it in perspective. 

“I get embarrassed by people older 
than me coming up and asking for auto- 
graphs. | struggle to understand how they 
can get so wrapped up in football. It's a 
sport, a game. But it's a business at this 
level and loses some of its honesty.” 

If Smith thinks too much, it's by 
choice. He wants to be a doctor, and his last 
semester included calculus, chemistry, and 
an honors history class in Western 
Civilization. 

“John Frank had more of an influence 
on me than Archie Griffin,” Smith said. Both 
were OSU greats who returned to their alma 
mater after pro football — Griffin as assistant 
athletic director and Frank to become a doctor. 

“John showed me that both of my 
goals, to play major college football and be- 
come a doctor, could be had at Ohio State,” 
Smith said. 

Griffin is the only two-time Heisman 
winner, and Smith broke his freshman rush- 
ing record. 

“Robert Smith is head and shoulders 
above any freshman | have seen,” Griffin 
said. “He is very mature, and football is just 
a vehicle for him.” 

Said Buckeyes coach John Cooper, 
“He earned our respect from day one with 
his athletic ability and attitude.” 

Ohio State finished 7-4-1, and the 
finger was pointed at just about everyone 
but Smith. 

“| remember the looks on the faces 
after we lost the Liberty Bowl to Air Force,” 
Smith said. “It was the most painful thing | 
ever felt, a tragedy. We had a flaw: compla- 
cency. It hurt like hell because we complete- 
ly embarrassed ourselves and the university. 

“The Rose Bowl is the only goal that 
Matters now. | want to look at all those faces in 
the locker room after we win the Rose Bowl.”

“But there's no way | can project who's 
going to get hurt and how many players will be 
properly motivated.”

6 record the previous season, our players were 
able to prove what they're capable of doing. 

“But we still have a lot to strive for. We 
still haven't won the Rose Bowl, and we did lose 
those other games late last season.” 

Fry's teams played, and lost, three times 
in the Rose Bow! in a 10-year period starting 
with the 1982 game.

Before coming to lowa, Fry spent 11 
seasons at Southern Methodist and six at North 
Texas State. His 179 career victories are more 
than any other active Division | coach except 


Joe Paterno and Bobby Bowden. 
In the last 10 seasons under Fry, lowa has: 

© Won 81 games, an average of more 
than eight per year. 

Won or shared three Big Ten cham- 
pionships. 

© Played in nine bowl games — three 
times in the Rose, twice each in the Peach and 
Holiday, and once each in the Gator and 
Freedom. 

© Produced six consensus All- 
Americans. 

© Had the All-Big Ten quarterback six 
times. 

Won a school-record 10 games twice. 

© Finished in the Top 20 seven times. 

Generally, Fry's 1990 team wasn't taken 

seriously because of the disappointing record 
the year before, and because it was a team with- 
out many stars or much experience.

Football at lowa, it seems, wouldn't be normal if someone named 
Hartlieb wasn't doing something impressive. This time it's defensive 
end John Hartlieb, a redshirt freshman, who is drawing rave reviews 
from Coach Hayden Fry. “John was the biggest surprise of spring 
practice,” Fry said. “I guess that's traditional with the Hartlieb family.

Hartlieb made the most of an opportunity that developed when Leroy 
Smith, who was supposed to be No. 1, underwent an emergency 
appendectomy before practice began.

It's a. good year for quarterbacks in the Big Ten, with eight 
teams returning their starters from a year ago. 

Only Michigan State and Ohio State are looking for new signal 
callers this season. 

Four of the returnees are outstanding. lowa’s Matt Rodgers, 
Purdue's Eric Hunter, Michigan's Elvis Grbac and Illinois’ Jason 
Verduzco are definitely the head of the class. 

Verduzco finished No. 13 in the nation in passing efficiency, 
with Rodgers 15th and Grbac 24th. Hunter was 14th in total offense, 
and Verduzco was 23rd. 

Rodgers was voted first-team All-Big Ten by both the league's 
coaches and media, while Verduzco was the media's choice for sec- 
ond team and Ohio State senior Greg Frey got the nod from the 
coaches. 

Statistically, all four had very solid years. 

Rodgers completed 60 percent of his passes for 2,238 yards, 
15 TDs and 10 interceptions. 

And he appears to be ready for an outstanding senior cam- 


paign. 

“Matt Rodgers had a super spring,” lowa Coach Hayden Fry 
said. “In three scrimmages, he threw just three incompletions, and 
one of those was dropped. 
had just a phenomenal spring in regards to his accuracy.” 

Verduzco more than filled the void stepping in for the 
celebrated Jeff George, who turned pro a year early. 

Many observers thought the Illini would suffer at QB, but 
Verduzco almost matched George's 1989 stats. 

Verduzco did post better numbers than Rodgers, completing 
64 percent of his passes for 2,567 yards, 16 TDs and 12 intercep- 
tions. 

“Jason had an outstanding year in 1990 and, Statistically, was 
the leader in the Big Ten,” Illinois Coach John Mackovic said. “He 
played with a great deal of maturity, he made big plays and he made a 
difference in our football team.” 

Grbac didn’t throw the ball as much, so his yardage figures 
don't compare with Rodgers’ and Verduzco’s, but he had a knack for 
finding the end zone. Grbac completed 58 percent of his passes for 
1,911 yards, with 21 TDs and 10 interceptions. 

Hunter struggled last year, partly because of injuries, partly 
because of the new run-and-shoot offense, and partly because he re- 
ceived no help from the running game, but he still managed to com- 
plete 55 percent of his passes for 2,355 yards, although he had 14 
picked off compared to 12 TDs. 
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Hunter is relearning a new offense again this year, as first-year 
Purdue coach Jim Colletto has installed the |-formation, with more of 
a drop-back passing attack. 

It's the same offense that current Los Angeles Rams quarter- 
back Jim Everett ran when he was at Purdue, with Colletto as the of- 
fensive coordinator. 

Colletto thinks Hunter, blessed with perhaps the best all- 
around talent of the Big Ten’s QBs, could blossom this season. 

“Athletically, he can do everything,” Colletto says. “He's got an 
arm that can reach any part of the field from anywhere. He has the 
kinds of skills that you're looking for." 

Rodgers is the only senior in the group, as the other three are 
juniors. 

Indiana received inconsistent play from Trent Green and Chris 
Dyer last year. Green was the starter to open the season, was replaced 
by Dyer in midseason, and then reclaimed the top spot at the end. 

Both return, with Green solidifying his hold on the starting job 
with a gutsy performance against Auburn in the Peach Bowl and hav- 
ing a solid spring. 

Ohio State's QB situation is unsettled. Senior Kent Graham, a 
transfer from Notre Dame who backed up Frey last season, may be 
the frontrunner, but he was pressed by junior Kirk Herbstreit and red- 
shirt freshman Joe Pickens in the spring. 

Michigan State also has a three-way battle going on to replace 
Dan Enos. UCLA transfer Bret Johnson, Jim Miller and redshirt fresh- 
man Mill Coleman are battling neck-and-neck. 

The other three teams all have returning quarterbacks — 
Marquel Fleetwood at Minnesota, Len Williams at Northwestern and 
Tony Lowery at Wisconsin — who are similar in style to Hunter. They 
all can run, as well as pass. 

Fleetwood took over for Scott Schaffner early last season, but 
Schaffner also returns and could make it a two-man race.

The Big Ten also is loaded with outstanding running backs, 
boasting three who finished among the top 20 rushers in the nation 
last season — Michigan State's Tico Duckett (6th), Indiana's Vaughn 
Dunbar (16th) and Ohio State's super freshman Robert Smith (20th). 

In addition, Michigan's answer to Smith, freshman Ricky 
Powers, didn't become a starter until the second half of the season in 
his freshman year, but still managed to rush for 748 yards. 

Powers emergence was a factor in Jon Vaughn's decision to 
turn pro early after finishing 11th nationally with 1,236 yards last 
season.

Duckett, the nation’s leading returning rusher, enjoyed a ban- 
ner year in 1990, gaining 1,376 yards. 

And right behind him were Dunbar, with 1,143 and Smith, who 
broke Ohio State's freshman rushing record set by two-time Heisman 
Trophy winner Archie Griffin, with 1,064. 

But Smith is only one of an arsenal of weapons the Buckeyes 
have in their backfield. 

Fullback Scottie Graham, blessed with a beautiful combination 
of power and speed, rushed for 977 yards in 1989, but last season, 
mysteriously, was handed the ball only 73 times and fell off to only 
253 yards. 

Behind Smith at tailback are sophomores Raymont Harris (519 
yards) and Buster By'not'e (239). 

In addition, there's junior Dante Lee. Similar to Graham, Lee 
carried 83 times for 503 yards two years ago, bul last season had 
only 14 attempts for 53 yards. 

Wait, there's more, 

Carlos Snow, who led the Buckeyes in rushing in 1988 and 
1989 with 775 and 990 yards, is back after missing last season fol- 
lowing surgery to remove a benign tumor from his hip. 

And he was very impressive in spring practice. 

Oh, what to do with all that talent? 

Other leading returning running backs in the Big Ten are 
Minnesota's Mark Smith (700 yards) and Wisconsin's Robert 
Williams (541). 

lowa is hoping that former receiver Mike Saunders can replace 
last year's deadly one-two punch of Nick Bell and Tony Stewart. 

Illinois has had high hopes for Wagner Lester and Steve 
Feagin for a couple of years, and now that Howard Griffith is gone, 
they may get a chance to strut their stuff this year. 

Purdue, which hasn't been able to rush for 1,000 yards as a 
team of late, has a quartet of promising young backs in sophomores 
Jeff Hill, John Oglesby, Arlee Conners and Galen Morrow.

The Big Ten has two of the most exciting players in the country 
in wide receivers Desmond Howard of Michigan and Courtney 
Hawkins of Michigan State. 

As a sophomore last year, Howard (nicknamed “Magic’) led the 
conference and ranked in the Top 20 nationally with 63 receptions for 
1,025 yards and 11 TDs. 

Hawkins played in only seven games because of injuries, but 
he still caught 31 passes for 474 yards. The Spartans are hoping he 
can return to his 1989 form when he had 60 receptions for 1,080 
yards. 

Both Howard and Hawkins could be Heisman Trophy candi- 
dates this year, even though the award usually goes to a running back 
or quarterback. 

Howard won't have to do it alone for Michigan, which also re- 
turns wide receiver Derrick Alexander (31-450) and tight end Dave 
Diebolt (14-103). 

Illinois must overcome the loss of Shawn Wax (60-863), but 
has four good receivers in Steve Mueller (32-496), Elbert Turner (23- 
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310), John Wright and Gus Palma. 

Likewise, Indiana suffers with the early departure of Rob 
Turner to the pros, but hopes that two promising receivers, Eddie 
Thomas and Scott McGowan, will benefit. 

lowa boasts Danan Hughes (29-410) and Jon Filloon (20- 
322), while Ohio State may have one of the best tight ends in the na- 
tion in Jeff Ellis. 

The key word is “may.” Ellis let his weight balloon while reha- 
bilitating from a knee injury, but a slimmed-down version was im- 
pressive in the spring.

Oklahoma and Texas a unique experience in college football. 
he Ramp is the ramp leading to the Cotton Bowl field. The 
Fair is the State Fair of Texas. The Street is Commerce Street in down- 
town Dallas. 

The players and coaches remember The Ramp. The fans remem- 
ber The Fair. Some of the fans remember The Street. Everyone remem- 
bers The Game. 

Darrell Royal, who participated in four Oklahoma-Texas games as 
an Oklahoma player and 20 “Red River Riots” as the Texas head coach, 
said: “You get a dry throat and a nervous cottonmouth. You can't go to 
the bathroom enough before The Game. You get a little relief before you 
go down The Ramp. But halfway down The Ramp you need to go again. 
You don't calm down until you get out on the field.” 
“| was in awe the first time | came down The Ramp as a player. 
And | was in awe the last time | came down The Ramp as a coach.” 
The Ramp would be just another football stadium ramp except for 
two things: It's the annual Oklahoma-Texas game, and the players walk 
down The Ramp together, side by side, each team roughly in single file, 
each player definitely having an attitude 
“You walk down onto the field with your opponents, you look at 
‘em, and you bark at ‘em,” said former Oklahoma running back Earl 
Johnson. 
“That's what we did while they mooed,”" said former Oklahoma of- 
fensive tackle Greg Johnson 
“The barks were always worse than the bite,” said former 
Oklahoma defensive tackle Steve Bryan. “But you holler at your oppo- 
nent.

he Cotton Bowl is about 200 miles 
from the campuses in Norman, Okla., and 
Austin, Texas. The annual capacity crowd of 
75,587 (actually 73,000 in stadium seats) is 
evenly divided between Oklahoma and Texas. 
“The thing that makes the game 
unique,” said former Oklahoma coach Bud 
Wilkinson, “is you've got the two schools 
equi-distant from the site of the game. Then 
you have half the tickets going to one school 
and the other half going to the other school.

There's just 
sort of a smell in the air, like, “Jeez, criminy, 
his has gotta be probably the most impor- 
tant game I've ever played in my life.” 
“For me, it's the most fun, most excit- 
ing weekend of the year,” said Oklahoma 
sports information director Mike Treps. “The 
OU-Texas game is by far the biggest event 
on the sports calendar.” 

Jones Ramsey, the Texas sports in- 
formation director for 23 years, now living in 
retirement in Ponca City, Okla. said, “It's the 
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greatest rivalry by far in college football.” 

Former Dallas Cowboys coach Tom 
Landry, who played for Texas, said, “I don't 
think you'll find a game with more excite- 
ment in it, just because of the rivalry be- 
tween Oklahoma and Texas and all the 
things that are said before the game and all 
the preparation. The weekend is different 
than any other game you play in. 

“It's kind of like a post- 
season game. There's no doubt 
the fans contribute to that feel- 
ing. That's what creates the feel- 
ing: what they're saying and 
what they feel.” 

Sometimes there is more 
numbness than feelir, on The 
Street — Commerce Street — 
the rowdy night before the 
Oklahoma-Texas game. 

Though Friday night on 
Commerce Street remains eventful, 
it used to be much wilder. 

A hospital attendant, while 
treating an injured Commerce 
Street party-goer in 1967, said: 
“It's madness. Sometimes people 
act like cattle. Come to think of it, | 
don't think cattle act like this,” 
There used to be shoulder-to-shoulder 
fans bumping into each other, spilling each 
others’ open beers, tossing firecrackers into the 
night. Traffic jams were common along 
Commerce Street. In its heyday, The Street at- 
tracted some 30,000 merrymakers and up to 
,000 law enforcement officers. 

“In the '60s it was uncon- 

follable," said Ron Solomon of 

Sol's Turf Bar and Grill on 

Commerce Street. “It's less now, 

but still on Friday night you'll 

see 600 people in here (the 

place seats 150) and they're 

ined up 30 deep outside. The 

business is good, but we've lost & 

mirrors and windows over the 
years, and you get tired of it. 
“T'll bet you when it was re- 
ally going that this was the biggest 
party you ever saw. I've been to al- 
most every country in the world, 
and I've been in three or four beer 
joints in most of them, and there's 
nothing like this.” 

Traffic is no longer allowed 
on The Street the night before The Game. Since 
1968, when Dallas police arrested 653 fans in 
the Commerce Street area, The Street has been 
turned into a one-way walk on each side. Fans 
move east on Commerce, north on Harwood, 
west on Main or Elm, south on Houston, and 
then back east on Commerce. 
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Fans still walk the street and holler, 
but they're no longer on the same side of the 
street walking into each other. Arrests imme- 
diately dropped to 450 in 1969. There were 
248 arrests in 1979, and the total has been 
below 200 in more recent Octobers. The 
block party that used to last into the wee 
hours now usually ends around midnight, 
when de street cleaners begs abil with

“It's still something we have to contend 
with,” said Jim Ewell, public information officer 
for the Dallas County Sheriff's Department. 
“Using the tactic of having the sidewalks and 
streets one way has reduced the problems.

“Everyone used to

Oklahoma and Texas 
have long been ranked 
among the elite programs in 
college football. The Sooners 
and Longhorns have com- 
bined to win eight of the 41 
national championships, as 
decided by The Associated 
Press. Oklahoma and Texas 
players have also combined 
to win four Heisman 
rophies, 7 Outland 
rophies, four Lombardi 
} Awards, two Maxwell 
Awards, two Butkus Awards 
and a Thorpe Award. 

Texas has a 49-32-4 
lead in the series. The 
Longhorns dominated early, 
ms going 29-11-2 in the first 42 
games. They had won eight 
straight games and had gone 17-3-1 since 
1922 when, in 1948, the Sooners started turn- 
ing the tide. Since 1948, Oklahoma has won 21 
games, Texas has won 20 times, and there have 
been two ties.

obby Ross is living proof that the 

true measure of a man is not what he 

achieves, but what he overcomes. 

And Ross, 54-year-old coach at 
Georgia Tech, had overcome a lot by the 
time he took his victory ride at the Citrus 
Bowl, where the Yellow Jackets beat 
Nebraska 45-21 and won the UPI national 
championship. 

That day in Orlando represented the 
end of a four- year journey for Ross, filled 
with personal heartache and professional 
disappointment. And there were times when 
even those close to Ross wondered if he 
would survive. 

Along the way Ross and his wife, 
Alice, dealt with the death of a granddaugh- 
ter; the arrest of three players in a brawl in 
which a female student suffered a broken 
nose; a 16-game losing streak in the ACC: 
and during that streak, two humiliating de- 
feats where his team literally quit on him 
—a dagger in any coach's heart. 

And in 1990, when Tech had turned 
the corner competitively, Ross tried to re- 
main focused when his father, Bus, under- 
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went six-bypass heart surgery. Then in 
December, two days before the Yellow 
Jackets left for the Citrus Bowl, Ross's 
mother, already suffering from Alzheimer's 
disease, nearly died from a stroke. 
Despite the turmoil, Ross never wa- 
vered. He remained focused and was a 
major source of stability in an 11-0-1 sea- 
son which gave Tech its first national cham- 
pionship since 1952. 
Ross said he never took time to ana- 
lyze how he held up under the strain. To his 
way of thinking, he had no choice. 
"You hit such extremes, from the very 
top to the very bottom," he said. "After a 
while you say ‘Hold on here. This is life. If 
you're going to be able to maintain your 
sanity, you've got to deal with these things. 
That's what I've been able to do. None of 
them have been easy, even the good ones 
—a lot of distractions, demands. But I'm 
pretty structured, pretty disciplined. It's 
helped me get though it." 

It is the classic Ross: Tough, disci- 
plined, always focused. A man without 
Bobby Ross's traits never would have been 
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around for the championship season of 
1990. 
Consider that three games into the 
1989 season, Ross's record at Tech was 5- 
20 and he had yet to win an ACC game. 

He had won three ACC champi- 
onships at Maryland, but since coming to 
Georgia Tech in 1987, the headlines had 
been all negative: 

¢ A brawl involving three players in 
a local pizza parlor left a Tech coed with a 
broken nose. Ross later re-instated the play- 
ers amid much criticism and charges that he 
was not in charge of the program.

And three games into the 1989 season, de- 
spite all the negatives around him, Bobby 
Ross thought it was not far from his grasp. 
"| might have gotten fired and been 
too dumb to realize what was going on," 
said Ross. "But | was just seeing too many 
good things when | would watch the film. 
We just needed something to get us going." 
That something happened in Tech's 
next game against Maryland, when the 
Jackets scored 21 points in the fourth quar- 
ter to win 28-24 and break the ACC losing 
streak. The following week the Yellow 
Jackets went into Clemson's vaunted Death 
Valley and destroyed the Tigers 30-14. 
"That," said Ross, "was when our 
kids really started believing in themselves." 
More importantly, those two games 
were when Georgia Tech's players started 
believing in Bobby Ross. The results have 
een spectacular. In the 20 games since that 
0-3 start in 1989, Georgia Tech is 18-1-1. 
And as the 1991 season approaches, 
Ross has accomplished something he va 
ues even more than his national champi- 
onship. He has built Georgia Tech into a 
perennial contender for the ACC title. 
Having built his program, Ross is 
now determined not to let it slip away. In the 
months following Georgia Tech's Citrus 
Bowl victory, Ross took exactly two days off 
0 visit his sick mother in Williamsburg, Va. 
The rest of the time was spent re- 
cruiting, monitoring the off-season work of 
nis players, and plotting strategy for Georgia 
ech's meeting with Penn State in the 
ickoff Classic on August 28. 

A caller to his office in mid-February, 
when many coaches were taking time out to 
recover from recruiting, found Ross watch- 
ing films of NFL games. 

"There might be something there we 
can use," said Ross. 

The caller suggested that Ross was a bit 
obsessive. Ross says he is just enjoying himself. 

"| like football and it's the thing that 
energizes me," said Ross. "I like hanging 
around and talking to the players and seeing 
how they are doing." 

Physically, it appears the Yellow 
Jackets are doing very well. Fourteen of the 
starting 22 and 31 of the top 44 players from 
the Citrus Bowl game return, including All- 
America safety Ken Swilling, who decided 
not to turn pro. Ross has been able to red- 
shirt most of his last two recruiting classes, 
so depth will not be a problem. 

This season, however, Georgia Tech's 
problems will not be physical. Getting on top is

Ross's approach is simple. Concentrate 
on the positive aspects of the season before and 
don't think about the negatives. In fact, the less 
said about last season the better. There should 
be no pressure on Georgia Tech to repeat as 
ACC champions. 

“It's not that we gotta do it. It should be 
hat we want to do it," said Ross. "We have to 
realize that it is very difficult in college football 
0 go undefeated. We have to realize that we 
might not be as lucky as we were last year." 

Ayyear ago Georgia Tech's season 
inged on four close games 
which ended in three wins and 
atie. A goal-line stand at the 
one-yard line beat Clemson 
21-19. Scott Sisson field goals 
in the closing seconds beat 
Virginia, Virginia Tech and tied 
North Carolina. The memories 
of winning those kind of 
games are the things which 
should carry over into the next 
season. 

"Obviously, our con- 
idence is soaring,” said 
Ross. "Now what we have to 
do is take that confidence 
and leadership we gained 
rom this experience and use 
it in a positive manner and 
not dwell on the other 
things. We can't let it inter- 
ere with our work ethic." 

Invariably, any dis- 
cussion of Bobby Ross 
comes back to Work and its 
cousins, Preparation and 
Persistence. Football games 
are not won with glitz and 
glamour. They are not won 
with speeches or miracle 
strategy. 

"Itall boils down to 
the same old thing,” said 
Ross. "It's preparation. |'m 
going to immerse myself in 
that. | have to make sure we're prepared and 
then, hopefully, the luck factor will stay with 
us. I'm not coming back talking about na- 
tional championships or ACC champi- 
onships. I'm talking about getting ready to 
beat Penn State." 

n short, for Bobby Ross there is only 
one way to win and that's HIS way. They don't 
call him Boss Ross for nothing. He can be 
stubborn, but only because he knows that his 
way works, if only others will follow and share 
his vision. It took almost three years to get that 
message across to Georgia Tech's players. 
They now understand loud and clear.

The emergence of Georgia Tech could 
not come at a better time for the ACC. After 
toiling in obscurity in the 70s and fighting 
to establish an identity in the ‘80s, the ACC 
believes the ‘90s will be the decade when 
the public's perception of the league catches 
up with the reality.

S you drive along the highway, 
Ae: having passed mile after 
mile of fields of grain, the huge 
red capital “N” emerges out of the horizon 
like a lighthouse. 
It is bold and imposing. It is a sym- 
bol of power and pride. 


It rises above Memorial Stadium, 
which is probably the one structure that ev- 
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eryone in the state knows how to get to. The 
only colors you will see the fans wearing in 
that stadium is red and white. 

The “N,” of course, stands for NE- 
BRASKA. Or more precisely — Nebraska 
football 

There is nothing fancy about 
Nebraska football. The Cornhuskers line up 
with offensive linemen the size of mini-vans

and steamroll their opponents. 

Just as a tractor plows through the 
cornfields, Nebraska marches up and down 
the field. In the 1980s, the Cornhuskers’ 
ground game averaged more than 300 yards 
per game in seven of 10 seasons. During 
that time, Nebraska compiled an awesome 
record of 103-20, which set an NCAA record 
for wins in a decade. 
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But there is a growing sense in the 
college football community that Nebraska 
may be in for a drought. In the last seven 
years, the Cornhuskers have won the Big 
Eight Conference just once. It has been four 
years since they've won a bow! game. 

Nebraska seems to have fallen into a 
pattern of racking up overwhelming early 
season victories against subpar competition 
and then falling apart at the end of the sea- 
son. In the last five years, the Cornhuskers 
are 38-2 in the first two-thirds of the season 
and 11-9 in the final third. Last season was 
no exception. 
Nebraska got off to an 8-0 start and 
outscored the opposition 350-53. The 
Cornhuskers were ranked as high as second 
in one national poll after beating up the 
Kansas States and lowa States of the Big 
Eight. But they were outscored 126-74 in 
their last four games and lost three of those. 

“Their early season success might 
have clouded their weaknesses,” said a rival 
Big Eight coach.

45-10, in the season finale. Not even a four- 
week break before a bow! game could set the 
Huskers straight. They lost 45-21 to co-na- 
tional champion Georgia Tech in the Citrus 
Bowl. 

Even Nebraska coach Tom Osborne is 
hard-pressed to explain last year's collapse. 

“For eight games we were an awfully 
good football team,” said Osborne. “For 
three weeks we weren't. It was a puzzle to me 
and continues to be. | don’t know why we 


had the fall off.” 

The first and most obvious explana- 
tion for the Cornhuskers’ late-season woes 
is its soft schedule. Nebraska's non-confer- 
ence schedule last season included a decent 
Baylor team and marginal opponents 
Minnesota, Oregon State and Northern 
linois. 

In comparison, Colorado took on 
ennessee, Illinois, Texas, and Washington. 
Oklahoma played UCLA and Pittsburgh on 
back-to-back weekends early in the season.

Nebraska. There isn’t a teenage boy in the 
state who doesn't dream of growing up to be 
a Cornhusker. Each season, as many as 120 
walk-ons will try to earn a roster spot. 

If there is one college program that 
epitomizes the cliche that football is a reli- 
gion — it's Nebraska. On Saturdays, stores 
close, the streets are empty, and everyone is 
watching Nebraska football. 
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“Every year, when the so-called re- 
cruiting experts rate the nation’s classes, 
we're not normally real high,” said Osborne. 
“But we have a pretty good walk-on program 
going. We have tradition. We have the facili- 
ties. And we have tremendous support in 
State.” 

Sure, Nebraska has had some success 
recruiting in California, But it can't challenge 
the Pac-10 schools for the elite players on the 
coast. The Chicago area has supplied Nebraska 
with some players but Notre Dame and the Big 
Ten schools have first dibs on the talent around 
the Windy City, 
“I don't think they get the top players 
out of high school that some other teams 
get,” said Tom Boisture, director of player 
personnel for the Giants. “What they get is 
good players and they do a helluva job of 
coaching them. As far as plain talent goes, 
no, they're probably not in the same class as 
a Notre Dame.” 

That's not to say Nebraska hasn't had 
its share of talent. Many believe Heisman 
Trophy winner Johnny Rodgers was the 
most exciting college player of all time. 

The starting backfield in the ’80s for 
the Super Bowl champion San Francisco 
49ers — Roger Craig and Tom Rathman — 
are both Nebraska products. One of the most 
explosive college teams of all-time was the

1983 squad that featured running back Mike 
Rozier and wide receiver Irving Fryar. 

That team has become the standard 
for which recent Nebraska teams — at least 
on the offensive side of the ball — have 
since been measured. Even the 
Cornhuskers’ most bitter rivals will admit 
that the '83 Nebraska team is a tough act to 
follow. 

“It's hard to recruit the Mike Roziers 
and Roger Craigs year in and year out,” said 
Oklahoma coach Gary Gibbs. “I don't think 
there's been a drastic drop in their skill peo- 
ple. If there has been a drop-off, it's in the 
Offensive line, but it's not a noticeable differ- 
ence.” 

Last year's Nebraska's defense may 
be the one by which future defenses are 
compared. Mike Croel graded out as the 
best outside linebacker in the NFL scouting 
combine in Indianapolis. Lineman Kenny 
Walker and defensive backs Reggie Cooper 
and Bruce Pickens were high choices. 

For those who believe that such talent 
pools are cyclical, this season's team, with 
eight returning starters on offense, has the 
potential to provide fireworks. Tight end 
William Washington and running back Derek 
Brown may be as good as Nebraska has ever

“I don't think they've been as strong 
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offensively as they've been in the past,” said 
Boisture. “But year in and year out, they 
have a good enough football team to be ca- 
pable of being in the Top 10.” 
The problem is, being in the Top 10 
is a given at Nebraska. The only goal is 
No.1. That hasn't happened in Osborne's 18- 
year tenure and he will be the first to ac- 
knowledge that new NCAA rules could be 
tougher on Nebraska than some other 
schools.

here's no truth to either rumor 
about Michigan State middle 
linebacker Chuck Bullough. 


No, he didn’t watch game films in his 


mother's womb 23 years ago. And no, he's 
not pursuing an innovative nine-year cur- 
riculum at Michigan State. 

It only seems that way for the fifth- 
year senior from Lansing, Baltimore, New 


England, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Green Bay, etc. 


His father, Henry, lettered for the 


seasons with the Packers, then began a 
coaching career that has spanned four 
decades, 

During his first stop back at MSU 
from 1959-69, the “Doctor of Defense” 
helped produce some of the best units in 


Big Ten history — and two of the Spartans’ 


better linebackers. 


Shane Bullough, a two-year starter in 


the middle and a co-captain in 1986, is the 
sixth-leading tackler in MSU history. And 


his younger brother could better that career 


total of 311 tackles if he stays healthy this 
fall. 


With a Bullough on the roster in each 


of George Perles’ nine seasons as head 
coach, it’s easy to understand why one Big 
Ten rival said, “Geez, is that guy still here? 
What's he on, the nine-year program?” 
Perhaps just on a path to do some 
things his dad and brother couldn't — like 


play on back-to-back Big Ten championship 
teams and on clubs that could boast of three 


consecutive bowl victories. 
“Individually, I'd like to get the 
school's single-season tackle record,” 
Bullough said after leading the league with 
164 tackles, eight shy of Percy Snow's 
record. “But the big thing is winning the 


Rose Bowl and taking a shot at the national 


championship.”

Bullough began last season a shade 
behind senior Brian Jones, Snow's backup 
the previous three seasons. But after 
Bullough took charge in the opener against 
Syracuse and had 18 tackles against Notre 
Dame, Jones left school. 

“Once he left, | didn’t have to look 
over my shoulder any more,” said a player 
whose shoulder rehab kept him sidelined all 
spring. “I really liked Brian. But after | knew | 
was the starter, it helped me relax. 

“| knew | could play at this level after 
the Notre Dame game. Shane came into the 
locker room and said, ‘You finally came into 
your own today.’ And my dad called that 
night. He watched the game on television 
and told me | played well.” 

Bullough didn't play with the same 
style as Snow, winner of the Butkus and 
Lombardi Awards as the nation’s top 
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linebacker in 1989. But the results weren't 
all that different. 

“Percy was a lot more athletic,” 
Bullough said. “He was gifted. He could go 
the wrong way and make up for it with his 
speed. But even then, he was very seldom 
fooled.” 
Neither was a 6-foot-2, 225-pounder 
who wore his brother's familiar No. 41 and 
made “Tackle by Bullough” a public address 
system postscript nearly 14 times a game. 
“When you're not worried about mak- 
ing mistakes out there, you can finally let it 
all go,” he said. “Il know | wondered about 
the physical aspects of the game for awhile 
last year. 

“As a middle linebacker, you really 
can't think about that. You can't think about a 
guard pulling. It has to be instinctive. Some 
players can do that. And some can't.” 

Bullough has proven which group 
he's in, compensating for average speed 
with football intuition and knowledge 
gleaned from countless hours of studying 
video tape. 

“Some guys probably think that’s all | 
ever do,” Bullough said. “A lot of guys love 
the game. But football has been my life. It's 
bred in me. And it’s something I've always 
done.” 

With help from three VCRs that save 
every pro game on television, he watches 
NFL linebackers to pick up pointers and 
spends more time watching opponents than 
some coaches wou 

“Film and tape can only help you to a 
certain extent,” Bullough said. “But if you 
know what's going to happen, you can envi- 
sion it. You can think about it before the 
game and see yourself being successful.” 

For the Spartans to be successful 
after losing seven defensive starters, includ- 
ing three who were taken in the first three 
rounds of the NFL draft, someone will have 
to step forward.

With Hickson’s 1,196 
yards, the Spartans had the league's first 
pair of 1,000-yard backs since 1975 and the 
most productive tandem in Big Ten history. 

The top candidates to replace 
Hickson include 5-11, 205-pound sopho- 
more Sebastian Small, 6-1, 190-pound 
sophomore Craig Thomas and any of a her- 
alded corps of freshmen, including Hickey 
Thompson of Belleville. Ill., the nation’s No. 
1 high school rusher. 
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“It was tremendous to have two 1,000 
rushers,” Perles said. “But we have Tico 
back and ready to roll. And Sebastian and 
Craig Thomas were excellent in the spring. 
We should continue to have an excellent sta- 
ble.” 

Other losses on of- 
fense include quarterback 
Dan Enos, center Jeff 
Pearson, guards Eric Moten 
and Matt Keller, tight end 
Duane Young and split end 
and leading receiver James 
Bradley. 
Enos, last year's 
team MVP, signed to play in 
Canada, Moten, Young and 
Bradley were NFL selec- 
tions. And the other three 
quickly landed free-agent 
opportunities. 

“The No. 1 concern 
is replacing Danny,” Perles 
said. “It's still too early to 
say who the starting quar- 
terback will be. But we have 
four guys a lot of teams 
could line up and win with,” 

Junior Bret Johnson, 
who started in 1989 as a 
redshirt freshman at UCLA, 
has seen the most game ac- 
.| tion. And though the Bruins 
were only 3-7-1 that year, 
his experience showed in 
spring drills. 

Another strong can- 
didate is sophomore Jim 
Miller, Enos’ backup last 
season. He has shown 
plenty of arm strength and 
the ability to avoid the big 

mistake. 
4 The most exciting 
prospect is redshirt fresh- 
man Mill Coleman, a 5-9, 
175-pounder with quick 
feet and a quicker mind.

Before becoming the quarterback coach, the Tampa Bay Buccaneers 
former MSU offensive coordinator Morris Watts said he’d never had 
a better group of prospects at that position than the Spartans’ collection 
in 1991. 


But at the end of spring practice, there was still a question whether 
UCLA transfer Bret Johnson, last year's backup Jim Miller, elusive 
freshman Mill Coleman or stong-armed survivor John Gieselman 
would succeed two-year starter Dan Enos. 


In any event, the new No. 1 quarterback will be coached by former LSU 
aide Ed Zaunbrecher, with the offensive leadership shared by passing 
game coordinator Charlie Baggett and running game coordinator Pat 
Morris in a unique arrangement. 


The other two major concerns heading into April were finding a pair of 
outside linebackers to replace second-round draft pick Dixon Edwards 
and third-rounder Carlos Jenkins and a new place-kicker to take over 
for John Langeloh, the Big Ten’s all-time kick-scoring leader.

Sophomore Rob Fredrickson appears to have won the strongside 
linebacker assignment, with senior Tony Briningstool and junior 
Ernest Steward still battling for the weakside job. 


The kicker will be sophomore walk-on Bill Stoyanovich, the brother 
of Miami Dolphins booter and former Indiana star Pete Stoyanovich. 
He first turned the coaches’ heads with a 57-yard field goal in 
preparation for the John Hancock Bowl last December. 


Perhaps the biggest surprise of the spring was sophomore wide 
receiver Marcel Richardson, a raw talent who made some excellent 
catches when he wasn't long jumping in track meets. 


MSU's backup comerbacks will be a pair of converted offensive 
players, sophomore Brian Winters, a wide receiver and kick returner 
last season, and redshirt freshman Tim Hughes, a scout team tailback 
last fall. Trackman Corey Pryor, who was expected to fill one of those 
spots, left school in the spring for personal reasons. But the Spartans 
were fortunate with injuries, as the broken arm of backup strong safety 
Steve Wasylk and the broken finger of No. 2 center Jeff Graham 
should be fine by August.

The big name and the biggest body on the defensive line is 6-5, 289-pound right end Bill Johnson. 


That starter, and perhaps a backup or 
two, will be throwing to one of the nation’s 
best receivers in flanker Courtney Hawkins, 
a senior and a preseason All-American last 
year. 

After setting MSU records with 60 
catches for 1,080 yards in 1989, Hawkins 
suffered a broken collarbone on a diving 
grab in the third game last season. 

If he had been healthy, the Spartans 
possibly would have been in the Rose Bowl. 
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Instead, they lost 12-7 to lowa, when they 
had eight dropped passes in the final 20 
minutes, and fell 15-13 at Illinois, surren- 
dering five field goals. 

When Hawkins returned in early 
November after missing five-plus games, a 
ground-bound attack was again multi-di- 
mensional. 

And when he burned Southern 
California in a John Hancock Bow! victory 
with six catches for 106 yards and a touch- 


down, a 57-yard kickoff return and a 64-yard 
punt return that was nullified, there was only 
one choice as the game's MVP. 

The other starting wide receiver is ju- 
nior Brian Howard, who impressed the 
coaches while Hawkins recuperated from 
off-season knee surgery. 

MSU's tight ends and fullbacks have 
always been blockers first and receivers and 
ball carriers when the defense forgets they're 
eligible. 

This year, the top tight ends should 
be juniors Kurt Prins and Ty Hallock, a con- 
verted fullback. 

The likely successors to Rob Roy at 
fullback are sophomore Brice Abrams, a for- 
mer linebacker, and junior Tony Rollin. 

Up front, the anchor is 6-5, 295- 
pound right tackle Jim “Big Human” 
Johnson, a barrel-chested All-Big Ten selec- 
tion as a junior. 

The No. 1 center is 6-3, 270-pound 
senior Chris Piwowarczyk, a backup last 
season, while the guards should be 6-2, 
312-pound junior Roosevelt Wagner and 6- 
6, 280-pound junior Toby Heaton. Bob 
Henry, a 6-5, 275-pound senior, has the in- 
side track at left tackle. 

The big name and the biggest body 
on the defensive line is 6-5, 289-pound 
right end Bill Johnson, who could add to 
MSU's string of six consecutive years with at 
least one first-round draft choice. 

Defensive tackles who should see 
regular action include junior William Reese, 
Willie Hill and senior Ed O'Bradovich. And 
the left end will likely be senior John 
MacNeill. 

Taking over at the strongside 
linebacker spot is sophomore Rob 
Frederickson. But the weakside job is still 
up for for grabs between junior Ernest 
Steward and senior Tony Briningstool. 

Alan Haller, a senior, should be the 
best cornerback Perles has had at MSU. But 
the other three starters are all new, making 
the secondary a serious question. 

Todd Murray, a junior, was a regular 
for four games as an overaggressive sopho- 
more. The free safety should be senior Brian 
Vooletich. And the No. 1 strong safety is 
sophomore Myron Bell. 

With all-time Big Ten kick-scoring 
leader John Langeloh graduated, the place- 
kicking chores will probably be handled by 
sophomore Bill Stoyanovich, a former walk- 
on. 


And for the fourth consective year, the 
punter should be the 6-5, 246-pound senior 
Josh Butland, the biggest kicker in the Big 
Ten and perhaps the biggest in the nation.

he player bursts from his 
Teste pumping his knees and 
arms while a group of men 
Clutching stopwatches look on as he strains 
to reach top speed. 
He thunders along the turf. 
Click! The men check their watches 


and record the reading on a notepad. “Next,” 


one of them yells. 
Lis April, and just outside Coach 
John Mackovic's office this select group of 
players lines up to strut its stuff. One by one 
they step forward, 
oe Gardner, Darrick Brownlow, 
Henry Jones, Howard Griffith, Shawn Wax, 
Mel Agee. 
To bad for Mackovic it's a group of 
pro scouts doing the clockwork, sizing up 
prospects for the NFL draft. Too bad, indeed, 
because players like Gardner, Brownlow and 
Griffith did such a fine job ushering in 
Mackovic's coaching era the last three sea- 
sons. And now, it's tough to say goodbye. 
“They did a great job for our program 
and our university,” Mackovic said. “But we 


realize it's time to turn to some new players.” 


New is right. Nine starters depart on 
defense, including All-Americans Gardner 
and Brownlow, Five starters plus place-kick- 
er Doug Higgins are graduating from the of- 
fense. And that means a new-look Illinois 
football team will be trying to keep 
ackovic’s record intact: bowl bids in each 
his first three seasons. 

“Someone told me this is the season 
e'd find out what kind of coach | am,” 
lackavic said, rolling his eyes. 

If thats true, Mackovic and the Illini 
ould do just fine. In his three seasons at 
inois, Mackovic has compiled more overall 
victories (24) and more conference victories 
8) than any other active Big Ten coach. He's 
Iso helped develop more first-team All-Big 
Ten players (16) over the past three seasons 
than any other active conference coach. 
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Keeping up that pace won't be easy. 
Nevertheless, Mackovic has a familiar and 
hopeful feeling about this team. 

“This is a team | would describe like 
our 1988 team in that we thought it could be 
a good, young team but we were unsure ex- 
actly who would be playing,” he said. 

That was Mackovic’s debut season at 


Illinois and the team scratched out a 6-4-1 
regular-season record and accepted an invi- 
tation to the All-American Bowl. Following 
that were trips to the Florida Citrus Bowl and 
Hall of Fame Bowl. 

There are two significant differences 
this time, however; one of them good, one of 
them not so good. 

“When we got here in 1988, we didn’t 
know any of the players,” said Lou Tepper, 
Mackovic's respected defensive coordinator. 
“We started with a blackboard and said, 
‘This is a football.’ 

“We're further ahead this season in that 
even our redshirt freshmen have had the advan- 
lage of bow! practices last winter. They know the 
scheme and we know a little about them.” 

On the other hand, Mackovic and his 
staff are feeling the crunch of that “lost” 1988 
recruiting class. When Coach Mike White de- 
parted, Mackovic arrived on the scene late and 
only 10 recruits could be salvaged. 


What Mackovic and Tepper have 
done is undertake a near-complete recon- 
struction of the team’s defense. 

Familiar faces are few, but Tepper 
thinks he has a talented and maturing all- 
star safety in senior Marlon Primous. 

“He has already shown me significant 
improvement,” said Tepper. “I say that more 
in terms of leadership than anything else.” 

Primous will become a four-year 
starter. He earned second-team All-Big Ten 
honors as a freshman and junior, first-team 
honors as a sophomore. The other returning 
defensive starter is Mike Poloskey, w' 
lines up at Tepper's “rush linebacker” spot. 
Poloskey uses quickness and smarts to 
overcome what he lacks in brute force. 

“But after those two, it's a battle 
royale for the other spots,” Tepper said, 

The most promising prospects might 
be on the defensive line where Sean Streeter, 
Erik Foggey, Mark Zitnik and Joe Wall have 
turned some heads. 

Streeter has started periodically in the 
past and looked more focused during spring 
drills. Foggey is solid and he's likely to take 
over for Gardner at nose tackle. 

“Erik has experience in the pass rush 
but needs a lot of work against the run,” 
epper said. “But he should be excellent.” 
Zitnik has been impressive battling Foggey. 
Wall was one of the most pleasant sur- 
prises in the spring and positioned himself to 
land a starting defensive tackle spot. Pushing 
him is redshirt freshman Chad Copher. 

The emergence of linebacker Todd 
Leach into Poloskey’s rush linebacker spot 
(a position Tepper creates for a down line- 
man with pass rushing skills) could redis- 
ribute personnel on the line, possibly mov- 
ing Poloskey to another spot. 

Considerably less experience can be 
found at the three linebacker spots, Senior 

Illinois has a talented and maturing all-star 
safety in senior Marlon Primous.

Aaron Shelby has the inside track on 
Brownlow's position. Like Brownlow, Shelby 
is from Indianapolis. 

“One thing | learned from Darrick is 
how hard you've got to work,” said Shelby, 
who has been doing just that. John Holocek 
is pushing him. 

A more heated battle is brew- 
ing at the other linebacker spot with 
sophomores John Sidari and Drew 
Daniels neck-and-neck with redshir 
freshman Dana Howard. 
A former Parade magazine 
prep All-American from East St. 
Louis, Howard is a brutal hitter, ca- 
pable of stunning collisions, But his 
inexperience results in more mis- 
takes than Sidari and Daniels allow, 
making this one of the best battles 
heading into the season. 
early as fierce is the com- 
petition in the secondary, where as 
many as eight players are trying to 
catch the attention of assistant 
coach Steve Bernstein. 

Senior Steve Nelson has the in- 
side track on the strong safety spot, lin- 
ing up opposite Primous. Sophmore 
Derrick Rucker has the quickness and 
pop to challenge Nelson. 
Five cornerback prospects 
have the speed Bernstein likes. 
They are junior Fred Cox, sopho- 
more Filmel Johnson and redshirt 
reshmen Robert Crumpton, Rod 
Boykin and Scott Turner. 

Turner, a nationally-ranked 
rack sprinter when he prepped in 
Texas, is making the switch from 
wide receiver. 

Clearly, the rebuilding job 
on defense outweighs the patching 
up to be done on offense. But the 
departure of record-setting running 
back Griffith and lanky receiver Wax 
leaves some major decisions to be made 
there, too. 

Griffith left as the school’s all-time 
‘ouchdown leader (31 career, 15 last sea- 
son) and stamped his name in the record 
book when he scampered for an NCAA- 
record eight rushing touchdowns against 
SIU-Carbondale last September. During his 
inal campaign Griffith accounted for 64 per- 
cent of Illinois’ rushing yardage (1,115 of 
1,737 net yards). 

The angular Wax made his mark, too. 
He hauled in 60 receptions last season 
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Steve Mueller is back after having had 32 catches last season. 


So far, Mackovic looks inclined to 
turn to a pair of runners who showed great 
promise during the 1989 season. As pure 
freshmen, Steve Feagin and Wagner Lester 
flashed speed and savvy, brightening the fu- 
ture once Griffith moved on. But last season 
was a disappointment to both players and 
their coaches, causing off-season discus- 
sion about moving Feagin to defense and a 
debate whether Lester should play tailback 


or fullback. 

“First of all, Steve Feagin will play of- 
fense,” Mackovic said of the fleet tailback. 
“He wants to carry the football and he had a 
very good spring.” 

Steve Mattison, one of two Canadian 
running backs, improved his chances for 
playing time at tailback with a strong spring 
showing. The other Canadian, Darrin Boyer, 
is trying to rebound from his second serious 
knee injury. 

Lester and Kameno Bell are getting a 
long look at fullback. Lester weighs 216 


pounds, down from the 235 he lugged to prac- 
tice last season. Mackovic likes the improved 
quickness and Lester has always rated high as 
a pass catcher. Bell could be the sleeper. 

“He's a senior, so he knows the sys- 
tem,” Mackovic said. “He's like the old grand- 
father; he's been in the wars and he offers sta- 
bility. In the past, we've used Kameno for his 
pass catching and blocking. But people will 
be surprised to see he is a far better runner 
than anyone expected.” 

The unknown quantity at run- 
ning back is incoming freshman 
Marvel Scott of Wheaton Central, the 
same school that produced Illini leg- 
end Harold “Red” Grange. A prep 
All-American, Scott can play full- 
back or tailback and Mackovic has 
compared him favorably to Griffith, 

“He might make an impact as 
a freshman,” Mackovic said. “He has 
the physical and emotional maturity 
we look for in a first-year player.” 

One spot that is set is quar- 
terback, where junior Jason 
Verduzco returns after a productive 
first season. “Jason had the best 
credentials of any quarterback in the 
Big Ten,” Mackovic said, and the 
numbers back him up. 

The 5-9 Verduzco completed 
226 of 355 passes (63.7 percent) for 
2,567 yards, 16 touchdowns and 12 
interceptions. He led the Big Ten and 
was 13th nationally in passing effi- 
ciency (136.7 points). 

That's a great start, but it won't 
necessarily satisfy Mackovic this time. 

“It's still critical Jason contin- 
ues to improve,” the coach said. “He 
needs to make quicker decisions on 
being able to determine who his re- 
ceiver is. It should come with expe- 
rience, but I've seen experienced 
quarterbacks who could never make 
a quick decision. With Jason, | think 

it's something that will come.” 

Redshirt freshman J.J. 

O'Laughlin, like Verduzco a 
California native, received extra work in the 
spring to prepare him for a backup role. Jeff 
Kinney, who backed up Verduzco quite capa- 
bly last season, also returns at quarterback. 

And although four of the top five re- 
ceivers return, Wax contributed nearly a 
quarter of the team’s receptions. Back are 
Steve Mueller, John Wright, Gus Palma and 
track sprinter Elbert Turner. Mueller had 32 
catches last season, Turner 23. 

“But we haven't resolved much at re- 
ceiver because some of the other people 
we've hoped to get a closer look at have

SPRING UPDATE 


No question this time. It's Jason Verduzco’s team. One year ago, 
quarterback Verduzco was bombarded by questions about his 
leadership and skill as he attempted to assume offensive command of 
the Illinois football team in the wake of Jeff George's decision to enter 
the NFL draft. That wasn't always an enjoyable question-and-answer 
exchange for the feisty Verduzco, who felt defensive on both issues. 


But after a successful first season, and following the spring game in 
preparation for his second year as starter, it was a significantly more 
confident Verduzco that stepped forward. No one noticed that more 
clearly than his coach, John Mackovic. “There is such a difference in 
Jason this year,” noted Mackovic as spring drills concluded. “It’s very 
similar to how Jeff George was in his second year. He has a lot of poise, 
he has confidence and he knows what we're trying to get done. I've 
been pleased with his progress.” 


Mackovic’s comments came immediately after Verduzco had 
completed 10 of 16 passes for 128 yards and a touchdown in the annual 
spring game. Decent but not spectacular numbers. But what Mackovic 
sees in Verduzco is more far-reaching than that. “He makes decisions 
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quicker. The thing that happens with a quarterback is not that he throws 
the ball significantly better, although those things technically come 
along. The difference is that he makes up his mind what's going to 
happen. He does not waste time with the football like he did last year. 


“From an improvement standpoint, that's a significant improvement to 
ask a quarterback to make. Decision-making is so important. What do 
you do with the football when they're all coming after you?” 


Verduzco feels the improvement, too. “I didn’t realize how much 
experience does help,” the junior said. “Now | realize coverages and 
see keys and pick things up a lot quicker. It makes it easier to make a 
quick decision.” 


Redshirt freshman J.J. O’Laughlin hit on 10 of 17 passes for 110 yards 
and a touchdown in the spring game and may have elevated himself 
past Jeff Kinney as Verduzco’s No. 1 backup. Kinney had a tough 
game, completing just 2 of 13 passes. 


Tight end Ken Dilger and linebacker John Sidari were named “most 
improved players” during the spring. 
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jured or slowed by one thing or an- 

Mackovic said. 

Mackovic sees tight end as a 
strength, despite the loss of hard-blocking 
Frank Hartley and dependable Jeff Finkey. 
That's because two experienced players re- 
turn in Dave Olson and Kraig Koester. 

“But the biggest surprise has been Ken 
Dilger,” Mackovic said. “He has the size, speed 
and hands to be a complete tight end.” Dilger 
played quarterback in high school. 

Another plus should be the ability of 
the offensive line, provided, however, it can 
dodge the injury bug. 

“We look good on paper with our first 
team, but we've got to develop more depth,” 
said senior Tim Simpson, a second-team 
All-Big Ten guard last season. 

Simpson, who checks in at 293 
pounds, is a punishing run blocker and will 
line up on the left side next to 303-pound 
tackle Brad Hopkins. 

At center, sophomore Greg Engle 
takes over full time, having replaced all-con- 
ference Curt Lovelace for three games last 
season when Lovelace was injured. 

Tony Laster is a returning starter at 
right tackle and James Pesek steps up at 
right guard 

A good one on the way is freshman 
Predrag Jones, a 290-pounder from 
Cleveland Benedictine. 

Mackovic lists improved special 
teams as a priority. Forry Wells, who aver- 
aged 38.7 yards last year, returns as the 
punter. Place-kicking duties will be taken 
over by redshirt freshman Chris Richardson, 
a 6-4 boomer from Dallas. 

So how does it all shape up? 
Mackovic didn’t know what to expect from 
that 1988 team, but it surprised him witha 
bowl bid. Maybe this team can do the same. 

“The difference is, these players have all 
been to bow! games. They've seen and recog- 
nized what it takes to have a winning team and 
an excellent season,” Mackovic said. “So they 
should be pointing toward a bowl game. 

“But | would like for them to believe 
the championship race in the Big Ten is 
every bit a part of their goals, just as it is ev- 
eryone elses. | don’t expect everyone will 
give us a lot of consideration for that, but | 
think a team like ours should consider itself 
right in there battling, and other teams will 
have to play well to beat us if they intend to 
be the champion.” 

Coming from a coach who has led 
Illinois to a 9-2-1 road record in three Big Ten 
seasons, at least consider that a fair warning. 


As a pure freshman Steve Feagin brightened the 
future of the Illini with his speed and savvy .

he caller to the Penn State foot- 

ball office was irate about the 

decision to open the season 
against Georgia Tech in the Kickoff Classic.

Maybe they remember what hap- 
pened the last time they went to Giants 
Stadium to play in this preseason game. 

hat was in 1983 and the Lions were humili- 
ated in a 44-6 loss to Nebraska.

So it is that Paterno, in his 26th year 
as Penn State's head coach, will have an ad- 
ditional challenge to face in 1991. Add 
Georgia Tech to a schedule that includes 
Southern California, Brigham Young, Miami 
(Fla.), Notre Dame, Pittsburgh, West Virginia

and Maryland, and you have perhaps the 
toughest schedule of the Paterno era. 

The Lions are well prepared for such 
atask on the defensive side of the football. It 
is a different story on the offensive side. 

Only five offensive starters return. 
Gone are four of the five interior linemen; 
wide receiver Dave Daniels, who decided to 
go pro; and Gary Brown and Leroy 
hompson, who shared the tailback job. 

Quarterback Tony Sacca is one of the 
five returning starters. On the day after Penn 
State's 24-17 loss to Florida State in the first 
Blockbuster Bowl, Paterno was asked to 
ook ahead. He said this would be Sacca's 
team now. 

Maybe Sacca thought it really was 
going to be his team. After saying that what 
he wanted to do in his senior season was 
hrow the ball more, Sacca discovered it is 
still Paterno’s team. 

“| think Tony should learn to keep his 
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mouth shut more,” said Paterno. “We'll do 
what is best for the team. | can understand a 
quarterback wanting to throw the football 45 
times a game. Tony knew that wasn’t our 
style when he came here. 

“Tony has a lot of improvements he 
can make. His feet are not good enough. He 
can't misread coverages as much as he's 
done in the past. He's got to show a better 
touch on his short passes. 

“| expect Tony to have a big year, but 
it will only happen if he understands his role 
with this team.” 

And just what role is Sacca expected 
to play? 

“His role is to be the leader of our of- 
fense and to do whatever it takes to win, if it 
means throwing 10 times or throwing 40,” 
said Paterno. “It's time for Tony to assume 
that role.” 

Sacca is the first quarterback in the 
Paterno era to start as a freshman. That only 
happened because of injuries to the three 
players ahead of him. Paterno thinks it may 
have hindered his development because he 
had to play before he was ready. 

Sacca completed 122 of 249 passes 
for 1,866 yards and 10 touchdowns last 
year. He needs to throw for 2,002 yards in 
1991 to move ahead of Chuck Fusina’s 
5,382 yards and become Penn State's career 
passing leader. 

If Sacca falters, Paterno has no quar- 
terback with any real game experience. 
Junior Matt Nardolillo threw just two passes 
last season. Behind him are promising red- 
shirt freshmen Kerry Collins and John 
Sacca, Tony's brother. 

Paterno said his biggest concern is 
the offensive line. 

It is of such concern that Paterno 
moved two defensive linemen, Todd Burger 
and Tony Matesic to the offensive side of the 
ball. Both would have seen considerable ac- 
tion as backup defensive tackles. “We didn't

F D'Onofrio, who led the Lions 
with 71 tackles, and Goganious, 
who was second with 68, will be the 
heart of the defense. 

“We want Mark and Keith to 
= improve the chemistry that is so im- 

portant at their position,” said 

Paterno. “They started to develop a 
feel for one another last season. They have 
the potential to be outstanding linebackers.” 

Givens and McKenzie are juniors who 
give Paterno great flexibility because of their 
quickness. McKenzie was the 1990 leader in 
sacks with six from his weakside linebacker 
post. Givens was an impact player from the 
day he arrived on campus. He started four 
games as a freshman. 

Brett Wright, who started early in the 
1990 season when D'Onofrio’s fiery style got 
him in Paterno’s doghouse, and Eric Ravotti, 
who started four games when McKenzie was 
out, are solid performers. 

So are Ivory Gethers and Andre

Deter said the chance to 
win a national championship is what 
prompted him to come back as a fifth-year 
senior. 

Lou Benfatti was one of the surprises 
of 1990. The quick and agile sophomore 
started every game at defensive tackle. He 
had 17 tackles in back-to-back outstanding 
performances against Maryland and Notre 
Dame. 

Junior Tyoka Jackson, who is ex- 
tremely quick, is expected to be the third 
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man up front. 

If Burger, who started four games, 
winds up on offense, Paterno will be looking 
for help from Mark Flythe, Greg Troxell and 
some freshmen. 

Eric Renkey, a schoolboy All- 
American who logged a lot of playing time 
as a freshman, is still trying to make a 
comeback. Renkey has been out more than a 
year with a neck injury, and team doctors re- 
fused to give him permission to have any 
contact in spring drills. 

“With the changes we made, we defi- 
nitely created a depth problem on the defen- 
sive line,” said Paterno. “Some of the 
younger kids with no experience are going 
to have to help out.” 

The kicking game, so very important 
in the Paterno scheme of things, should be 
excellent. 

“If our kicking game had been good 
early last season, we could have won one 
and maybe even two more games,” said 
Paterno. 

Punter Doug Helkowski is ready for 
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his fourth season as the regular kicker. His 
38.9 career average is not an indication of 

his ability. He is often asked to punch kicks 
inside the 20-yard line. 

Freshman Craig Fayak emerged as 
the surprise of the kicking game in 1990. He 
took over the placement chores after the 
second game and made 15 of his 21 field 
goal attempts, including a 50-yard boot at 
Alabama. 

Fayak displayed the nerves of a veteran 
as he accounted for the decisive points in vic- 
tories over Notre Dame, Alabama and Pitt. 

Paterno can also smile about his re- 
turn game.

MICHIGAN TAKES IT ALL

MICHIGAN 

The question a year ago was, can Gary Moeller recruit? Now the 
big question appears to be, what is he going to do with all of that talent? 

The Wolverines signed 14 prep All-Americans, plus the 
Canadian Player-of-the-Year, OL Ante Skorput of Toronto. The 
Wolverines had great success both in and out of state. They signed 
such local stars as All-American RB Tyrone Wheatley of Dearborn 
Hts., RB Ed Davis of Detroit-King and three fine OL prospects in Mike 
Sullivan of East Lansing, Rob Vanderleest of Muskegon and Brian 
Smith of Utica. 

Michigan went heavy for OLM and struck gold with two OG 
prospects from Massachusetts, Loyd Cameron of Springfield and All- 
American Joe Marinaro of Andover. Big 6-foot-7-inch, 310-pound 
Trezelle Jenkins of Chicago was Michigan's first signee and its 
biggest. All-American OG Paul Barry of Cincinnati-Moeller rounds 
out what has to be one of this year’s top three OL hauls. 

The Wolverines also did a bang-up job filling their DL needs, 
signing such standouts as the Wisconsin Player-of-the-Year Jamie 
Mignon of Appleton. He was rated the No. 5 prospect in our Midwest 
section. In fact, Michigan signed four of the top five Midwest 
prospects — Wheatley, Mignon, DLM Trent Zenkewicz of Cleveland 
and DB Deollo Anderson of Youngstown, Ohio.Zenkewicz is a DT 
with tremendous quickness, strength and agility. The All-American 
can get to the QB in a hurry. Anderson is arguably the nation’s pre- 
mier safety. 

One of the state of Indiana's top two prospects, DE Jason Horn 
of Lafayette, and Colorado All-American NG Walter Reggans of 
Aurora, give Michigan (Mignon, Zenkewicz, Horn and Reggans) four 
All-Americans and four of the nation’s finest defensive linemen. 
Wheatley and Davis were not the only All-American RBs to sing with 
Michigan. Super back Che Foster of Edmond, Okla., surprised every- 
one with his decision to become a Wolverine. Another surprise was 
All-American LB Damon Southward of Homewood, Ala. 

The biggest surprise in this class could be WR Felman 
Malveaux of Hamshire, Texas. Malveaux can run a 10.5, 100 meters 
and is extremely dangerous in the open field. 

To top off this great class, Moeller brought in the state's top 
two QBs, Craig Randall of Grand Rapids and Jay Riemersma of 
Zeeland. Both have great arms. 

This is a talent-laden class with no weaknesses. With two 
great back-to-back recruiting classes, the national championship 
should soon be within Moeller’s reach. 


The Spartans went into this recruiting season looking for help 
at the RB and LB positions. They also needed a QB who could throw on 
the run. They signed QB Pat Humphrey, from Youngstown, Ohio. Pat 
passed and ran for 1,700 yards in ‘90, and he used his 4.5, 40 yard 
speed to effectively avoid would-be sackers. The Spartans really helped 
themselves at TB, signing All-American Hickey Thompson of Belleville, 
Ill; Duane Goulbourne of Detroit and Scott Greene of Canadaigua, N.Y. 
Thompson rushed for 3,105 yards and 41 TDs in only 13 games this 
past season. He is a game-breaker with great instincts. 
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MSU nailed a super when All-American LB Dale Person of 
Chicago climbed aboard. The 6-3, 240-pounder with 4.5 speed hails 
from the same high school (Vocational) as Dick Butkus and Chris 
Zorich. Matt Christensen of Libertyville, Ill.; Greg Anderson of 
Warren, Mich., and Greg Duggins of Hudsonville, Mich., are three 
other backers with great potential. 

Super OLM Bob Denton of Martinsville, Ind., was quite a catch 


| for MSU. The 6-6, 280-pound tackle is agile enough to dunk a bas- 


ketball and be considered for Indiana's Mr. Basketball title. Ron 
Stokes of Canton and Orion Hayes of Kettering are two Ohio products 
who could really make an impact on the Spartan offensive line in a 
couple of years. 

DLM Monte Brown of Paducah, Ky.; WR Demetrice Martin of 
Pasadena, Calif.; WR Napoleon Outlaw of W. Palm Beach, Fla.; DB 
Ron Wingo of St. Louis, Mo. and QB Britton Crates of Kenton, Ohio, 
are five other out-of-state recruits who should add immediate depth 
to the Spartan bench, 

Despite the Michigan Wolverines overwhelming success in re- 
cruiting this season, the Spartans kept pretty close pace and satisfied 
all of their recruiting needs and then some. 


The Illini desperately tried to establish themselves in the Chicago 


| area this season after having only mediocre success the past eight re- 
| cruiting seasons. Well, this season was a break-through year for Illinois. 


It not only singed the state's top player, but it won more recruiting battles 
than it lost in the country’s most productive football city, 

Super OT John Horn of Joliet is a 6-6, 255-pounder with great 
strength, quickness and a tremendous will to be the best. He is con- 
sidered by most scouts to be the country’s premier offensive line 
prospect. Denver Bronco OT Jim Juriga was the last No. 1 player 
from Illinois to sign with the Illini and that was 10 years ago. 

The Illinois staff also managed to beat Notre Dame and 
Stanford on All-American RB Marvell Scott of Wheaton. Scott is a 
powerhouse with great hands and blocking ability. Illinois also land- 
ed the state's No. 2 OL prospect in Charles Edwards of Chicago, a 6- 
4, 260-pounder who can really move his feet. QB John Johnson of N. 
Chicago has a strong arm and can run out of trouble. DB Mike

Other top in-state blue-chippers the Illini managed to sign 
were All-American TE Lashon Ludington of Hoffman Estates, OLM 
Scott Allen of Bradley, DE Mikki Johnson of Galesburg, WR Duane 
Lyle of Homewood, DBs Antoine Patton of Chicago and Tyrone 
Washington of Palos Hills, FB Bobby Sanders of Chicago, LB Melvin

Bow. Return Stirs Hoosiers' CONFIDENCE

ose people critical of the large num- 

ber of post-season bowls in college 

football never have been to the spring 
and fall camps of a team that has played in one the 
previous year. It can make a difference for any 
lam. Just ask the Inidana Hoosiers, who have 
been to four in the last five years, 
“The extra practices ... the attitude ... 
you can really see a difference,” said Indiana 
Coach Bill Mallory. “I see a confident attitude 
his year compared to last year. There's an air 
of confidence. 
“That's why it was so disappointing a 
couple of years ago. We missed that. No, | 
don't think there are too many bowl games. We 
ike 'em." 
Evidently, so does quarterback Trent 
Green. He seems to have benefitted the most 
rom Indiana's 27-23 Peach Bowl loss to heav- 
ily-favored Auburn. 

Green played through a rocky season 
ast year, one that began with losing his start- 
ing spot to a walk-on, Chris Dyer, in spring 
practice only to regain it for the regular-season 
kickoff. But he lost the role again eight games 
into the season against Michigan State. Dyer 
held onto the spot until the Peach Bowl, where 
Green grabbed it back in preparations for the 
trip to Atlanta. 
Green scored three touchdowns against 
Auburn and finished the season with, including 
the Peach Bowl, 934 passing yards, complet- 
ing 60 of 128 with seven interceptions. He also 
rushed 78 times for 366 yards and six scores. 
“Trent is so much more confident at the 
controls now,” said Mallory. “He's really step- 
ping in and giving us the kind of direction we 
need at quarterback. 

“Again, that is certainly a good carry- 
over from the bowl game. He's had a year 
under his belt, more experience, has a better 
feel of what he is doing. And the players 
respond to him.” 


The Hoosiers are solid at tailback with 
All-American candidate Vaughn Dunbar back.

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But he still can't relax. Not with Dyer, 
who completed 50 per cent of his passes for 
701 yards and three TD's, and redshirt-fresh- 
man Carl Harris pushing him. Harris showed a 
lot of promise last fall in running the Hoosiers’ 
scout team. 

“There's competition there,” said 
Mallory. “We've got people who are right on 


his tail who would like to have the opportunity. 
That's the way you want it. If anyone takes the 
position away from him, it happens.” 

Green will lead a veteran club of 17 
starters from last year's 6-5-1 team. 

“We've got some seasoned people,” 
said Mallory. “We've got more maturity and 
more leadership. | expect the senior class to 
step to the forefront.” 

Starting only six seniors last year, the 
Hoosiers got off to a better-than-expected be- 
ginning with four consecutive victories over 
Kentucky, Missouri, Eastern Michigan and 
Northwestern, outscoring those opponents 
182-37, 

Then as the competition improved and 
injuries began to deplete an already inexperi- 
enced team, the Hoosiers tied Ohio State and 
lost to Minnesota, Michigan and Michigan 
State. They pulled up from their dive in time to 
win two of their last three, over Wisconsin and 
Purdue, to earn the bowl berth. 


“By the time we got to the Peach Bowl, 
we were playing like we should again,” said 
Mallory. 

Mallory hopes to improve on last year's 
Big Ten mark of 3-4-1, when the Hoosiers fin- 
ished in seventh place. Five of the teams that 
finished ahead of them also went to post-sea- 
son bowls. 

“We'd like to get back in the upper divi- 
sion,” said Mallory. “That's where this program 
belongs.” 

Nine offensive starters return from that 
team. Only fullback Cal Miller and wide receiv- 
er Rob Turner are gone, but those are big 
voids. Miller graduated and Turner forfeited his 
final year of eligibilty to enter the NFL draft. 

While one might think Mallory would 
be more concerned about the loss of one of the 
Big Ten's premier receivers in Turner, his 
biggest worry offensively is with the fullback 
slot. Not only did the Hoosiers lose Miller, but 
Miller's backups, Ernie Thompson and Don 
Matejko, are also gone. 

Matejko graduated, and Thompson sur- 
prised everyone by dropping out of school to 
make himself available for the NFL undergrad- 
uate draft. Although Matejko carried the ball 
only 10 times, Thompson appeared to be the 
heir apparent to Miller's spot. He was the 
team’s No. 2 rusher with 323 yards on 73 car- 
ries in 12 games. 

“Before Ernie jumped me | felt that he 
had really come into his own and reached his 
potential,” said Mallory. “I felt with Ernie's ma- 
turity we would be able to absorb the loss of 
Cal. He caught me totally off-guard.” 

Thompson's mother and brother, 
Anthony Thompson, the former Hoosier All- 
American now with the Phoenix Cardinals, 
couraged him to stay. 

“School was not his love and | think 
saw there might be some dollars out there h 
could get. It was a culmination of things bul 
was not in a begging situation,” said Mallory. “If 
that’s what he wanted to do, | wished him well.”

Defensively, Indiana's biggest loss was free safety Mike Dumas, the 
team's most valuable player and two-time member of the All-Big Ten team. 

“He meant a lot to us, not only to the defense, but also in our kick- 
ing game,” said Mallory. “He certainly leaves a big void.” 

Three players are vying for Dumas’ spot — sophomore Damon 
Watts, junior Chris Merritt and redshirt freshman Lance Brown. Watts 
played enough last year as a true freshman to earn a letter. 

The Hoosiers also lost starter Dave Ane at strong safety, but senior 
Jim Summerall split time there last year and now moves into a starting role. 
Mike Middleton and Mose Richardson return at the corners. Richardson tied 
Dumas last year for the team lead in passes broken up with seven. 
Middleton had four and was fourth on the team in tackles with 65. 


Mark Hagen has led the Hoosiers in tackles the last two years and was a second-team All-Big Ten pick in 1990. 
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If Mallory’s linebacking corps heals from all of its postseason 
surgery, the Hoosiers could have one of the best in the league. Inside 
linebackers Mark Hagen and John Miller and outside linebacker Greg 
Farrall all missed spring practice. Hagen and Farrall both had shoulder 
operations, while Miller had his knee treated. 

Hagen has led the Hoosiers in tackles the last two years and was a 
second-team All-Big Ten pick in 1990. Last season, Miller shared the 
starting role with Matt Egenolf, who also returns. 

The outside linebackers consist of Greg Farrall, who had led 
Indiana in tackles 
for loss the past 
two years, and 
Charles 
Beauchamp, a 
sophomore with 
outstanding poten- 
tial. Senior Troy 
Mason, who has. 
17 starts in the last 
two years, will 
push both of them 
for playing time. 

Indiana's 
interior is experi- 
enced, with nose- 
guards Paul 
Williams and Larry 
McDaniel back, as 
well as both tack- 
les, senior Chris 
McCoy and 
sophomore Hurvin 
McCormack, the 
only other fresh- 
man besides Watts 
to letter last fall. 

Indiana lost 
All-Big Ten punter 
Macky Smith to 
graduation, but re- 
tained junior place- 
kicker Scott 
Bonnell, who al- 
ready ranks sixth 
on the school scor- 
ing list with 35 of 
36 PATs, and 13 of 22 field goals. Thirty-three of his 66 kickoffs were unre- 
turnable. Five more were not advanced to the 20-yard line and only 14 were 
advance beyond the 25. 

Smith, who finished 13th nationally in punting with a 42.4-yard 
average, will be replaced by strong-legged Jim Diguilio, a redshirt fresh- 
man. Diguilio averaged 46.1 yards asa high school senior. 

Mallory could be facing his toughest schedule ever at Indiana, 
opening against Notre Dame in South Bend. The Hoosiers have not 
played Notre Dame since 1958. Kentucky and Missouri are the other non- 
conference opponents before the league-opener at home against 
Michigan State. Indiana will travel to Michigan, lowa and Ohio State. 

“You can't ask for a tougher opener,” said Mallory. “The whole 
schedule is a challenge. We've got a tough non-conference schedule, the 
toughest I've had since I've been here. 

“But | think harder about the conference. That's a challenger. That's 
the way we like it and we won't back down from anyone."Q)

ATLANTIC COAST 

North Carolina signed Jason 
Stanicek, who was said to be the top quar- 
terback in the Midwest this year. 

Virginia landed a home-grown prod- 
uct in Aaron Sparrow. Sparrow, like 
Stanicek, was a highly-regarded prospect. 

But as happy as the Tar Heels and 
Cavaliers have to be with their quarterback 
recruits, Stanicek and Sparrow are clearly 
the No.2 and No.3 quarterbacks entering the 
ACC this fall. 

Donnie Davis of Burlington, N.C., 
who set a national passing record with 
4,456 yards in 1990 while leading 
Cummings High to a state Class 3A champi- 
onship, has to be considered the top 
prospect entering the conference after mak- 
ing every high school All-American team 
out there. 

Georgia Tech went out looking for an 
eventual replacement for Shawn Jones, who 
will be a junior this season, and found one 
in the 6-2, 190-pound Davis. 

Davis, who went 55-2 with 
Cummings in his high school career, com- 


pleted 68.3 percent (282 of 413) of his 
passes. Included were 45 touchdowns and 
just 10 interceptions. 

Still, Davis’ sterling numbers weren't 
enough to offset the overall strength and 
depth of the classes at North Carolina and 
Virginia. 


BIG EIGHT 

When Bill McCartney arrived at 
Colorado in 1982, the cupboards, as they 
say, were nearly empty. But one of the things 
Chuck Fairbanks left behind was a tidbit of 
advice: Recruit in California. 

McCartney did that and, a few years 
later, with a roster stocked with California 
talent, the Buffaloes played for a national 
championship on Jan.1, 1990, and won one 
on Jan. 1, 1991. More than a third of their 
past three recruiting classes were players 
from California (25), but now that the pro- 
gram has been established, McCartney and 
his staff are able to recruit pretty much 
wherever they wish. 

In collecting the best class of recruits 
in the Big Eight once again, the Buffaloes at- 
tracted standouts from Florida, Texas, 
Arizona, Utah, Montana, New Mexico and 
Michigan. 
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And, of course, California and 
Colorado. 

“What we have here is a bonanza for 
Colorado,” McCartney said on signing day. 
“This is easily the best class we've ever re- 
cruited.” 

The notables include Darius Holland, 
a6-4, 250-pound defensive tackle who is 
athletic enough to have returned punts in 
high school. The Buffaloes also landed three 
top running backs, all from a different corner 
of the country: Lamont Warren from Los 
Angeles, Kendall Bussey from Marrero, La., 
and Thomas Barber from Miami, Fla. 

Oklahoma and Nebraska also did fair- 
ly well, as usual, and Kansas surprised 
some people. 

Nebraska survived a down year in- 
state by looking elsewhere. They got 
linebacker DeWayne Harris out of Bessemer, 
Ala., and wide receiver Abdul Muhammad 
from Carson, Calif. 

The Jayhawks got the top two players 
in Kansas in linebacker Dick Holt from 
Wichita and defensive lineman Mark Allison 
from Minneapolis and also lured in some 
players from California, Illinois and Florida. 


BIG TEN 

Let's see, with eight Parade magazine 
All-Americans and seven other players rated 
among the top 25 in the Midwest, it's easy to 
see why Michigan was regarded as the big 
winner in the Big Ten. The Wolverines 
brought in a class ranked anywhere from 
No.1 to No.3 in the country on signing day, 
filling their needs with several players con- 


sidered to be among the best available at 
those positions. 

No one in the conference even came 
close to signing the number of quality play- 
ers that the Wolverines did. 

“It's a good class for us in filling our 
needs on the line, at outside linebacker, run- 
ning back and quarterback,” Coach Gary 
Moeller said in a bit of an understatement. 

What makes the class even more im- 
pressive is that the Wolverines stole one of 
the top two or three players out of several 
other states — defensive back Deollo 
Anderson, offensive lineman Paul Barry and 
defensive lineman Trent Zenkewicz, for in- 
stance, are all from Ohio. 

That, naturally, means that Ohio State 
had to be nursing a few bumps and bruises 
on signing day. The Buckeyes not only lost 
those three players to Michigan but also lost 
two other top in-state players, running back 
KiJana Carter and offensive lineman Scott 
Stratton, to Penn State. 

Illinois had no such problem. The 
Fighting llini landed defensive end John 
Horn, who was rated as the top prospect in 
the “Best in the Midwest” poll, and at least 
one top player at every position. 

Michigan State also put together a 
strong class, with linebacker Dale Person 
and offensive lineman Bob Denton leading 
the way. 


PAC-10 

For some reason, it had never hap- 
pened this way before. Washington reached 
the Rose Bowl in 1977, 1980 and 1981, and 
they chased a national championship in 
1984. But the Huskies were never able to 
parlay their success into the type of recruit- 
ing haul they enjoyed this year. 

The Huskies got nearly every top 
player they wanted, signing almost all of the 
top players in-state and raiding California 
for major talent. They beat USC and UCLA 
ona number of key players. 

“A lot of years, I'd say that I'll trade 
My class with those schools hands down,” 
Coach Don James said on signing day. “I 
don't think I'd say that this year.” 

With good reason. The Huskies 
signed what many considered to be the top 
tailback on the West Coast (Napoleon 
Kaufman), the top quarterback (Damon

ou Holtz can still throw a good 
[isn in practice when he sees 
something he doesn't like. 

He still seems to take as much pride 
in his punch lines as he does in his offen- 
sive and defensive lines. 

Rest assured, this fall the Notre Dame 
head football coach will enlighten the world 
as to just how dangerous his team’s season- 
opening opponent, Indiana, can be. Holtz 
will no doubt also provide a complete run- 
down of the Hoosiers’ actual and imaginary 
strengths. 
Bul inside, Holtz is a different person. 
You can see it in his smile. 

“Just to be able to come out here and 
think about nothing but football is refresh- 
ing,” said Holtz, who is entering his sixth 
season as the Irish head coach. 
There were times during the 1990 
season when Holtz must have felt like the 
leading man in a soap opera. 
Steve Huffman, an ex-player whom 
Holtz called “a quitter” in his book, The 
Fighting Spirit, set the tone for a turmoil- 
filled 9-3 season that ended with a 10-9 loss 
to Colorado in the Orange Bowl. 
Huffman’s allegations of widespread 
steroid use at Notre Dame found their way 
into Sports Illustrated. “| may be a quit- 
ter,” Huffman concluded in the first-person 
account that made him $5,000 richer, “but | 
didn't quit Notre Dame, and | didn't quit 
football. | quit Lou Holtz.” One thing is for 
sure, the controversy and rumors, the most 
persistent of which was Holtz’s imminent de- 
parture from Notre Dame, didn't quit either. 

“| wonder how good we could have 
been without all the distractions,” Holtz said 
prior to the Orange Bowl. 

On March 27, Holtz closed the door 
on the last of it. He hopes 
Rick Mirer, the 6-3, 212-pound junior from Goshen, 


Ind., had the best statistical peer in 1990 of any 
Irish quarterback in the past 25 years.

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A slow-moving NCAA investigation 
into the Minnesota athletic program, of 
which Holtz was a part prior to coming to 
Notre Dame, exonerated Holtz in the Notre 
Dame administration's eyes.

“It's been three or four years; it both- 
ers you. But when | looked in the mirror the 
past three years, | felt as comfortable as | do 
today.” 

He feels pretty comfortable these 
days when he looks out on the football field, 
even with the loss of 13 starters, 10 0 
whom were drafted by the NFL in April. 

“L enjoy this group of people,” Holtz 
said. “I love their attitude, They're fun to 
watch practice. 

“We're not a good football team yet, and 
we're very young. But we have a chance to be 
good. | wish | could give you a reason.” 

One reason would seem to be that se- 
nior tight end Derek Brown didn't decide to 
launch his pro career a year early as did All- 
American flanker/return specialist Raghib 
“Rocket” Ismail. 

Brown did give it some thought. But he 
decided he wasn't ready for the NFL just yet. 

“| wondered a few times if | was in the 
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FIGHTING IRISH 
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right situation,” Brown said. “It crossed my 
mind. I’m only human.” 

Added Holtz, “The only time | talked 
to him about it, | said ‘I hear rumors. But, 
then again, | read them about me in the 
paper.’ And | told him, ‘Don't believe those 
tumors that I'm leaving.’ And he said the 
same thing to me. 

“That was as far as it got.” 

In the spring, the 6-7, 243-pounder 
from Merritt Island, Fla., was the man Holtz 
tabbed as Notre Dame's Most Improved 
Player. And that is quite a statement, consid- 
ering that Brown was regarded by many to 
be the top tight end in the country in 1990. 

At the same time, he was somewhat 
of an enigma. Brown enters the 1991 season 
having averaged just a little more than one 
reception per game for his career. That 
statistic brings up a question: Why wasn't he 
used more? 

“| don't wish to knock him, nor do | 
eel the need to defend the coaching deci- 
sions we made," Holtz said, “But Derek 
Brown, like everybody else, has a blind spot 
catching the ball. 

“He wasn't consistent catching the 
all, and he dropped a few at critical times 
during games,” Holtz said. “But Derek 
Brown, until just recently, has never really 
earned how to find the hole in the defense, 
0 slide, to react to man coverage, etcetera. 
“You can't just say, ‘We're going to 
get the ball to the tight end.’ Sometimes the 
coverage is such that the pattern will no 
break you open. 
“You have to have a feel. And a lot of 
it comes from experience. He's starting to 
come there. And his blocking has improved 
1,000 percent.” 
Another player whose improvement is 
measured in superlatives is flanker Clin’ 
Johnson. 

The sophomore's teammates have 
dubbed him “Cosmic.” But he knows it's

Holtz hopes to find out early in 
the season how good sophomores B.J.

SprING UPDATE 


The only hitting fifth-year senior Tony Brooks did in the spring was 
hitting his books. But the 6-2, 223-pound tailback from Tulsa, Okla., 
was expected fo rejoin the team in the fall. The question is where. 


Coach Lou Holtz has a glut of talent at tailback, including Brooks’ 
younger brother, Reggie. Fullback is a possibility, though sophomore 
Jerome Bettis has that spot nailed down. 


“Tony Brooks has played very well at tailback,” Holtz said of the elder 
Brooks, who has rushed for 1,380 yards and a 5.0 yards-per-carry 
average in his college career. “But he could be at another position. | 
think he would make a great linebacker. We're just going to look at 
where he gives us the best opportunity to win.” 


Backup quarterback Jake Kelchner missed last season after being 
dismissed from school for academic reasons. He eventually enrolled 
at Holy Cross Junior College in South Bend, but not before he mulled 
over the idea of transferring. “When It happened, | knew | could get 
back if | really, really put my heart to it,” said the 6-3, 212-pounder 
fromBerwick, Pa., who needed a strong summer in the classroom to 
be reinstated. “But first | had to think about whether it was worth it and 
whether it'd be better to go elsewhere and start over. When | thought 
about it, this is where | always wanted to be.” 
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Lou Holtz will probably be watching tackle Justin Hall’s back closely 
this fall. But he won't have to worry about the senior’s heart. Four hours 
after undergoing back surgery for a disc problem in April, Hall was at 
Spring practice cheering on his teammates. 


Senior Kenny Spears, once regarded as a “can’t miss” prospect at 
fullback, will not play football again due to kidney problems. Spears 
ended up with 18 career yards on three carries. 


Senior defensive tackle Mare deManigold’s future is in doubt due to 
nerve ailment in his upper arm. 


Notre Dame football ticket prices were raised from $23 to $25. Notre 
Dame has had 19 players drafted the past two seasons. 


Notre Dame’s 1991 schedule is the same as last year’s, except for two 
changes. The Irish open against Indiana, which replaces Miami (Fla.), 
and they've added a 12th game, finishing the season at Hawaii. The 
rest of the schedule, rated as the toughest ever last year by the NCAA, 
is the same, except for some of the sites. The other teams on the ’91 
schedule are Michigan, Michigan State, Purdue, Stanford, Pittsburgh, 
Air Force, Southern California, Navy, Tennessee and Penn State.

Weathering the Storm

n August 31, 1988, during his 

morning prayer time, University 

of Colorado head football coach 
Bill McCartney felt compelled to begin writing 
a personal journal. He had no idea of the life- 
shaking events he would chronicle during the 
next year and a half — defeat and victory, 
shame and joy, death and new life. 

Nor did he foresee the ultimate tri- 
umph awaiting him a year after he laid the 
journal aside. 

McCartney's future appeared as 
bright as the Colorado sun that Augus 
morning. After six seasons at the CU helm, 
he had turned the once-beleaguered 
Buffaloes into a respected team. 
When McCartney was hired in 1982, 
he inherited a floundering squad that hadn't 
won the Big Eight Conference title in 21 
years. For players and fans, an afternoon at 
Boulder's Folsom Field had been as enjoy- 
able as an afternoon at Folsom Prison. 

The Buffs didn't fare much better dur- 
ing McCartney's first three seasons, strug- 
gling to a 7-25-1 record. But instead of say- 
ing “CU later,” McCartney simply became 
more determined. 

In 1985, McCartney led his team to a 
7-5 record and its first bow! appearance in 
almost a decade. The Buffs were named the 
NCAA's most improved team, and 
McCartney was selected Big Eight Coach- 
of-the-Year. 

The following year, CU beat Nebraska 
for the first time in 19 years and finished 
with a 6-1 conference record. In 1987, the 
Buffs posted their best record in nearly a 
decade: 7-4. 

But as the ‘88 season began, a 
shroud of tragedy settled over Boulder. 

McCartney learned that his 19-year- 
old, unmarried daughter, Kristy, was preg- 
nant. The father was CU's quarterback Sal 
Aunese (who was no longer dating Kristy). 

Despite pressure from friends and 
some of Aunese's teammates to have an 
abortion, Kristy decided to keep her baby, 
McCartney supported his daughter through- 
out her pregnancy and coached his team to 
even greater heights: an 8-4 record, another 
bowl appearance, and its first national Top 
20 ranking in more than a decade. 

The McCartney family had weathered 
a severe storm, but disaster struck again. 
Aunese was dying of stomach cancer, A few 
days later (in March of '89), Kristy gave birth 
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‘0 Aunese's son, Timothy Chase. 

Thus, McCartney faced the task of 
preparing the team for a grueling season, 
helping his daughter as an unwed mother, 
and caring for his dying quarterback. 
McCartney hired the best doctors for Aunese 
and spent all the time he could with him. 

The struggle was compounded by a 
Denver tabloid's story that portrayed Kristy 
as a partier and McCartney as losing his 
eam’'s respect. 

About a month before the beginning of 
he ‘89 season, McCartney visited Aunese in 
he hospital and prayed with him, Aunese be- 
came a Christian. Two months later, he died. 

"| ook back on that moment with Sal 
as a privilege,” McCartney says. “It’s a privi- 
ege to share the gospel with people, even if 
they don't listen. But in Sal's case, | saw his 
heart changed. It's very humbling to think 
hat after all that happened, the Lord would 
jet me hear Sal pray the sinner’s prayer. | 
count it a great joy.” 

At Aunese's funeral, McCartney told 
the throng of more than 2,000, “We'd been 
praying for a physical miracle, but God gave 
Sala far greater gift. He restored Sal spiritu- 
ally, which has everlasting ramifications.” 

Later, McCartney turned his attention 
to his daughter: “Kristy McCartney, you've 
been a trooper. You could have had an abor- 
tion or gone away and had the baby some- 
place else to avoid the shame. But you 
didn’t. You're gonna raise that little guy, and 
all of us are going to have the opportunity to 


watch him. Kristy, | admire you. | respect 
you. | love you so much.”

CU whipped five Top 25 teams and 
oppled Oklahoma and Nebraska. Even the 
Orange Bowl loss to Notre Dame couldn't 
take the luster off the Buffs’ shining season. 
McCartney put aside his journal, but 
not his winning ways. In 1990, the Buffs 
ought their way through a bruising sched- 
ule, which included Tennessee, Illinois, 
Texas and Washington, and emerged with a 
second straight Big Eight title and a spot in 
he Orange Bowl. 

Ina rematch with Notre Dame, CU bat- 
ed its way to a one-point victory, an 11-1-1 
overall record, and the national championship 
(at least in the eyes of the Associated Press). 

“The 1990 season was much different 
from '89,” McCartney says. “The '89 season, 
until the Orange Bowl, was smooth sailing. 
his past year we trailed in several games 
and had to come back. We faced controver- 
sy, such as the infamous fifth down at 
issouri. And some of our players were 
more celebrated, putting a lot of pressure on 
them. But we demonstrated the mental 
‘oughness that champions display.” 

Today, McCartney's voice fills with 
emotion as he reflects over the past few 
years: “| strongly believe that almighty God 
orchestrates everything in my life, So, every- 
hing | go through is a walk with Christ. My 
faith has been strengthened tremendously. 
Silver is purified through fire, and so are 
you and |. In the tough times, the Lord is 
able to do His best work with us.” 

McCartney is a competitor. “! want to 
win every time | compete,” he says. 
However, he seems intent on making integri- 
ty, not winning, his cornerstone in Boulder. 

His players are benched or cut if they 
break team rules. Case in point: Heisman con- 
tender Eric Bienemy was held out of last season's 
key opening game against Tennessee. 

Bill McCartney's name is synony- 
mous with football, yet the game is not his 
No. 1 priority. “Does almighty God care who 
wins football games?” he asks. “No, | don’t 
think he does. But does He care who honors 
Him? He does. You can hang your hat on 
that. My mission in life is to conform to the 
image of Jesus Christ."Q)

Tennessee and the rest of the confer- 
ence had to play a little catch-up. And no 
one did that better than the Volunteers. 
Coach Johnny Majors landed two of the top 
defensive linemen in the South, Antonio 
Robinson and Leslie Ratliffe, in the last 
weekend before signing day.

Alabama pulled off a major coup in 
stealing tight end Dameian Jeffries away 
from rival Auburn and also got a top

The 
school's sports information department doesn't even release a list of 
recruits on national signing day. 

In fact, one of the only ways to learn who Penn State is re- 
cruiting is to stake out the remote campus in central Pennsylvania. 
Nothing like a four-hour drive on Route 80 just to learn who might 
be the Nittany Lions’ next great linebacker. 

“There is such a maturation process that has to take place 
when a kid goes from high school to college,” said a Penn State as- 
sistant coach. “You put extra pressure on a kid by building up ex- 
pectations. Joe never thought that was fair.” 

Paterno, of course, did not alter his philosophy this year, 
even though there was greater demand for comment on what some 
experts believe was the nation’s best recruiting class. Penn State, 
which begins play in the Big 10 in 1993, signed such standouts as 
New Jersey running back Stephen Pitts and Pennsylvania lineback- 
er Todd Atkins. 

Some think a significant reason for Penn State’s success was 
due to Paterno becoming more involved in the recruiting process in 
the hopes of laying the foundation for a team that could win the 
Rose Bowl. Others say Paterno has always gotten personally in- 
volved in wooing his most sought-after recruits. 
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“Paterno has always been a great closer,” said one recruiting 
expert. “When he comes into a recruit's home, he’s as good a closer 
as there is at selling his school.” 

This year, Paterno tried sell Penn State to players as far away 
as California, and he made strong inroads in Big 10 country by 
signing such standouts as lineman Scott Stratton and running back 
KiJana Carter of Ohio. The mere appearance of Paterno at a recruit’s 
home or school can be enough to persuade the player to sign with 
Penn State. 

“He's a big legend around here,” said Atkins, of Laurel, Pa. 
“When | was growing up, | went to a Penn State game once and met 
him. He was real down-to-earth. He just seems like another guy 
you'd meet walking down the street.” 

In an age when many high school stars hold press confer- 
ences to announce the college of their choice, Paterno’s low-key 
philosophy has turned out to be an added recruiting tool. Penn 
Rh ae fecruiting approach is as unpretentious as Paterno 

imself. 

“You stay in the dorms when you visit Penn State,” said 
Stratton. “At other schools they put you up in a nice, big, fancy 
hotel room. It's all show. Penn State isn’t glamour. Just look at their 
uniforms. They're humble, but they know they're good.” 

Other schools weren't as humble as Penn State. Colorado 
sent out a 30-page summary publicizing its recruits. Running back 
Marquette Smith held a press conference to announce he is headed 
to Florida State, and defensive lineman Sam Adams did likewise 
when he chose Texas A&M. 

Michigan, Georgia, and Washington also had strong recruit- 
ing classes.Q

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Biggens wanted Thomas to join him 
in College Station, and he was ready to give 
him yet another sales pitch, if need be. 

He never did get through to Thomas. 
But, in the end, he didn’t need to. Thomas 
signed with A&M, as did Biggens. As did 
several other top players in Texas. 

Not only did the Aggies sign the top 
two running backs in the state, they also 
signed the top quarterback in Tommy 
Preston, the top kicker and punter, and got 
the No.1 prospect, regardless of position, in 
defensive end Sam Adams. 

“| wish we could have gotten two or 
three Sam Adamses,” said Coach R.C. 
Slocum. “He was our No.1 choice and heads 
a recruiting class that | believe says a lot 
about the quality of our program,” 

Not to mention a thing or two about 
the Aggies’ prospects for the future. 

Baylor surprised a few folks by sign- 
ing two of the top five running backs in the 
state in Louis Fite and Clarence 
McCullough. 

The real headliners in what Coach 
Grant Teaff called his best recruiting class in 
his 19 years at Baylor were on defense, 
though. Defensive tackle Charles Horton 


from Dallas leads that group, along with 
linebackers Donnie Laurence, Jr. and 
LaCurtis Jones. Horton was in on 119 tack- 
les, had five sacks and also blocked five 
field goals for Carter High, a perennial Texas 
powerhouse. 


INDEPENDENTS 

As well as Michigan recruited, the Penn 
State class appears destined to qualify as the 
Big Ten’s top haul when the Nittany Lions offi- 
cially join the league in three years. 
The same can be said in the ACC, 
when Florida State hops aboard, and in the 
Big East, for that matter, when it becomes a 
legitimate football conference with the addi- 
tion of Miami. 
The recruiting classes of those three 
schools will help to tilt the field and the con- 
ference races in future years, but they're all 
still independents for 1991. 
lorida State, which ranked right at the 
top with Notre Dame in 1990, had another ex- 
ceptional year, considered by most to be in the 
top three with Penn State and Michigan. 
Coach Bobby Bowden signed four of 
the top players in Florida in defensive back 
Derrick Brooks, wideout Phil Riley, offensive 
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lineman Greg Frey and running back 
Marquette Smith. 

“| don't know if we've ever signed a 
more nationally ranked group from top to 
bottom,” Bowden said on signing day. “The 
measuring stick about how you feel is not, 
‘Gee, we didn't get this or we didn’t get that,’ 
but would you swap with Notre Dame or 
Penn State? The answer is no. 

“We had linemen as our priority, but 
it's amazing. We ended up with the best skill 
people we've ever had.” 

Smith, who rushed for 2,409 yards and 
31 touchdowns as a senior at Lake Howell 
High, was said to be the top prospect in the en- 
ire country, if there can be such a thing. His 
great speed (4.4 in the 40-yard dash) and 
strength (745-pound squat) helped him rush 
lor 6,733 yards and 88 touchdowns in his prep 
career. On top of all that, Smith maintained a 
3.0 grade-point average. 

Notre Dame reportedly had some 
rouble with tighter academic standards but 
still managed to land some true blue chip 
alent. Wide receiver Mike Miller is perhaps. 
the top player in the ND class, along with 
defensive back Tracy Graham and linebacker 
Huntley Bakich.Q

More than anything else, Spurrier 
and his Mr. Rogers image helped rebuild the 
feputation of a badly tarnished program. 

Senior defensive tackle Brad 
Culpepper, a lifelong expert on Spurrier, 
said, “This is the first time in a long time we 
have nothing hanging over us. ! feel like we 
were a clean team anyway. I've been here 
since '87, and nothing corrupt has ever hap- 
pened. Everything has been by the book. 

“It makes me mad when we get la- 
beled a problem team. But his public image 
is so good, people are gonna think, ‘They're 
obviously running a clean program now.’ 
Well, we have been running a clean pro- 
gram. 

“But people want to see a clean cut 
Quy running the program, and that's definite- 
ly Coach Spurrier.” 

Culpepper's father, Bruce, was a se- 
nior co-captain at Florida when Spurrier was 
a freshman. 

“Ever since | was a little tyke, | was 
going to reunions of old Gator players,” said 
Culpepper, whose father is a Tallahassee at- 
torney. “I've pretty much known Coach 
Spurrier all my life. He seemed like just an- 
other guy at first, just another of those old 
players. 

“He was nothing special, until | start- 
ed to play football. Then | realized what he 
had accomplished. He recruited me out of 
high school for Duke. | looked at them, even 
though | didn’t make an official visit. But | 
liked what he had to say, as a person and as 
a coach. 

“And | was thrilled to death when | 
heard he was coming here, because | knew 
he would win.” 

Through the ‘80s, the Gators have 
been known for their ornery defense. 
Spurrier never sacrificed that side of the ball 
while installing his record-bashing offense. 

Spurrier triples as head coach, offen- 
sive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. 

“They got a bargain when they got 
Coach Spurrier,” cracked Reaves, who was 
selling commercial real estate when he ap- 
plied for Spurrier's staff. “He didn’t need me. 
He just gave me a break to get into college 
football.” 

Nowadays, a head coach in college 
or pro football is more like the chairman of 
the board. Few act as their own coordinators 
and fewer still act as a position coach. 

Spurrier has had no trouble juggling 
those three footballs. 

“| don't know of another coach in the 
Southeastern Conference who calls the 
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plays,” he said. “But that's pretty much what 
I'm gonna do. | think | got the head coaching 
jobs at Duke and the University of Florida 
because of what the offense has accom- 
plished on my teams. 

“| think it would be very foolish of me 
to hire a coach to call the plays. | really be- 
lieve play-calling is very important in foot- 
ball. Some coaches don't. | really do. 

“| would not enjoy being just a semi- 
athletic director, doing fund raising and 
going to meetings. Hey, | enjoy recruiting 
and all that other stuff. 

“But | think my strengths are an abili- 
ty to coach offense and just get everybody 
else playing together as a team. That's the 
totally fun part of it for me.” 

The totally amazing part of his debut 
at Florida last year was the offense’s instant 
turnaround. 

“He came in with a new offense and 
they just dominated people,” said defensive 
standout Culpepper. “And they did it with the 
same people we had the year before. 

“(Quarterback) Shane Matthews was 
here before, but he didn’t play as much. We 
had the same offensive line, the same run- 
ning backs, the same receivers. Teams that 
we could only score seven points on the 
year before, like Georgia, we were scoring 
43. 


“That's a direct reflection of his 
coaching.” 

As publicist Humenik pointed out, 
“The defense stayed right where it's been. 
We were fifth in the nation for the third 
straight year. Basically, we shattered every 
offensive record in school history. 

“We set 14 single-season team offen- 
sive records. We were the second or third 
Most productive offense in SEC history — it 
depends on the category. And we were in the 
Top 10 in the NCAA in most categories.” 

Spurrier had no trouble pinpointing 
last year's turning point. 

“The key for us was the second game 
of the season when we won at Alabama (17- 
13),” Spurrier said. “They're a big, strong, 
powerful team. They ended up with the best 
defense in the conference, even better than 
us. That was the first game Florida won on 
TV and the first time we'd beaten a good 
team in two or three years.” 

Spurrier didn't say it, but that game 
did more than anything to set the tone for 
his new regime. The Gators broke out toa 
narrow early lead. In the past, they would 
have tried to sit on it with their defense. And, 
as it turns out, they would have not had 
enough points to win. 

Not these Gators. They come to play, 
which in Spurrier’s book means they come 
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to pass. 

“His philosophy is kind of an all-out 
assault,” Reaves said, “like a fullcourt press 
in basketball. It’s relentless pressure. And he 
strives for perfection. Of course, you never 
achieve it, but it's one of his goals.” 

Spurrier is not too modest to take 
pride in the offensive show of a year ago. 

“Our margin of victory was the largest 
in school history, 19.6 points per game,” he 
said. 

And that comes despite two bad beat- 
ings, by Tennessee (45-3) and archrival 
Florida State in the finale (45-30). 

“That's hard to explain,” Spurrier 
said, “because our defense was fifth in the 
nation. The Alabama game was the only 
Close victory we had.” 

Florida's margin of victory is less 
mysterious. 

“As offensive coordinator, | obviously 
want to have the best offense we can have,” 
Spurrier said. “Most head coaches just want 
to win the most games. The idea creeps into 
their minds, ‘Don't beat yourself. Don’t beat 
yourself.’ 

“So you start running the ball three 
times and punting. Instead, we start throw- 
ing the ball. That can backfire on you, but, 
hopefully, your quarterbacks are well- 
schooled in not making the big, stupid play 
to get you beat.” 

To runa top offense, you must have a 
top quarterback. Matthews, a fourth-year ju- 
nior, is just that. 

“If he improves like he did last year,” 
Spurrier said, “he may be the best quarter- 
back in the nation.” 

And the Gators, off probation at last, 
May improve their No.11 ranking and make 
a run at being the best team. 

“The sky's the limit,” Culpepper said. 

Come what may, Spurrier, a young- 
looking 46, doesn't figure to change. 

As former publicist Carlson put it, 
“He basically is the same person now as he 
was when he came as a freshman, other than 
the normal changes of maturity and experi- 
ence. 

“As a freshman, he was a very re- 
laxed, poised, low-key person who always 
seemed to be in control of whatever situa- 
tion he was in. 

“He never got too far out of the mid- 
dle of the road. He never got too worked up 
when things went well. He never got too 
down when things went bad. 

“He was just a real solid person, and 
he still is.” 

As it turned out, the Gators didn't 
need a new miracle worker. The old one has 
done just fine.

state players to come up with one the nation’s top 20 classes. 


isconsin got off to a great start, having committed 18 players 
before Christmas. Then, it hit a slump and didn't get a single commit- 
ment for three weeks. That all changed in a big way when the top- 
rated player in Missouri, All-American RB Terrell Fletcher of St. 
Louis, committed to the Badgers. Fletcher rushed for 1,657 yards and 
37 TDs in ‘90. He turned down offers from Ohio State, lowa, 
Pittsburgh and Colorado. The next day, All-American Rodney 
of Dunwoody, Ga., also announced for the Badgers. The 6-1, 
pound RB runs a 10.5, 100 meters. 
A couple of days after that, three New Jersey stars, All- 
American WR-DB Lee Deramus of Atco, DB Louis Ridley of Red Bank 
and WR Michael London of Atco all committed to the Badgers. 
Deramus is a 6-4, 190-pounder who can run a 10.6, 100 meters 
while London and Ridley both can run 10.7, 100 meters. 

Lineman-wise the Badgers are sitting pretty with All-American 
OLM Tom Dennis of Chicago, All-American Jason Maniecki of 
Wisconsin Dells, OLM Alex Illich of Chicago, NG Haywood Simmons 
of Decatur, Ga.; OLM Steve Stark of Rockton, III.; and DLM Shane 
Kreke of Crown Point, Ind. All are considered blue-chippers with 
bright futures. 

Junior College All-American OLM Mike Bryan of Garden City 
(Kan.) J.C. and LB Dwight Reese of San Jose (Calif.) City College are 
two players who could see immediate playing time next season. In- 
state DLM Cory Raymer of Fond Du Lac is a potential super. After a 
1-10 finish, you would not have figured the Badgers to have much 
success in the recruiting wars — but they did, 
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Andre Hill of Georgetown, Texas, a 6-0, 185-pound All- 
American RB is just what the doctor ordered for the Hawkeye ground 
attack. lowa went into the recruiting season needing a top-flight TB, 
and Andre sure does fit the bill. He rushed for 1,649 yards and 28 
TDs in '90 and was considered to be one of the top three backs in 
Texas. lowa also went out of state to land All-American LBers George 
Bennett of Miami, Fla., and Bobby Diaco of Cedar Grove, N.J. All- 
East TE Scott Slutzker of Hasbrouck Hts., N.J., is a great athlete who 
averages 25 points a game in basketball. A sleeper in this class is 
All-Midwest selection Alfred Bickham, a 6-3, 280-pound DT from 
Chicago. 
wo other Chicago-area players, OLM Troy Foster of Lake Park 
and Mark Hornok of Elgin, are two potential super prospects. QB 
Mike Duprey of Baldwinville, Mass., is one of the top three QB 
prospects in the East. 
n-state, lowa, as always, landed everyone they went after. 
OLM Jeremy Troug of Estherville, Matt Purdy of Cedar Falls, Casey 
Wiegmann of Parkersburg, the Kooiker twins, Evan and Aaron, and 
WR Mike Mulherin of Marion is a great leaper with all the tools to 
star in college ball. 

Todd Romano of W. Palm Beach, Fla., is one of the nation’s 
finest place-kickers. Texas imports, DLM Chip Daniels of Temple, DE 
John Houston of Houston and DB Chris Jackson of Houston, add 
luster to an already impressive recruiting class. 

The Hawkeyes’ preliminary work in scouting the nation’s top 
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prospects is as good as it gets. They are the best at first identifying 
and then evaluating the nation’s top prospects. They proved it once 
again with this year's talented class. 


The Buckeyes lost seven of the top 10 players in the state of 
Ohio, but they did a good job out-of-state and turned what could have 
been a disaster into a pretty good recruiting class. 

QB Bob Hoying of St. Henry was named Mr. Football in Ohio 
this year. He is a big (6-4, 200) strong-armed QB with a nice touch. 
TE Kevin Niekamp is a big target with good hands. OT Greg 
Kuszmaul of Warren is one of the top Midwest LM. The Buckeyes are 
also excited about TE-DE Craig Powell of Youngstown. The 6-5, 215- 
pounder is one of the Midwest's top athletes. 

Ohio State needed help in the secondary and got it with the 
signing of six top-rated defenders: Dwayne Carter of Orchard Lake, 
Mich.; Robert Davis of Twinsburg, Ohio; Marlon Kerner of Columbus, 
Ohio: Jason Louis of Hyattsville, Md.; Walter Taylor of Dallas, Texas, 
and All-American Tito Paul of Kissimmee, Fla. All six are players who 
can hit and run. 

The Buckeyes also took two line stars out of Massachusetts in 
All-East DE C.J. Kelly of Rowley and DT Therone McQueen of Boston. 
Will Hill, a 6-0, 215-pounder of St. Louis, is a load at FB. DE Rod 
Christopher of Jacksonville, Fla., could be the sleeper of this class. 

For the past three years, Buckeye head coach John Cooper 
had known nothing but success in his in-state recruiting efforts, so 
this year’s lack of success must have come as quite a shock.

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GOLDEN GOPHERS

fter he caught a touchdown 

pass last season against lowa, 

University of Minnesota split 
end Keswic Joiner celebrated by spreading 
his arms and legs and dropping straight 
back to the Metrodome's artificial turf. It was 
bad for lowa but good for a laugh. 

“| haven't thought about naming it, 
but some of my friends were calling it the 
‘Nestea plunge,’ ” said Joiner of his antics in 
the regular-season finale. “It was a pretty 
good exclamation point to the season.” 

However, in the months since Joiner's 
backsplash, there have been as many ques- 
tion marks as exclamation points popping 
up for the Gophers (6-5 overall last season, 
5-3 and sixth place in the Big Ten). And little 
of it has pertained to the playing field. 

After a three-year investigation of the 
Gophers’ athletic program, the NCAA hand- 
ed out penalties that included a one-year ex- 
Clusion for the football team from possible 
bowl consideration. (The major allegations 
involved a university administrator giving 
cash and other illegal benefits to football 
players and other athtetes. Notre Dame 
coach Lou Holtz, John Gutekunst's prede- 
cessor at Minnesota, was cited for two 
minor violations. Gutekunst was not impli- 
cated in the main body of charges.) 

The NCAAs action frustrated a 
Gopher coaching staff and team that had 
reason to anticipate bow! consideration this 
season. Minnesota finished 6-5 for the 
fourth time in Gutekunst's five seasons, but 
defeated two bowl-bound teams — Indiana 
and lowa. In addition, 34 lettermen return 
this fall, including 16 starters (7 from of- 
fense, 9 from defense). Two veteran quarter- 
backs, Marquel Fleetwood and Scott 
Schaffner, are back, as is a solid corps of re- 
Ceivers and running backs, linebackers and 
defensive backs. 

The question: Without the carrot of a 
bowl game hanging in front of them, can the 
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Gopuers Have SELFisH Motives Tus YEAR 


Gophers muster enthusiasm — not to men- 
tion victories — in the season ahead? 

Gutekunst will wait and see. 

“The test will come in one of the 
games this year, where it's a close game, and 
we're fighting for our life,” he said. “Or its 
Tuesday, and the other school is talking about 
they need a win to go to a bow! game. That'll 


be the test if the kids mean it when they say 
this (the NCAA penalty) is behind us.” 

Said defensive end Ben Williams: “I 
just hope the NCAA thing won't affect how 
the team plays. I'm afraid when the season 
starts, and the hype starts about where 
teams are going to bowls, everybody will 
duck their head.” 

Under NCAA rules, any of the 25 
Gopher seniors can transfer and play this 
fall without sitting out a year. But Gutekunst 
and several sources on the team said no one 
was leaving. 

Schaffner, a fifth-year senior, sounded 
a note of anger, saying: “People say we (se- 
niors) shouldn't whine. In their minds, we 
got off easy. But in the minds of people in 
my class, we didn’t get off easy. We were 
punished for what happened when we 
weren't even here.” 

Fleetwood, a junior, said the NCAA 
penalty “devastated us as a team,” but

added, “This still could be the year for us. 
We've got a chance to win the Big Ten, anda 
lot to do with how the others finish. To 
smoke the Big Ten, that’s our goal because 
we're basically playing for ourselves.” 

The Gophers have shown amazing 
capacity to bounce back. Take last season. 
They were upset by Utah in the opener, 35- 
29, on a flukey touchdown as time ran out, 
but came back the next week with a new 
quarterback — Fleetwood replacing the 
error-prone Schaffner — to beat lowa State, 
20-16. Then the Gophers packed their bags 
and were flogged by Nebraska, 56-0. 

“Nebraska could have named the 
score,” said Minnesota athletic director Rick 
Bay, a consistent Gutekunst supporter. “I 
thought if there was a time when this team, 
this program, could go into the tank, it was 
right then — and they didn’t do that.” 

Instead, Minnesota, with Gutekunst 
seizing control of the defense, stormed back 
with three consecutive Big Ten victories, in- 
cluding a 12-0 victory over indiana. It was 
the Gophers’ first shutout since 1977. Even 
with their customary wipeout by Ohio State 
at Columbus, Ohio (52-23), the Gophers 
were only one game out of first when the 
dust — and Joiner — had settled. 

This season, Gutekunst is hoping for 
the sort of injury-free season that blessed 
the Gophers in ‘80. The schedule is tougher 
than a year ago. The non-conference menu 
consists of San Jose State, Colorado and 
Pittsburgh. Too, the Gophers replace pere- 
nially weak Northwestern with Illinois, 
against whom Minnesota opens its confer- 
ence season Oct. 5 in Champaign. 

No matter. Gutekunst exhibits an anx- 
iousness to begin the season, bowl possi- 
bility or no. It will be his deepest squad ever. 

“| think when you look at the third 
group of people at certain spots, you'd have 
to say, definitely yes, this is our best nucle- 
us in six years,” Gutekunst said. “But I'm not

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going to sit here — and no one in my pro- 
fession would sit here — and say when you 
look at our first group of people, that that’s 
the same type of people that Michigan and 
Penn State and those types of schools are 
recruiting.” 

“But we could become a very good 
football team because we can withstand 
some quirks of fate at some of the skilled 
positions offensively and defensively any- 
where off the line of scrimmage. 

“But we could also be a not-very- 
good football team (if it turns out) our line- 
men, both offensively and defensively, aren't 
good enough yet. And that, to me, very sim- 
ply is going to be the key.” 

The Gophers have lost three starters 
from the middle of the offensive line, includ- 
ing All-Big Ten center Chris Thome. Chip 
Brixius, a senior afflicted with kneecap prob- 
lems, has been moved from the defensive 
line to center. Brixius, who has never started 
a game, will follow a line of talent at the po- 
sition, winding from Ray Hitchcock to Brian 
Williams to Thome. Junior Scott 
Hendrickson, is expected to settle into a va- 
cated guard position, while sophomore Neil 
Fredenberg moves in at tackle. 

Overall, this is the greenest offensive 
line Gutekunst has had at Minnesota. The 
two returning regulars — tackle Keith 
Ballard and guard Ted Harrison — are only 
redshirt juniors. 

“Ballard has really blossomed,” 
Gutekunst said. “And Harrison can be as 
good as we've had here.” 

Meanwhile, Fleetwood expressed 
confidence that the young line would jell 
and excel. 

“There may be a void in the middle of 
the line, but our young guys are very hun- 
gry,” he said. “People say they're pups, but 
those young pups have the appetites of full- 
grown dogs.” 

Fleetwood and Schaffner, good 
friends, enter their third season of compet- 
ing for quarterback. 

“We both realize this is a competitive 
sport, and we try to be No. 1 on the field,” 
Fleetwood said. “But whoever is No. 2 will 
try to give No. 1 a boost. There isn't any per- 
sonal vendetta.” 

Schaffner started in ‘89 and held the 
Position through last fall’s camp. However, 
he lost the job in the opener by being in- 
volved in two turnovers that Utah turned into 
touchdowns. 

“| couldn't afford to play poorly, and | 
did,” Schaffner said. “It was bad timing. | 
have no one to blame but myself.” 

Enter Fleetwood, who faced a 19-0 
deficit, but nearly extracted a victory by run- 
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ning for a touchdown and throwing for three 
others. 

Fleetwood, who has brought his 
passing game under control, finished eighth 
in Big Ten passing efficiency (55.6 percent 
completions), ninth in total offense (nearly 
1,500 yards) and 16th in rushing (268 
yards). 

“Marquel's improvement was dramat- 
ic,” Gutekunst said. “Throwing the ball, he 
sees the field so well. He knew he could run. 
The pressure he puts on a defense... 

“He stays in the pocket well. We knew 
he doesn't get rattled by the rush. He's got a 
stronger arm than Scott, and his accuracy 
improved so much.” 

Schaffner replaced the injured 
Fleetwood and led a 21-3 victory over 
Wisconsin. (Playing in nine games, 
Schaffner completed nearly 57 percent of his 
passes for 597 yards and 6 touchdowns.) It 
was reminiscient of the year before, when 
Fleetwood started for the injured Schaffner 
and engineered a victory. 

“think we're very strong there (at quarter- 
back),” Gutekunst said. “But what neither of them 
has proven is that they can finish a game.” 

Tight end Patt Evans, gives Gutekunst 
a bona fide pass-catching threat (22 catches 
for 244 yards and 1 TD in ‘90). “He's got the 
best hands we've ever had here — for a 
tight end or anybody,” Gutekunst said. 

Joiner and oft-injured Paul Hopewell, 
both seniors, will be pushed by younger re- 
ceivers with experience. Last season, Gutekunst 
complained the Gophers didn't have the speed 
at receiver to separate the defensive backs from 
the linebackers. But that might change this fall 
with bumers like split end Omar Douglas, a 
sophomore. “He can fly. He could be a sleeper,” 
Gutekunst said. 

Sophomore running back Mark Smith 
studied the films of his celebrated predeces- 
sor, Darrell Thompson, for inspiration. It 
must have helped, because Smith finished 
10th among conference rushers, with 700 
yards in 196 carries. 

“He began starting the second or 
third game, and he took advantage of his 
opportunity,” Gutekunst said. 

Behind Smith are sophomore Chuck 
Rios, the team's third-leading rusher with 
231 yards; sophomore Antonio Carter, who 
Tebounded from a shoulder separation in fall 
camp to be an effective short-yardage run- 
ner; senior Al Settembrino; and, redshirt 
freshman Dan LiSanti. 

“All of them are pro-type backs,” 
Gutekunst said. “All are big (200 pounds or 
More), all can run the football, all have got 
Qreat feet, and they all can catch extremely 
well. There’s no blazer in the group, but 
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there's nobody slow.” 

Senior Jim King returns at fullback, 
which will help the young running backs. 
“Its a lot easier to concentrate on taking a 
handoff to know that King won't just block 
— he'll be all over you,” Gutekunst said. 

Gutekunst, who was Holtz’s defensive 
coordinator, frets about the defensive line 
but little else in the unit. 

“| think the front is the weakest part of 
the defense,” he said. “We can't overmatch 
(an opponent) in any one thing. We don’t 
have great speed. We don’t have great size. 
We're going to have to play well as a unit.” 

The Gophers also don’t have second 
team All-Big Ten defensive tackle Mike 
Sunvold, who required double-blocking at- 
tention as a senior. Taking his place will be 
Kraig Hackbarth, senior who will be pressed 
by Dennis Cappella, a sophomore who has 
impressed coaches with his zeal. 

In Minnesota's stunt 4-3, the other 
three linemen are returning senior starters: 
Williams, 240 pounds; Anthony Bryant and 
Gary Isakson. Of the three, only Williams 
Managed a top 10 listing in the conference's 
individual defensive statistics. He was sixth 
in sacks with six for 47 yards. Williams is 
the holler guy of the defense, a dancer and 
prancer after sacks. 

“| do dances because they're crowd- 
pleasing things,” he said. “The way | look at it, 
the game is 50 percent entertainment, 50 per- 
cent business. ! give the entertainment side.” 

Minnesota linebackers, all back for 
‘91, give the business side. Senior strong- 
outside linebacker Joel Staats, began start- 
ing three years ago as a freshman. 
Sophomore weak-outside linebacker Russ 
Heath battled mononucleosis early last fall 
but started the Big Ten opener against 
Purdue and was never dislodged. “He's one 
of our best pass defenders, plus he runs 
well and has good feet,” Gutekunst said. 

One of the Gophers’ most pleasant 
surprises last season was middle linebacker 
William Collins, a sophomore who started 
as a true freshman. Collins arrived at 
Minnesota with impressive credentials as a 
Tunning back, but Minnesota needed him 
More on defense. He missed the last two 
games with injuries, but finished with 85 
tackles, fifth best on the team. He also had 
three fumble recoveries and three passes 
broken up. “He's big and he's as fast as the 
devil,” Gutekunst said. “He has a chance to 
be a great one.” 

Ifa starting linebacker falters or is in- 
jured, look for help to arrive from Anre Davis 
and the brothers Wolkow, Todd and Lance. 

Last season, the Gophers’ secondary 
stopped weighing down the defense and

Gutekunst suspended Hendrickson 
from spring practice so that Hendrickson, who was not even listed on 
the spring roster, could concentrate on his studies. Smith had his 
Starting status revoked and will have to re-earn the berth. 


No. 2 quarterback Scott Schaffner had workouts at split end. 
Schaffner, who has 4.5 speed in the 40, said his favorite position was 
quarterback but that he “wanted to play” somewhere. Gutekunst said 
Schaffner probably would remain at quarterback, but that the senior 
should be prepared to help at receiver if needed. 


Scott Eckers, a redshirt freshman quarterback from suburban 
Minneapolis, impressed the coaches with his composure in an early 
scrimmage. He completed 10-of-14 passes, including a 9-yard TD pass 
to running back Chuck Rios. “It's the best he (Eckers) performed under 
live pressure,” Gutekunst said. Gutekunst also was pleased with the 
work of reserve quarterback Rob St. Sauver, a redshirt freshman from 
St. Paul. Split end Keswic Joiner, who played quarterback until shifted

**PNOUBLE DANGER”’

M ichigan State's football program has produced National 


Championship teams, National Coaches-of-the-Year, and Maxwell, 
Lombardi and Butkus Award winners. 
But never a Heisman Trophy recipient. Not a single winner or runner- 
up in all the Spartans’ star-studded seasons since 1935 when the trophy 
was first awarded. 
his year, there's a realistic chance that could change. The question 
is whether junior tailback Tico Duckett or senior flanker and kick returner 1 
Courtney Hawkins would be responsible for the breakthrough. 

“| think they both have a legitimate shot,” said Coach George Perles. 
“The score is 0-0. And based on ability, Tico and Courtney have as great an 
opportunity as anyone else in the country.” 
“Those two match up with any pair we had in our glory days. They're 
both phenoms,” said Fred Stabley, the school’s sports information director 
rom 1948-1980 and the author of “The Spartans,” a history of MSU foot- 
ball.

The school's sports information office plans a low-key promotion for 
both players, letting their performances and personalities do most of 
talking when it comes to individual honors. 
Their numbers are eye-catching enough, without any hype. And their 
ames are the type that could stick with voters when the candidates’ statis- 

ics all tend to run together. 
If the preseason Heisman favorite, Brigham Young quarterback Ty 
Detmer, slips in a bid to repeat, and if his best-known competition, Houston 
passer David Klingler, can’t turn his gaudy stats into votes, the door should 
be open. 

“Tico has to be considered a major contender,” said Michigan State 
sports information director Ken Hoffman. “People in the East know him from 
yy a 229-yard day at Rutgers. And people in the West know him from the bow! 
game against USC. He's in excellent position. 

“Courtney is just a game-breaker. And being MVP in the John 
Hancock Bowl, he showcased all his abilities. Best of all, he's a gentleman 
and a role model. But everyone knows you win or lose the Heisman on the 
field.” 

Last fall, Duckett, a 5-foot-10, 185-pound sprinter, split time at tail- 
back with NFL hopeful Hyland Hickson and still finished sixth in the nation 
in rushing with 1,376 yards in 11 regular-season games. 

Together, the Duckett-Hickson tandem gained a Big Ten-record 2,590 
yards, surpassing the mark set by two-time Heisman winner Archie Griffin 
and scoring machine Pete Johnson, a tailback-fullback combination at Ohio 
State.

There would be a new football com- 
plex, weight rooms, practice fields, lights 
and a scoreboard. Mallory was told the en- 
tire football operation would move from the 
bowels of Assembly Hall to Memorial 
Stadium. It was to be “our own house,” as 
allory called it. 
“| shook my head when | first saw the 
facilities,” recalled Mallory. “I didn’t say 


i" 
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anything to anybody, but | thought, ‘Holy 
mackerel! If you can make anything out of 
this, you're doing a heck of a job.’ 

“| liked the challenge of it all. 
Football had struggled 
here, but | never looked at 
Indiana as a loser. There 
were too many: programs 
here doing well. Why 
couldn't football be re- 
spectable, too? 

“Ralph said it 
wasn't going to be easy, 
and | knew it wouldn't. | 
certainly proved him right 
that first year by not win- 
ning a game.” 

Even Northwestern, 
the Big Ten’s perennial 
doormat, got in a good 
lick on the Hoosiers in 
1984 by winning 40-37. 
Ohio State showed no 
mercy in a 50-7 thrash- 
ing. (Remember that 
score.) 

Mallory's 1985 
leam opened with four 
victories before losing its 
jast seven as the schedule 
loughened. The worst de- 
eat was to Ohio State, 50- 
7, again in Columbus. 
Remember that score.) 

Then came 1986, 
he season of re-awaken- 
ing. On the strength of a 
7-14 upset of Michigan 
State, Mallory led the 
Hoosiers to their first win- 
ning season since 1980 
and to a berth in the All- 
American Bowl. 

Something else 
also happened — or al- 
most happened — that year. Ohio State es- 
caped Bloomington with a 24-22 victory. In 
his post-game press conference, Ohio State 
coach Earle Bruce gave the Hoosiers little 
credit and remarked that “the real measure 
of their improvement will be when they 
come to Columbus next year.” 

A year later the Hoosiers brought 
their yardsticks to The Horseshoe and used 
them to whip the Buckeyes in a 31-10 rout. 
The game wasn't even that close as the 
Hoosiers outgained the Buckeyes 405-264 
in total yards. 

Bruce, who had once served simulta- 
neously with Mallory under the late Woody 
Hayes at Ohio State, called the moment the 
“darkest day” of his 38-year association with 
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the school as a player, alumnus, assistant, 
and head coach. 

Ironically, it was Mallory’s brightest 
day at Indiana. 


In 1984 Bill Mallory took over as the school's third head coach in three years. 


hat was critical ... getting rid of the 
jinx they had on us,” said Mallory, whose 
Hoosiers had not beaten OSU since 1951, 
the first college football game Mallory ever 
saw. “I think that convinced our guys we 
could play with the people in this league. 
“Getting Michigan (14-10) the same 
year helped, too. | hope to see us do that 
again sometime soon.” 
he Hoosiers finished second in the 
conference that season with a 6-2 record 
and were 8-4 overall following a 27-22 loss 
to Tennessee in the Peach Bowl. 

hey have gone 37-32-1 and attend- 
ed four post-season bowls in Mallory’s six 
seasons since 1984's winless campaign. His 
rebuilding program progressed to an 8-3-1 
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season in 1988, a year that included a 41-7 

thrashing of Ohio State and a 34-10 Liberty 

Bowl win over South Carolina. The bowl vic- 

tory was the final building block in the foun- 
dation of success that 
25 seniors, many from 
Mallory's first recruiting 
class, had accom- 
plished at 1.U. under 
Mallory. 

The I.U. admin- 
istration had delivered 
its promise of support, 
and Mallory had, in re- 
turn, delivered re- 
spectability to the foot- 
ball program. 

“We never got 
discouraged, and we 
never panicked,” said 
Mallory, cited as the 
league's Coach-of-the- 
Year in 1987 and 1988. 
“We just kept pluggin’ 
away.” 


y. 

Coaches familiar 
with Mallory’s methods 
are not surprised by his 
success at Indiana. 

“Not in the 
least,” said former 
Notre Dame coach Ara 
Parseghian, who had 
Mallory as a player 
from 1953-55 at Miami 
of Ohio. “As a matter of 
fact, | predicted it. All 
you have to do is look 
at the guy's track 
record. 

“Here's a guy 
who was not only suc- 
cessful at the Miami 
level (as a coach at 
Miami of Ohio) but 
went on and was successful at Colorado be- 
ore he was victimized by the politics there. 

“Then, he turned around and ground 
his way right back up to the top at Northern 
llinois. And somebody is going to tell me 
hey didn’t expect him to be successful?” 

Mallory has done it with discipline, 
fundamental football, and group after group 
of overachievers. For every Anthony 
Thompson who has played for Mallory, there 
ave been a half-dozen walk-ons or little-re- 
cruited players who helped make |.U. a 
haven for the underrated and overlooked. 

Seven of Mallory's players are play- 
ing in the NFL, and only two of them, 
Thompson of the Phoenix Cardinals and 
place-kicker Pete Stoyanovich of the Miami 
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Dolphins, were highly recruited. 

His list of overachieving pros in- 
Cludes Ernie Jones and Tim Jorden of 
Phoenix, Van Waiters of Cleveland, Dan 
Stryzinski of Pittsburgh, and Eric Moore, a 
starting guard for the Super Bow! champion 
New York Giants. Jones was headed for the 
Mid-American Conference before Mallory 
snagged him, and Stryzinski was a walk-on. 

Mallory is a strong believer in red- 
shirting freshmen — “I like to give them 
time to develop that first year” — and is just 
as successful with walk-ons. Mallory said 
he'd still encourage walk-ons even if the 
program rises to the prominence of never 
needing them. 

“They're hungry,” said Mallory. 

Mallory’s most successful walk-on 
was linebacker Joe Huff, who developed into 
the team’s MVP by the time he graduated in 
1988. Four starters in last year's Peach Bowl 
lineup — strong safety Dave Ane, offensive 
guard Scott Boatman, quarterback Chris 
Dyer, and defensive tackle Chris McCoy — 
started out as walk-ons. 

Mallory recruits kids who love foot- 
ball. Blue-collar, lunch-box totin’ types. 

“In some cases they're kids who were 
overlooked,” said Mallory. “You find kids 
who want to play on this level but aren't 
quite ready. 

“| just look to see if they can help us. 
I've always liked to see young men like that 
come on and show themselves.” 

Mallory says he doesn't get caught 
up in the recruiting ratings game. 

“My wife read where we were rated 
low this year, and | said, ‘We're rated low 
every year.’ When those guys start knowing 
More than me, then t'd better step out and let 
them take over. 

“We've got kids who were not the 
Parade (magazine) All-Americans, but they 
were hungry to be successful. They are the 
kind of players | like. | can relate to them.” 

Perhaps Mallory’s penchant for over- 
achievers comes from the fact that he, too, 
was one as a player. 

“Nothing came easy to me,” said 
Mallory. “I always had to plug. | always ap- 
preciated the coaches who gave me the op- 
portunity to prove myself.” 

Parseghian says Mallory typically 
underestimates his talent as a player. 
Parseghian recruited Mallory to Miami. 

“He was very tenacious and consci- 
entious,” recalled Parseghian, who used 
Mallory at offensive and defensive end. “He 
had leadership qualities because he did all 
of the things right. 

“He was very dedicated, and there 
was no levity of any kind to distract from

what our program was. He was never in 
trouble. He was just what you call a good, 
solid, fundamental person — and a very 
good football player.” 

Mallory was twice named to the All- 
Mid-American Conference team. 

“When it comes to his players, Bill 
knows what | know: you can measure to a 
certain degree the physical capabilities of an 
individual, but you can’t measure the size of 
a heart,” said Parseghian. “I think he saw 
that as a player at Miami and became more 
aware of it when he became a coach. He rec- 
ognizes that, and he'll work with people to 
help develop their growth potential.” 

Mallory said, “You can do a lot with a 
football player if you go about it the right way.” 

“I don’t think there's anything that 
can't be improved.” 

Mallory, whose father Guy was a bas- 
ketball coach, first became seriously inter- 
ested in football while playing at Sandusky 
High School, one of the hotbeds of football 
in Ohio. 

After graduation in 1953, Mallory 
played three years for Parseghian and one 
for Pont at Miami. His father encouraged 
him to attend graduate school at Bowling 
Green, where he served as a grad assistant 
under Doyt Perry. 

Perry convinced Mallory to take a 
high school coaching position before he 
tried the colleges, and the young coach 
wound up at one of the best programs in 
Ohio. East Palestine was a town of about 
6,500 where Friday night football was a way 
of life. 

“Why, to this day, Ted Hersch ever hired 
Bill Maltory, I'll never know,” said Mallory of 
the late superintendent of schools. “I know that 
when he hired this young buck out of college 
he took some heat. 

“Lcan remember some reporter from 
the area coming up to me and saying, 
‘Listen, a lot of us make our living off what 
you do. The success of my paper depends 
on you.’ He kind of stuck the heat to me.” 

Mallory’s team went undefeated and 


finished 12th in the state that year. 

Mallory returned to Bowling Green, 
where he was an assistant to Perry for six 
years, spent a year as an assistant at Yale, 
and then helped Woody Hayes build a na- 
tional power at Ohio State. 

He was named head coach at Miami 
of Ohio in 1969 and went 7-3 in each of his 
first four years there and 11-0 in 1973. In 
five years at Colorado, he posted a 35-21-1 
fecord, including a Big Eight Conference co- 
championship in 1976, when the Buffaloes 
weren't the power they are today. 

Then, after being out of football for a 
year, he returned to work his magic at 
Northern Illinois where, in four years, he 
brought the program to where it won its first 
Mid-American Conference championship. 
Not surprisingly, he was named the 1983 
MAC Coach-of-the-Year. 

Although Mallory modestly gives 
credit to those people who helped him along 
the way, he must accept some of it himself. 

“Tl guess you can say | took a lot of 
pride in what | did, and t've worked hard at 
it,” said Mallory. “I've been surrounded with 
good people and that’s how you win — with 
people — whether it's players, coaches or 
the people you work for.” 

Pride is a key word with Mallory. If 
there's anything he tries to instill in his play- 
ers, it’s pride. 

“AIL | ask of a young man is to try to 
make himself better and take pride in him- 
self,” said Mallory. 

Yes, self-pride is part of the reason 
Mallory's players play hard. But they also 
bust their rears for the man himself, much 
like the son who doesn't want to let his fa- 
ther down. You can see it on the field and in 
the weight room. 

“Bill has such high expectations for 
his players,” says |.U. strength coach Bill 
Montgomery, who is as close to the players 
as any staff member. “He's always telling 
them, ‘We can get you better. We can get you 
better.’ If he can get kids believing that, they 
can get themselves better. 

“He also has such high expectations 
for himself. It's not like, ‘You do this and I'll 
do something different.” 

Mallory is a strong, authoritative per- 
son who will kick your rear or pat it, de- 
Pending on which you deserve. What you 
see is what you get with Mallory, and the 
players like that. 

“They can trust him,” said 
Montgomery. “He tells you how it is, and he 
backs it up. And he'll go to great lengths for 
these kids, too.” 

And they obviously have gone to 
great lengths for him. 
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Mill Coleman remains to be seen. 

“I'm really not worried about that,” 
Hawkins said. “And I'm not concerned about 
records and awards. My No. 1 goal is just to 
become a better receiver and a better all- 
around player.” 

To do that, he may also have to be a vol- 
unteer assistant coach. With the 
Spartans hiring a new offensive co- 
ordinator to replace Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers’ hire Morris Watts, 

Hawkins hopes to lead by example. 

“| think | have some teach- 
ing to do,” he said, referring to 
the departure of split end James 
Bradley, who led a ground-bound 
team with 32 receptions for 517 
yards. “We have to develop an- 
other receiver. But we've got guys 
who are fast and can catch. All 
they have to do is learn to read 
defenses.” 

Junior Brian Howard and 
sophomore Brian Winters should 
benefit from studying Hawkins’ 
le, just as Hawkins did from 
ison, and Rison did from Ingram. 


awkins can break Rison’s MSU career record 
146, the ninth-best total in Big Ten history.

If that happens, the Spartans could 
win or share their third league title since 
1987 and stay in the hunt for national hon- 
ors throughout “Duck” and “Hawk” seasons. 
If not, the idea of Heisman recogni- 
tion for either individual might be a moot 
point in December and a line of thinking that 
was probably for the birds. 
“There's a possibility the two players 
could cancel each other out,” Hoffman said. 
“We haven't had two skill-position players 
share the spotlight like this since Steve 
Juday and Clinton Jones in 1965. 
“But that’s not something you worry 
about. If it happens, chances are Michigan State 
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will have a great year. And that’s the mast im- 
portant thing. All we want to do is present their 
cases and let the cream rise to the top.” 

Duckett is in as good a position to do 
that as any back this side of the NFL— and 
in a better position than Hawkins, who de- 
cided before the end of last season that his 
pro football dream would have to wait. 

“I've always said I'd be back next sea- 
son,” said Hawkins, a criminal justice major.

If time heals all wounds, including 
the gaping holes left by graduation, MSU 
should have another potent rushing attack 
with Duckett and a new partner.

It just means 
we have to live up to it.” 

Asa runner, he has had to live up to the 
standards of the soft-spoken White, who gain 
4,887 yards from 1984-87, and the troubled Blake 
Ezor, who had 3,749 from 1986-89. 

As a person, the choice was as clear 
as the field Duckett sees when he turns th 
corner with his 4.3-second 40-yard speed. 

“| guess I'm more like Lorenzo,” he 
said. “I've been to the hospitals and nursing 
homes. And even though it's depressing, it 
might be the first time some of those people 
have smiled in awhile.”

im Colletto is no stranger to 
Purdue football. 


He was a Boilermaker assistant 
coach and offensive coordinator from 1982- 
84. And, he was a candidate for the head 
coaching job five years ago when Fred Akers 
was hired. 
ow, he’s been picked to replace 
Akers and try to put some life into a pro- 
gram that's had only one winning season in 
the last 10 and only five since 1969, 

he obvious question is, what's the 
attraction? 
wo things, really. 

he first is 1984, Colletto’s last year 
al Purdue, and the last time t 
Boilermakers enjoyed a winning season, fin- 
ishing 7-5 with Jim Everett at quarterback, 
losing to Virginia in the Peach Bowl, 

he second is a three-year stretch 
from 1978-1980, when the Boilermakers, 
with Jim Young coaching and Mark 
Herrmann quarterbacking, won three con- 
secutive bow! games and posted more victo- 
fies than any team in the Big Ten. 

“So, consequently, history tells you 
the program hasn't been real good at times, 
but it also has been extremely good at 
times,” Colletto says. 

Since leaving Purdue in 1984, 
Colletto has been the offensive coordinator 
for three-year stints at Arizona State and 
Ohio State. 

“| have, | think, a pretty decent idea of 
what it takes to win,” he says. 

And at Purdue that means changing 
both the offense and the defense, 

On offense, Colletto is scrapping the 
fun-and-shoot for a two-back, drop-back, 
pro-style attack. 

On defense, he's using a 5-2 scheme 
with mostly zone coverages, compared to 
The defense will be built around junior Jeff 
Zgonina, who is switching from defensive tackle 
to nose guard. 
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the man-to-man coverage used most of the 
time under Akers. 

The offense is basically the same one 
he's used the past nine years. Colletto main- 
tains that Everett or any one of his former 
players could return today and recognize the 
offense. 

For starters, Colletto vows to improve 


Purdue's anemic running attack of recent 
years. 


In the past five seasons, the 
Boilermakers have managed the meager to- 
als of 623, 973, 966, 637 and 612 net yards 
rushing —as a team. 

But one of the pleasant surprises in 
he spring was the performance of the run- 
ning backs. 
And there is a stable full of promising 
young candidates — junior Tony Vinson, 
sophomores Arlee Conners, Jeff Hill, Galen 
orrow and John Oglesby. 

“Hill's a good, hard runner,” Colletto 
says of the highly recruited prep running 
back from Cincinnati who was used primari- 
y as a receiver last year in the run-and- 
shoot. 

“He can make guys miss. He's nifty. 
n practice, he flat made people miss him. 
He's got great speed. Oglesby looks like a 
big-time back. Vinson’s got the size and 


speed you're looking for.” 

And they will be joined in the fall by 
All-American prep star Corey Rogers, 
thought by some to be Purdue's top recrui 
since Jeff George. 

At least one of those sophomores or 
freshmen probably will be redshirted, 

But senior Jerome Sparkman figures 
to see plenty of action, after sitting out las! 
season with personal problems. 

He's returned with renewed enthusi- 
asm, and has impressed Colletto, particular- 
ly with his blocking ability. 

“Jerome Sparkman has done an out- 
standing job,” he says. “He's run real well, 
and he's as good a blocking fullback as I've 
come across in a long, long time.” 

And while Sparkman is literally start- 
ing over, so is quarterback Eric Hunter, in a 
sense, 


Hunter burst onto the scene two years 
ago at midseason with his super strong arm 
free-wheeling style to become the Big Ten's 
Freshman-of-the-Year. 

Last year he struggled somewhat, 
learning the run-and-shoot and trying to 
control his scrambling. 

“It didn't help him a lick,” Colletto 
says. “He's almost starting over like a fresh- 
man quarterback.” 

Hunter is learning to become more of 
a drop-back passer, but he's also being 
asked to run the ball more, including on op- 
tions and rollouts. 
“His ability to get himself out of trou- 
ble is there,” Colletto says. “But we have got 
to corral that to a large degree because he’s 
got to hang in there and hang with some 
passes for awhile to get a feel for what's 
going on. 
“The problem right now is that we're 
not a real good pass protection team, so he 
needs to scramble around. 

“He's going to make plays on his 
own, athletically. And we don’t want to take

“A lot of his big games, taking noth- 
ing away from Eric, were played when they 
were way, far behind ...” Colletto says. 

“It's when you can do it against the 


first-team guys, when the game's on the line, 


when you get measured as to what kind of 
player you are. 
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“Athletically, he can do everything. 
He's got an arm that can reach any part of 


improve, and his touch on the ball has to 
ee because he has a tendency to 
hrow it too hard when a guy's not too far 
away from him. 

“But he has the kinds of skills you're 
ooking for.” 

His wide receivers are young, but 
Colletto believes, a talented group. 
Super-quick Ernest Calloway led the 
Boilermakers with 47 catches for 541 yards 
ast season as a sophomore. 

Two other juniors impressed Colletto 
in the spring. Rodney Dennis had 17 recep- 
tions for 331 yards and Jermaine Ross 15 
for 228 last year. 

Colletto’s biggest concern is in the 
offensive line, at strong tackle and tight end 
in particular. 

The Boilermakers will build around 
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he field from anywhere. His accuracy has to 
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returning starters Bob Dressel at center and 
Denny Chronopoulos at guard. 

And Colletto also likes what he has 
seen of quick tackle Derick Schmidt and 
guard Pete Trinidad. 

But the strong tackle position is up for 
grabs between three inexperienced players — 
junior Kevin Janiak, sophomore Elvin Caldwell 
and redshirt freshman Ryan Grigson. 

“Its a complete wide open affair,” 
Colletto says. “All of them really lack experience 
as offensive linemen. The strong tackle position 
is one of great concern at this point.” 

And so is tight end, a position that 
was non-existent in the run-and-shoot. 

The candidates are juniors Andy 
Ozlowski, a converted defensive end; Sean 
Majewski, a converted center; and redshirt fresh- 
man Jay Wittig, also a former defensive end.

Spring UPDATE 


New Purdue Coach Jim Colletto subscribes to the philosophy that you 
can't win in the Big Ten without solid defense and a sound running 
game. He went into spring practice and came out with concerns about 
his running game, but liked the hitting he saw on defense. 


The offensive line worries him, but he was pleased with what he saw 
of his young running backs. In fact, he has so many good, young ones, 
it’s likely that at least one of them will be redshirted, so they all don't 
use up their eligibility at once. Sophomores Jeff Hill, John Oglesby, 
Galen Morrow and Arlee Conners all were impressive in the 
spring.They will be joined in the fall by All-American recruit Corey 
Rogers of Chicago. 


Colletto is encouraged by a defense that has some hitters he says “will 
knock you into next week,” or “will knock you inside out.” 


The Boilermakers escaped serious injury in the spring. Senior John 
Sikora and sophomore Mike Krabbe reinjured knees that were 
operated on last fall, but neither is serious and both will be ready in the 
fall. Sikora is slated to back up nose guard Jeff Zgonina, and Krabbe 
will be a reserve linebacker. 


Sophomore Jeff Hill, who moved over from wide receiver to claim the 
No. 1 tailback job in the spring, missed the last couple of days with a 
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kidney bruise, but it too was not serious. Punter Eric Bruun had 
arthroscopic surgery to repair an old knee injury, but was punting just 
a few days after spring practice. 


Purdue could regain the services of two players in the fall. Offensive 
lineman Jim Wormsley, a senior, and junior linebacker Kevin 
Strickland both were academically ineligible last season. Their status 
won't be known until after summer school. But Colletto says that even 
if both regain their eligibility, it will be tough for them to contribute right 
away, after sitting out a year and missing spring practice when the new 
Coaching staff was installing a new offense and defense. 


Purdue gets a break on its schedule this year. The Boilermakers pick 
up Wisconsin and drop Ohio State from the slate. Colletto won't listen 
to those who say the Boilermakers might be able to build up a little 
momentum with a softer early schedule. Purdue opens at home against 
Eastern Michigan, and then after a tough test at California and a stern 
challenge against Notre Dame, the Boilermakers begin Big Ten play 
against Northwestern, Minnesota and Wisconsin. But Colletto says 
there is no “soft” part of the schedule for a 2-9 team. 


OK, then, how about a hard part of the schedule, which is what the 
Boilermakers will face in the second half of the season, when they will 
play lowa, Michigan, Illinois, Michigan State and rival Indiana. 
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enough to make plays,” Colletto says. “And 
we're good enough to play in the Big Ten. 

“| have real concern about our tight 
end position, and whether our offensive line 
can give the quarterback good enough pro- 
tection against the good teams and do a 
good enough job blocking to get these guys 
in a position where they can make some 
plays. 

“In the skilled places, again, | think 
we've got good athletes. But the game will 
be won if you give ‘em enough time to do 
what they're good at doing.” 

And if the defense can stop the other 
guys from doing what they're good at doing. 

The Boilermakers on defense should 
be strong up front and awfully young in the 
secondary. 

The defense will be built around ju- 
nior Jeff Zgonina, who is switching from de- 
fensive tackle to nose guard. 

Last year, Zgonina was a second- 
team All-Big Ten pick when he led confer- 
ence linemen and tied for fifth overall with 
123 tackles. He also ranked second in the 
league in tackles for loss (20 for minus 64 
yards). 

Colletto says Zgonina reminds him of 
former Notre Dame All-American nose guard 
Chris Zorich. 

“Jeff Zgonina at nose guard, and I've 
said this to him personally, and it's been 
printed in the papers, if he isn’t an All- 
American, it’s his own fault,” Colletto says. 

“You don’t have guys that are as big 
and as fast as him very often. And we're 
putting him in a position where he ought to 
make a lot of plays.” 

Zgonina ought to have plenty of ex- 
perienced help up front, with eight seniors 
vying for spots in the front seven. 

Returning starters are tackle Kris 
Burns and Frank Kmet, switching from end 
to tackle, and Peyton Minter, making the 
minor adjustment from end to outside 
linebacker. 

Also back are starting linebackers 
Jim Schwantz and Eric Beatty. 

Schwantz played hurt most of last 
year but still finished with 83 tackles, in- 
cluding 11 for minus 65 yards. Two years 
ago as a sophomore he had 137 tackles. 

Beatty had 111 tackles as a sopho- 
more starter last season but is being pushed 
this year by senior Dan Brekke. 

“Our strength on defense is up front,” 
Colletto says. But in the secondary, Colletto 
Must replace four starters in cornerbacks 
Steve Jackson and Jarrett Scales, strong 
safety Terry Johnson and free safety Nat 


Martin. : 
Colletto is looking at eight players as 
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possible replacements, led by junior Tank 
Adams and sophomore Jimmy Young, a 
converted running back-wide receiver, at 
cornerback, and fifth-year senior Rick Smith 
and sophomore Pat Johnson at the safeties. 

Pushing them are Shane Foster, Brian 
Thurman, Ikee Dozier and John Jackson — 
all redshirt freshmen. 

“A lot of good athletes, awfully inex- 
perienced,” Colletto says of his defensive 
backs. 

Purdue returns an experienced punter 
in senior Eric Bruun, who ranked third in the 
Big Ten and 19th in the nation with a 41.7 
average a year ago. 

But the field goal kicker will be inex- 
perienced, with the contenders being senior 
Joe O'Leary, sophomore Mike Wagner and 
freshman recruit Vito Speciale. 

Colletto talks a lot about playing the 
game of football “the way it's supposed to be 
played." 

And that doesn't include a Big Ten- 
high 40 turnovers. 

Nor 76 penalties for 661 yards, both 
league highs. 

Or a conference-low .350 percentage 
in third down efficiency. 

Or the fewest number of quarterback 
sacks in the league, 12. 

“There are certain ways you have to 
play the game,” Colletto says. “But when it 
gets down to the nitty-gritty, and it all 
sounds cliche and all that jazz, it's not get- 
ting knocked off your feet, not missing tack- 
les, not throwing interceptions, blocking 
guys at the line of scrimmage, running 
backs blocking. 

“It's playing the game the way it's 
supposed to be played." 

And for Colletto, that starts with a 
strong defense. 

“In this league, defense is by far the 
key to your success,” he says. “You can't be 
acontender in this league without playing 
good defense.” 

And on offense, he’s not afraid to put the 
ball in the air, but he believes you can't win 
consistently without a strong running game. 

But, he says, in baseball, good pitch- 
ing usually will stop good hitting, just like in 
football, good defense usually will stop 
good running. 

“[ want to be good enough in the 
games where you're playing against quality 
defensive teams, to run the ball well enough 
that you can hold your own and get your 
passing game involved in it,” Colletto says. 
“ There has to be a mixture.” 

lronically, Colletto hopes to be able 
to build his program the way Bill Mallory 
has done at Indiana — the Boilermakers’ 
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biggest rival. 

Mallory went 0-11 in his first year 
with the Hoosiers in 1984, Colletto’s last at 
Purdue before moving on to Arizona State. 

But since then, Mallory has guided 
Indiana to a 37-31-2 mark, including four 
winning seasons and four post-season bowl 
appearances in the past five years. 

“I've always had great respect for the 
way he teaches and the attitude his players 
take and the way they play,” Colletto says. 

“Ive seen what he's done with a team 
that when we played them in ’84 was horren- 
dous. And now he goes and plays Auburn 
nose-to-nose, and really could have won that 
game (losing 27-23 in last year’s Peach Bowl), 
and probably should have, with a bunch of 
players nobody thought anything about. 

“But they've gotten themselves to 
bowl games from an 0-11 team. | don't think 
this team has anywhere near the personnel 
problems that he has faced. But | think that 
model is the one, | don't care if it is Indiana. 

“Those guys coach football, they play 
hard, they keep their nose clean, they bust 
their fannies. They do what they're supposed 
to do. And they're not very complicated. 

“That's the kind of approach we want 


And Colletto’s approach as a head 
coach is to get down and dirty with his players. 

He's not one to walk around the prac- 
tice field overlooking the total picture. He 
helps coach the offensive line, and he's right 
in the middle of the action, waving his arms 
and making his feelings known. 

Usually, halfway through each prac- 
tice, his voice is gone. 

“Football teams reflect their leaders, 
and you've got to be a tough guy in this 
business,” he says. 

Colletto uses Indiana as an example 
of turning a program around. 

And he's also told the Boilermakers 
about his own experience as a player at 
UCLA in the mid-'60s. 

The Bruins went 6-14 in his first two 
years, but then Tommy Prothro took over as 
Coach the next season and UCLA went to the 
1966 Rose Bowl and a Michigan State team 
generally regarded as one of the best in Big 
Ten history. 

“I'm not sitting here looking to go 11- 
O every year, but | do think Purdue can be a 
program that can be on the plus side and 
should be playing in a bowl game quite 
often,” Colletto says. 

And then, after a pause, he allowed 
himself to dream a little out loud. 

“If Georgia Tech can win a national 
championship as an engineering school, so 
can Purdue."Q)

It isn't always rosy, 
I've been at the top and I've been at the bot- 
tom and I'll be at both places again.” 

His immediate goal, of course, is to 


get the Badgers, losers of 46 of their last 56, 
off the bottom. Is there a sense of urgency, 
then, heading into the 1991 season? 
“| always work under a sense of ur- 
gency,” Alvarez said. “| don't feel good about 
attaching my name to a 1-10 season. That's 
tough to swallow. That's tough to live with. 
But | fee! good about this team. | really do.” 
And there is a good reason for that 
eeling. With the exception of a 41-3 loss to 
ichigan, the Badgers played everyone 
ose for three quarters. But with the out- 
come still in doubt they were overwhelmed 
and outscored 94-19 in the fourth quarter. A 
sputtering, error-prone offense didn't give 
them a chance to win.

SprING UPDATE 


The Wisconsin football program has not exactly been user-friendly for 
junior college transfers. And, without digging through the school 
archives, you will be hard-pressed to find any more than two who have 
made significant contributions as starters over the past two decades. 


Yet, this spring, two JCs won starting assignments: outside linebacker 
Dwight Reese and offensive guard Mike Bryan. Immediate help was 
needed in both areas, too. “Both of them will be on the field an awful 
lot for us,” said UW coach Barry Alvarez. “Bryan has been coached 
well. He'll be hard to unseat at guard. Reese is raw in some of his 
techniques. But he plays hard and he’s physical. He's going to make a 
big contribution to our defense.” 


Reese and Bryan, however, are not only good players but smart ones. 
Reese is a 6-3, 205-pound linebacker from San Jose, Calif., and San 
Jose City College where he was the captain and the most valuable 
player last fall. He led the team in tackles for losses. He was also the 
JC scholar-athlete of the year. Reese, a former prep wrestler, showed 
an aggressive streak in spring drills, a quality which endeared him to 
Alvarez, a former college linebacker (Nebraska). 


Bryan is a 6-3, 265-pound guard from Garden City, Kan., and Garden 
City Community College. He was a first team JC All-American selection 
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last fall and ranked among the top 50 JCs in the country. He was also 
an academic All-American. The opportunity to play right away attracted 
Bryan to Wisconsin. 


“But the coaching staff was another big factor,” Bryan said. “I met a lot 

of different coaches (during recruiting) and this staff impressed me the 

Most.” Incidently, the staff features two new additions: Brad Childress, 

who will coach the running backs, and John Palermo, who will coach 

i sg esee linebackers. Palermo and Alvarez coached together at 
lotre Dame. 


While it was an upbeat spring, in general, it was not without its 
disappointments. Quarterback Joe Wagner, a redshirted freshman 
who was expected to challenge Tony Lowery, decided to pick baseball 
over football. Wagner wanted to play both sports but after the school 
dropped baseball he felt that he needed to explore his other options, 
which include transferring to another school. Wagner was on a football 
scholarship. 


Lionell Crawford's injury also put a damper on the spring. In a 
non-contact drill, the senior wide receiver severely damaged his knee, 
necessitating surgery. It's uncertain whether he will be ready before 
September.

“We threw the ball between the 40s 
when people were off us (the receivers),” 
said Alvarez. “But once we got inside (the

with the addition of freshmen wideouts Lee 
Deramus and Mike London. 

“The two receivers from New Jersey 
(Deramus and London) are going to be on 
the field,” Alvarez promised. “At least | know 
they can run and we need the threat of 
speed. We'll teach them as we go along.” 

Offensive line coach Bill Callahan will 
have the biggest teaching job. Junior guard 
Chuck Belin is the only returning starter. 
Moreover, Callahan doesn't have any fourth- 
or fifth-year players, underlining the lack of 
experience and depth. 

During the spring, the starters were 
sophomore Bill Maksen, who wasn't in 
school last year, and sophomore Tyler 
Adam, who played sparingly at tackle; Belin 
and junior college transfer Mike Bryan at 
guard and junior Jeff Rasmussen at center. 

Mike Verstegen, a freshman redshirt, 
and Joe Panos, a sophomore walk-on, were 
the the top reserves. 

“They're hungry kids,” Callahan said. 
“But it's all going to be a matter of how fast 
we mature and progress.” 

The tight end is relatively green, too. 
Junior Jim Bourne, sophomore Dave Czech 
and freshman redshirt Mike Roan still have 
some growing up to do. It's possible, then, 
that Lowery could be the only senior in the 
offensive huddle at times. 

By contrast, the defense has a lot 
more seasoning and confidence. The 
Badgers gave up 15 touchdowns in their last 
five games and only five were on drives 
longer than 40 yards. 

Nobody intimidated Wisconsin's de- 
fense, largely because of the presence of 
tackle Don Davey, arguably the most domi- 
nating player in the Big Ten. 

Davey, who was also a four-time aca- 
demic All-American, will be missed. 

Also remembered. 

“He was an inspiration to all of us” 
said redshirted freshman Dustin Rusch, who 
inherited Davey's number (91) and position. 
“I'm not trying to follow in his footsteps. 
And | hope | can fill his shoes eventually.” 

The run-oriented Big Ten can be un- 
forgiving to young defensive linemen like 
Rusch, nose guards Lee Krueger and 
Lamark Shackerford and tackle Carlos 
Fowler, all sophomores. 
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Krueger, though, was the most pleas- 
ant surprise of the spring. 

“He finished the season at Michigan 
State playing great football and he was just 
outstanding during spring drills,” said de- 
fensive coordinator Dan McCarney. 

“Lee turned a close contest into a no 
contest. Right now, he's definitely the No. 1 
Nose guard over Shack.” 

Shack is Shackerford and don't count 
him out. The Badgers will need his contribu- 
tions on the D-line. He started five games 
last year as a true freshman. 

“Our kids are young and inexperi- 
enced,” McCarney said. “None of them are 
ready to win in the Big Ten consistently. But 
they are working hard and getting better 
every day.” 

With the youth up front, the lineback- 
ers will be busy and active. Inside, Gary 
Casper and Brendan Lynch each had over 
100 tackle last year. They're solid. Outside, 
Duer Sharp and junior college transfer 
Dwight Reese each had good springs. 
They're mobile. 

The secondary is the real strength of 
the defense, particularly with the return of 
Rafael Robinson. Two years ago, he was a 
starting safety and the third-leading tackler. 
Last year, he was moved to tailback, out of 
necessity, and he couldn't avoid injuries. 

In February, he elected to come back 
for his fifth year. Robinson and Reggie Holt 
will be on the field a lot at strong safety. 

The Badgers are two-deep at every 
position with Scott Nelson and Melvin 
Tucker at free safety, Eddie Fletcher and 
Jamel Brown at the boundary corner and 
Troy Vincent and Jeff Messenger at field cor- 
ner. 

Vincent may be the best at his posi- 
tion in the Big Ten. If he stays healthy and 
productive, he looms as a first-round draft 
choice. 

Vincent can be absolutely dominat- 
ing. For example, he made seven tackles, re- 
covered a fumble, had two TD saves and re- 
turned five punts for 81 yards against 
Minnesota. 

The 6-foot, 180-pound senior is defi- 
nitely a threat on special teams. He used his 
4.4 speed to return a punt 71 yards for a 
touchdown against Michigan State. 

How good is Vincent? 

Alvarez has compared him favorably 
with Notre Dame's Todd Lyght. 

“It was a great compliment,” said 
Vincent, who didn't start playing football 
until his senior year of high school. “And | 
really thought about it, comparing myself to 
him (Lyght). But I'm Troy Vincent and I'm 
going to do what I’m capable of doing.” 
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The Badgers will need everything 
they can get out of players like Vincent and 
Casper and Lynch and Sharp. An improved 
punting game would help the defense. So 
would an improved offense. 

That's the real key to the 1991 sea- 
son, 

A year ago, Rich Thompson felt like 
the Maytag repairman. 

Thompson is the Badgers’ place- 
kicker. He attempted only 12 extra points 
and 6 field goals. 

“The way things went a year ago," 
said Jacques, "you start to look at things 
you're doing and wondering. But then you 
realize you've done this before and the of- 
fense has worked with lesser athletes than 
we have here. 

“So you ask, ‘Are you going to make 
changes? Or, are you going to get better at 
what you're doing?’ We're going to get bet- 
ter. I've erased all the little doubts.” 

The Badgers erased some more with 
an outstanding recruiting class which was 
ranked No. 26 in the nation and No. 3 in the 
Big Ten. That generated some much-needed 
off-season momentum which culminated in 
the spring with an number of spirited scrim- 
mages. 

In addition, the Badgers do have 
three things working in their favor on their 
schedule this year. 

First, they have a chance to build up 
some early momentum, starting the season 
with games against Western Illinois, lowa 
State and Eastern Michigan, all at home. 

Second, they have seven home 
games, also playing lowa, Indiana, Michigan 
State and Northwestern at Madison in the 
Big Ten. 

And third, they get to drop Michigan 
from their conference schedule and replace 
them with Purdue. 

“We've got some players who will re- 
ally compete,” Alvarez said. “We've been 
around them for a year and they know what 
to expect. These are the ones who went 
through everything and showed a commit- 
ment and an understanding of what we want. 
We'll find some kids who can help us win in 
his group.” 

Rusch sounds like one of them. 

“We're going to get this program 
turned around,” he said. “You can just tell. 
t's a lot of things. The way the coaches are. 
The attitude in the locker room. The attitude 
on this team. 
“You can tell just by the way people 
are acting around here. We want to win. 
We're sick of losing. And we don't want it to 
happen anymore. It has to change. And it 
will."

lowa’s Hayden Fry, the dean of the Big Ten’s coaches, begin- 
ning his 13th season with the Hawkeyes, has turned around a pro- 
i that had 17 consecutive non-winning seasons before his arrival 
in 1979. 

Fry went 5-6 and 4-7 his first two 
years at lowa, but since then the Hawkeyes 
have enjoyed new-found success. 

They had a string of eight consecu- 
tive winning seasons snapped in 1989 
when they stumbled to 5-6, but rebounded 
last year with an 8-4 mark, earning their 
third trip to the Rose Bowl under Fry. 

In the past 10 seasons, Fry's 
Hawkeyes have won 81 games, averaging 
More than eight victories a season; won or 
shared three Big Ten championships; 
played in nine bowl games; produced six 
consensus All-Americans; had the All-Big 
Ten quarterback six times; won a school- 
record 10 games twice; and finished in the 
Top 20 seven times. 

Fry is 90-50-4 at lowa, and his 179 
career victories are third among active 
Division | coaches, behind Penn State's 
Joe Paterno and Florida State's Bobby 
Bowden. 

STREAKS 

Speaking of lowa, the Hawkeyes have done a tremendous 
about-face in their series against Purdue. 

lowa lost 20 in a row to the Boilermakers, from 1961 through 
1980. But since 1983, the Hawkeyes have beaten Purdue eight times 
ina row. 

And, except for a 27-24 victory in 1985, none of the games 
have been close. lowa has outscored the Boilermakers 244-61 in the 
other seven games. 

Purdue, with six losing seasons in a row, also has fallen on 
tough times against rival Indiana. The Boilermakers have an over- 
whelming 57-30-6 lead in the all-time series, but the Hoosiers have 
won three of the past four meetings. 

Michigan also has taken the upper hand in its rivalry against 
Ohio State of late, winning three in a row. 

The last time a team won three in a row in this series, it was 
Michigan again, from 1976-79. 

The Buckeyes went four years without losing to the Wolverines

Peay Convinceo Witpcats ARE On rHe Way Up

ttack! 

The two biggest weapons for 

Northwestern's football team 
last season, running back Bob Christian and 
wide receiver Richard Buchanan, are now 
part of Wildcat history. And coming off a 2-9 
season, that is not a good position to be in. 

But the word “retreat” does not exist 
in head coach Francis Peay’s dictionary. He 
is smart enough to realize you can’t replace 
the school’s all-time leading rusher and top 
pass receiver over night. But the Wildcat do 
have 16 starters returning, so Peay is taking 
a very simple approach to the 1991 battles 
in the Big Ten- divide and conquer. 

“How do you replace a player who 
never fumbles or a player who catches ev- 
erything thrown to him?” the coach asks. 
“With Christian (2,643 career rushing yards) 
he lineup, we'd go right at people. When 
chanan catches 94 passes one year 

89) and 60 the next, that doesn’t leave a 
of passes to go around. 

“Our objective offensively this year 

ill be to spread the ball out. We'll use more 
misdirection and finesse elements. We want 
more involvement from our entire offense 
and that will make it more difficult for our 
opponents to key on one individual. 
“Hopefully, we'll continue to make 
gress and stress play to our fullest po- 
ial. There's no pressure on anyone other 
than that they place on themselves. And if 
you can’t put pressure on yourself, you're 
not striving to do your best.” 

Fortunately for Peay and his coach- 
ing staff, the Cats have an experienced field 
General in junior quarterback Len Williams. 
This is the first time since 1987 the Wildcats 
have returned a starting quarterback. 

Williams was one of the biggest sur- 
prises in the Big Ten last year. With a knee 
injury ending senior Kip Kelly's career two

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weeks before the '90 opener, Williams 
stepped in and proved himself as both a 
passer and a runner. 

The first Northwestern quarterback 
since 1973 to throw more touchdowns than 
interceptions (12-9), Williams’ passing effi- 
ciency (120.0) ranked third in school history 
and his 1,840 yards of total offense was 


fifth-best. He completed 150 of 262 passes 
(57.3 percent) for 1,700 yards and his 140 
yards rushing ranked third on the team. 
“Lenny really wasn't a surprise to us 
because we knew when we recruited him we 
had a good quarterback,” said Peay. “With a 
year of experience, he has a better under- 
standing of what he’s being asked to do. He 
reads coverages very well and is a very mo- 
bile and active quarterback. He has tremen- 
dous self-confidence, especially off the field.” 
And Williams will also benefit from 
calling the signals behind an experienced 
offensive line. Fifth-year senior tackle Stan 
Holsen (6-foot-7, 283 pounds) played every 
offensive snap last fall. Senior David 
Woollard (6-4, 282), who moved from center 
to tackle last year, is back at center for '91. 
Guards Brian Tichy (6-5, 287), a senior, and 
Jeff Pietrowski (6-4, 250), a junior, are also 
back in the fold, although Pietrowski did 
miss spring drills because of knee surgery. 


Experienced backups Toby Buckner 
(6-5, 255), a senior who started the last 
eight games last year and 10 games in 
1989, and junior Pat Norton (6-3, 282), a 
starter in nine games last season, should 
also see a great amount of playing time. 
Junior letterman Tom Rodeno (6-2, 250) will 
back up Woollard at center. Sophomore Matt 
O'Dwyer (6-5, 260), who was listed as 
Holsen’s backup all of last year but never 
played, switches to guard and sophomore 
Jason Behrendt (6-7, 230) makes the move 
from tight end to tackle. 

“Holsen is the quiet leader on the 
field, you can always count on him doing 
he right thing,” said Peay. “He's always the 
first one in the weight room. 

“Woollard is probably the most visi- 
ble and vocal of the group. His best football 
is still ahead of him.” 
Woollard’s move back to center was 
made possible by the one new addition 
he offensive line, but he’s hardly a new face 
0 Northwestern fans. Fifth-year senior 
Darryl Ashmore (6-7, 269), who has missed 
15 of the last 16 games due to a knee injury, 
switches from defensive tackle to offensive 
ackle, giving the Cats a tackle-to-tackle av- 
erage of 6-6, 275 pounds. 
“So far Darryl's knee has been hold- 
ing up,” said Peay. “Where he goes from 
here we don't know, but we certainly feel he 
is right out of the (NFL All-Pro) Chris 
Hinton mold. 

“We want our linemen to be lean and 
mobile, which should benefit Williams’ style 
of play. Everything that hangs over the belt 
doesn't always work. When we ask our play- 
ers to bulk up, we want them to do it with 
healthy body mass.” 

A big concern for the Northwestern 
coaching staff this fall has to be keeping 
Williams healthy. Backup quarterback Kevin 
Krebs, a senior, saw only limited action in 
1990, completing 15 of 23 passes for 144

Whether Williams elects to strike by 
land or by air, the second-year quarterback 
should have a number of options. 

For the first time in Peay’s si 
sons as head coach, the Cats h 
the offensive backfield. Senior tailback Eric 
Dixon (217 yards in 1990) and senior full- 
back Curt Zipfel entered spring as the top 


candidates at their positions. But what hap- 


pens in the fall is anyone's guess. 
“Terry Smith is probably our fastest 
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back and he’s chomping at the bit for some 
playing time,” said Peay. “(Sophomores) 
Bobby Jackson (6-2, 220) and Hugh 


Williams (6-0, 200) are both strong and 


waiting in the wings. And we might even ex- 


pand the role of our kickoff and punt return 
man, Patrick Wright (5-4 sophomore).” 

Buchanan and Christian represented 
60 percent of Northwestern's passing game 
last year. So last year's decoys become this 
this year's targets. 

“We've got a lot of happy receivers 
around here,” said Peay. “They know we're 
going to spread the ball around and they'll 
have greater involvement in the offense. 
Richard really got beat up last year and | 
don't know if | want another player to go 
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through that.” 

Senior Chip Morris (14 catches, 196 
yards) is the top returning receiver. Lee 
Gissendaner had 11 receptions for 129 
yards as a freshman last year. At 6-5, fifth- 
year senior Mark Benson (5 catches, 112 
yards) has the size and adequate speed to be 
a deep threat. Missing the first five games 
last year due to injury, Benson caught a 64- 
yard touchdown pass from Williams on his 
first offensive play. 

If fifth-year senior Greg Fischer is 
fully recovered from knee surgery, he will 
provide the Cats with another option at both 
tight end and wide receiver. Otherwise, se- 
nior David Cross (6-4, 247) returns to tight 
end primarily as a blocker.

Sprinc UPDATE 


In addition to having 16 starters back, the Wildcats also have all but 
one member of the coaching staff returning for 1991, the lowest 
turnover in Francis Peay’s tenure. Kevin Ramsey comes from Kansas 
State to coach the defensive line, replacing Mike Van Diest. 


Linebackers Ed Sutter and Thomas Homcowill conclude their careers 
as two of the top tacklers in Northwestern history. Sutter presently ranks 
fourth on the all-time charts with 304 and Homcois 11th with 260. Senior 
rover DwightJames stands 15thontheall-timetacklelistwith231. 


Senior defensive back David Eaton, a three-year letterman, had his 
career ended by a shoulder injury. Missing from spring drills were guard 
deff Pletrowski (knee surgery), guard Pat Norton (shoulder surgery), 
tight end Greg Fischer (knee rehabilitation), linebacker Adam Schell 
(knee surgery) and defensive tackle Frank Boudreaux (shoulder 
surgery). 


With tow attendance always a problem, Northwestern gave up its 
chance to have six games in Dyche Stadium this year by agreeing to 
move its Oct. 19 date with Ohio State to Cleveland's Municipal Stadium. 


Senior running back Eric Dixon, with 217 yards rushing last year, 
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collected nearly half of those yards in the season opener against Duke 
when he rushed for 98 yards on 19 carries and scored his only 
touchdown of the season. For the first time in his six seasons as head 
coach, Francis Peay will have over 90 scholarship players on the 
Wildcat roster. There are seven fifth-year seniors on the roster, four on 
offense and three on defense. The Wildcats also have 12 three-year 
lettermen. 


Northwestern, which debuts against Rice on Sept. 14, has not won a 
season opener since it defeated Purdue 31-25 in 1975. The Cats have 
lost 12 straight season openers since a 0-0 tie at Illinois in 1978. 


Unlike past years when a number of freshmen got their baptism right 
away, only 10 members of last year's freshman class earned letters. 


In the bad trade department, Michigan replaces Minnesota on 
Northwestern's Big Ten schedule. The Cats were 3-5-1 in their last nine 
meetings with the Golden Gophers, with four of those losses by 12 
points or less. Northwestem's last meeting with Michigan was a 52-7 
slaughter in Evanston, its 17th straight loss to the Wolverines since 
Alex Agase’s club posted a 34-22 victory in 1965. 
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And when it comes time to protect its 
own fort, Northwestern's defense faces a 
problem similar to the Christian-Buchanan 
situation on offense. The graduation of free 
safety Pat New has created a major void. 

“Because he played over two years as 
a wide receiver, Pat had an offensive mental- 
ity on defense,” said Peay. “But just like 
we're doing on offense, we're using the same 
approach on defense- divide the responsi- 
bility.” 

Fifth-year senior rover Dwight James 
(6-2, 199) will draw most of the responsibil- 
ity of keeping the backfield together. Senior 
Marlon Collins, a three-year letterman, will 
get first shot at replacing New. Veterans 
Willie Lindsey and Greg Gill, both juniors, 
and sophomore Anthony Purkett are the 
most experienced of the cornerbacks. 

“We'll be doing some interchanging 
between or cornerbacks and free safety,” 
said Peay. “The only thing set so far is 
James and Lindsey.” 

Up front, there is little change for the 
Cat defense, which made a drastic 
turnaround under first-year assistant head 
coach Mike Knoll. The Wildcats cut their op- 
ponents scoring average from 45.2 points 
per game during the 0-11 season in 1989 to 
33.6 during last year's 2-9 campaign. 

However, the Wildcats still need to 
make significant improvement in stopping 
the opponents’ ground game. Northwestern 
yielded 2,761 yards on the ground last fall, 
an improvement of nearly 400 yards from 
1989, but its own offense was only able to 
generate 1,351 yards on the ground. 

“To get to the next level, we have to 
stop the run,” said Peay. “Statistics are for 
journalistic review. The most important thing 
to me is if our defense is putting our offense 
in position to score. We were plus-six in re- 
coveries to turnovers last year and that's a 
very positive statement about the improve- 
ment in our defense. 

“People will move the football on us. 
What we have to prevent are the quick 
scores and the avalanche of points. We cut 
that down significantly last year, but we still 
have to force the other team to eat up its 
own clock and drive the length of the field.” 

Peay is expecting the best year of his 
career from fifth-year senior Dan Freveletti 
(6-1, 274) at nose guard. “Dan will be our 
anchor,” said Peay of the three-year letter- 
man. “He is still on the rise as a football 
player. He is never satisfied and always feels 
there is more for him to achieve in this

Freveletti will be surrounded by re- 

turning starter Frank Boudreaux (6-5, 246) 

and veteran backup Scott Golarz (6-3, 250) 
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al the tackles. 

“(Defensive tackle) John Broeker's 
graduation should be a real test for this 
group,” said Peay. “The sheer weight of 
John’s personality made a big impact with 
the entire team, he was like a barroom 
brawler. A lot of Boudreaux’ success last 
year came as a result of Broeker forcing 
people his way.” 

Northwestern is loaded with experience 
at linebacker. Senior Thomas Homco (6-1, 
248), the Cats’ top tackler in 1989, has been 
moved from the inside to outside linebacker, 
where he will team up with returning starter 
Jason Cunningham (6-4, 239). Homco 
missed the last four games last year due to a 
foot injury but still managed to finish second 
on the team in tackles (65). 

“Homco was a very muscular 240- 
pounder at inside backer, but the move to 
the outside will let us take advantage of his 
speed and he can go one-on-one with the 
Big Ten tight ends,” Peay said. 

Senior Ed Sutter (6-3, 223), a second 
team All-Big Ten selection and Northwestern's 
co-most valuable player, returns to inside 
linebacker, where he led the Big Ten with 161 
tackles last year. Sophomore Steve Ostrowski 
(6-1, 210), Northwestern's defensive 
Newcomer-of-the-Year last season, will fill 
Homco's vacated spot. 

“Although we have some veterans in 
the first unit, the depth is going to make us 
young,” said Peay, 

Up front, Freveletti is backed up by 
fifth-year senior Mike Shares (6-2, 240), 
who is a two-year letterman. Additional sup- 
port is provided by sophomore John 
Hellebusch (6-3, 240) lettered in limited 
playing time at tackle while sophomore 
Scott Hauser (6-5, 230), who didn’t see any 
playing time. 

There is more experience in the 
linebacking corps, where senior Adam 
Schell (6-3, 226), a three-year letterman, 
filled in for three games during Homco's in- 
jury last season. Junior Steve Shine (6-6, 
206) got one start last year while junior 
Mike Golarz (6-1, 227) is a two-year letter- 
man and both Billy Greenwald (6-0, 210) 
and Tom Christian (6-0, 190) earned letters 
as freshmen. 

The Cats also have a young kicker in 
sophomore Brian Leahy, who still has all 
four years of eligibility remaining. Sutter will 
again handle the punting duties, where he 
averaged 38.4 yards last season. 

“Replacing the kicker is something 
I'm not used to,” said Peay. “Brian is only 
the third place kicker I've had. He has excel- 
lent leg strength, but he will also have to get 
used to the narrower goal posts this year.” 


Although Peay has virtually brought 
the Northwestern program back from the 
ashes, last year's 2-9 record is not where he 
wants to stop. He uses the last two games of 
the 1990 season, a 29-22 loss to Michigan 
State and a 28-23 loss at Illinois, as build- 
ing blocks for the ‘91 season. 

“We took them along with Duke and 
Rice down to the final drive,” he said. 
“Those aren't laurels to rest upon, our ob- 
jective is always to win. 

“Sure, we have 16 starters back, but 
you can have 22 starters back and fall apart 
if the attitude is not there. Attitude is every- 
thing.” 

Looking back on the team's 10-43-2 
mark during his five-year tenure, Peay 
added, “There's nothing wrong with tough 
times. I've seen this team go through a lot 
and it is stronger of character and resolve 
because of it. 

“I'm still firmly committed to this pro- 
gram and am excited by the challenge both 
at Northwestern and in the Big Ten. | enjoy 
the association with the student-athlete here 
and now we just have to turn the negatives 
around. 

“We've made significant progress and 
my people don't need to be reminded of how 
they've taken a number of teams down to the 
wire. But we want to go beyond that, we 
want to go on to victory. Success is not 
going to be a foreign territory to us.” 

Anybody expecting the Wildcats to 
wave the white flag by halftime in 1991 
could be in for a fight for survival. 

The Wildcats have a chance for more 
than just survival in the early portion of their 
1991 schedule. 

Northwestern opens the season 
against non-conference opponents Rice, 
Rutgers and Wake Forest before beginning 
Big Ten play at home against Purdue, which 
struggled through a 2-9 season last year. 

However, the Wildcats will play only 
five home games at Dyche Stadium, after 
surrendering a scheduled sixth home game 
against Ohio State. 

Instead of playing OSU at 
Northwestern on Oct. 19, the Wildcats will 
meet the Buckeyes in Cleveland Stadium. 

Officially, the Wildcats will be the 
“home” team for that game, but undoubtedly 
most of the fans in the stands will be rooting 
for the “visitors.” 

Northwestern's “true” home games 
will be against Rice, Wake Forest, Purdue, 
Illinois and lowa. 

And besides the Ohio State game at 
Cleveland, the Wildcats also will travel to 
Rutgers, Indiana, Michigan State, Michigan 
and Wisconsin.
